SWIFT’S REPLY TO MACVEAGH, 


The Mayor Brands the Charges Against 
Him as Malicious, 

The noonday meetings for down-town busi- 
ness-men have grown in popularity. For sev- 
eral days the meeting place at Monroe and 
Clark streets has proved inadequate. to hold 
the increasing crowds.

He denied in eloquent words every 
attack made on him by the politicians and 
speakers of the opposition and was particu- 
larly severe when he mentioned Frankun 
MacVeagh and his much-quoted speech in the 
Auditorium. 

His voice trembled with excitement when 
he spoke of false reports now bemg ¢éircu- 
lated to the effect that he was an 
enemy of the laboring man and 
prejudiced against the foreign-born voter, 
These and other reports he branded as mali- 
cious lies, There were truth and conviction in 
his words and the crowd received them with 
enthusiasm. -‘When he had finished speaking 
he quietly slipped out the side dvor and, was 
several blocks from the corner before the 
crowd stopped cheering. 

Other speakers were also weil received. The 
crowd cheered the mention of McKinley's 
name, and hisses were heard when Gov, Alt- 
geld’s and President Cleveland’s names were 
mentioned.

DEMOCRAT ARRESTED FOR PERJURY. 


William Tigerman Confesses to Crooked 
Work in Getting Nataralization Papers.

T 

arrest was effected by John Bennett, who was 

deputized as a Deputy United States Marshal 

and who was assisted by Officera Woodruff 
and O'Neill. Tigerman has been a resident 
of Kensington, having tended bar fer one 
Goldman, who has a saloon on One Hundred 
and Fifteenth street, near the Secord & 
Hopkins store. Three of the men who were 
naturalized on the affidavit of Tigerman, 
Paul Kuhn, Jean W interscherdt, and Charley 
Weeks, are nowin the County Jail awaiting 
a heariny for offenses against the naturalization 
laws under bonds of $1,000. They obtaihed 
minor naturalization papers, They admit 
now that they have not been in the United 
States more than year, Two of them came 
with German exhibitersa to the World’s Fair 
last April, The papers were issued in Frank 
Gauiter’s court and Tigerman was the identi- 
fying . witness. There are three others for 
whom warrants are out. All six, it may be 
remarked, have registered, but they will hard- 
ly vote next Tuesday. Neither wiil Tiger- 
man. 

During his journey from Pullman to the 
city Tigerman complained that he was hung 
The officers took him to Burcky & Milan's 
vestaurant, where he had a syguare meal. Then 
he loosened up. He said that he knew he was 
doing wrong when he went to the Circuit 
Court to get the minor papers for his six pro- 
tégés. e knew that some of them had re- 
cently arrived from Germany.

Illinois Board of World’s Fair Commias- 
sioners Would Like a Settlement, 

Under the pale yellow dome of the Illinois 
State Building at Jackson Park stands a mon- 
ument to the abilities of John P. Hopkins as 
the business-men’s candidate for Mayor. Dur- 
ing the rush at the World's Fair it was the head- 
quarters for the sale of gum drops and chew- 
ing gum to all the pretty girls who visited the 
Illinois Building. They did not know that it 
took the political pull of the Governor of a 
great State to get that little candy stand into 
the building. They did not know that their 
dimes and nickels were counted by the fingers 
of a would-be Mayor. .

Circulars Scattered Among Officers Urging 
Them to Hopkins’ Support.

Then by Mr, Hesing’s Paper. 

John P. Hopkins is now appealing to the 
Germans for their votes.

MENT WORK AGAINST SMALLPOX.

So Vigorons Are the Vaccination Measures 
Employed That There Is Practically No 
Danger of the Disease Gaining a Foot- 
hold in the CitywAt Ledging Places of 
the Unemployed and Police Stations 
Docters Are Kept Busy~What Has Been 
Done. | 

If active vigilance backed up by extreme 
precautionary measures can be depended 
upon to prove effective Commissioner Reyn- 
olds of the City Health Department will cer- 
tainly preveut an epidemic of smallpox get- 
ting anything like a footheld in Chicago. 

For the last month Commissioner Reynolis 
has had a corps of physicians at work in 
the schools and among the more densely pop- 
ulated districts with the result that up to 6 
o'clock Friday evenmg 80,150 persons, big 
and little, old and young, had been vacci- 
nated, Last night he pushed his efforts in an- 
other direction by sending his assistants to 
several police stations and centers where large 
numbers of the unemployed are being housed 
and fed. The distribution was made in this 
order:

All these men are regularly employed, and 
it was chiefly because of the fact there were 
no scheols in session for them to visit yester- 
day that the Superintendent put them to work 
in these places last night. He is also map- 
ping out a plan of operations for the holidays, 
The idea isto vaccinate every man, yo ay 
and child liable to become exposed to the dis- 
ease. 

“It ig among us.” said the Superintendent, 
‘‘and judging from the condition of things in 
other cities would, if given half a chance, 
spread. Today we have forty-one patients at 
the hospital. They were collected from all 
parts of-the city, which indicates that the 
plague is not confined to any particula: lo- 
eality. Thatis one strong, reason why we 
should be on While we 
have less than up to 
date, New York, I believe. has had guenathing 
like 500, and Reading, Pa., nearly if not 
quite as many. Therefore there is danger of 
an epidemic if nothing is done to prevent it. 
We know vaccination is a sure preventive, 
and that is why this department manifests so 
much anxjety to treat as many people as pos- 
sibie.’ 

The physicians sent to the various police 
stations Idst night were instructed to vaccin- 
ate the prisoners as ‘vell as any homeless, pen- 
niless unfortunates found quartered there; 
also as many of the police officers as could 
be induced to bare their arms and submit to 
the operation. Those detailed to visit the 
big sleeping quarters on Wabash avenue and 
South Clinton street were told to operate on 
every. man and boy, whether he wanted it or 
not. 

Vaccinating Without Let Up, 

‘* Make them wash their arms off clean and 
give it to them good,” said the Superintend- 
ent. “Then go around again, tomorrow 
night and note the results, and I want you to 
keep it up yntil further orders. (ne thou- 
sand points of virus were taken to each of the- 
two big places, while the doctors going to po- 
lice stations carried from 100 to 200 points 
apiece, according to the size and importance 
of the station.”’

The neighborhood of the ‘Friendship 
House on Clinton street, between West Madi- 
son and West Monroe streets, presented a 
striking scene. The occasion was the free 
vaccination of the patrons of the establish- 
ment by the physicians of the Health De- 
partment. 

Aibert Lamoris, the proprietor of this im- 
mense lodging-house, who makes his money 
out of the worki classes, 
them in the day of their poverty and distress. 
In addition. to the 700 men who are able to 
pay their bills, he feeds and lodges alinost as 
many more without charge. Of course the re- 
cipients of his charity donot fare like the rest. 
He lodges 300 of them in bunks 
built in the basement of his hotel, and 250 
more in the basement of the frame building 
next south of it. This frame building was 
once the Plamondon paint factory and was 
almost totally destroyed by fire. A fence was 
built in frout of it and it was abandoned, But 
Mr. Lamoris discovered that the basement, 
60 feet equare, though charred and black- 
ened by the fire, was comparatively water- 
tight, and conceived the idea of turning it into 
a free lodging-house. The  proprie- 
tors gave their permission and 
he immediately fitted it up with bunks 
and turned it into a‘refuge for his once pros- 
perous customers. It was in this. basement 
that the vaccination bee was held. The room 
was low-pitched and biackened into the 
gloom of a charnel house by the flames of the 
fire. Ranged around the walls from floor to 
ceiling were bunks filled with the weary forms 
of poverty’s victims, The standing space was 
packed like a sardine box with men, except 
that they were standing on end. All were 
talking and there was a perfect babel of noise. 
The atmosphere was enough to choke a cat 
and the light was painfully dim. 

Drs. Brand, Downey, Wilson, and Lange 
had taken up their position, with their tables. 
pans, and vaccine points in the farther end of 
the room; and the jam was so great that ro 
barriers had been stretched, compelling ‘the 
applicants for vaccination to go one way and 
come the other. The desire to be vaccinated 
among Mr. Lamorris’ ledgers was almost 
universal. The physicians had all they could 
do until 10 p. m., when the procession thinned 
out, and they found that they had dispensed 
their prophylactic to 659 subjects. Mr. La- 
morris was present all the while, and seemed 
to be supreinely happy in his generous and 
humane work, 

Unemployed Fear Sore Arms, 


The vaccination scenes at No. 346 Wabash 
avenue were not of a thrilling character. Drs. 
Watson, Beegie, Cameron, and Iwan of the 
Health Department arrived at 7:30 p. m., 
and cleared a space in the front ena of the 
south room for their operations. Tables were 
brought, pans of water set out, vaccine points 
produced, and the men invited to come 
forward and be vaccinated. But they 
were not inclined that way. Some 
said they had been vaccinated, 
and some that they were afraid they might 
lose a job by having a sore arm and being un- 
able to work. Out of all the hundreds in the 
building only sixty desired vaccination and 
chey were accommodated before 8:30 p. m. 
The tables were then removed and the space 
was quickly occupied asa resting place for 
weary limbs, as the rest of the floor had on 
before, 

The eighty lodgers at the East Chicago 
Avenue Station were vaccinated by Dr. W, A. 
Kimmit of the Board of Health last night. 
The physician arrived at 6 o’clock and the 
lodgers were all marshaled in the corridors 
and ordered to bare their arms. It was a 
total surprise to the men and most 
of them objected i ene to yang 
vaccinated. Some showed fight 
others ed to be excused, saying they had 
but recently undergone the operation. Ali 
were examined every one vaccinated, 
much to their discomfort. Many of them 
who had no idea of what the operation con- 
sisted of turned pale when told to make 
ready. In some. cases y were compelied 
by force to ephents to the knife. The 
doctor said men were all strong 
and healthy, and no trac no traces of disease were

California's Midwinter Fair, 

When the Midwinter Fair was first discussed 
and put under way it was considered a $500,000 
proposition, and even at that figure there were 
not a few Who declared that the scheme was chi- 
merical and could result in nothing but failure. 
Today the Chroncie asserts, and supplies the 
evidence in another column, that 1,000,000 will 
not cover the amount ef money which has been 
and will be contributed an ieendiod by Cali- 
fornia alone, without making any account of 
State buildings or of the vast sums to be spent 
by the various concessionnaires. In round num- 
bers the Executive committee will lay out $700,- 
000 in the eonstruction and equipment of the 
Exposition buildings and grounds, and the dis- 
tricts and counties of the State more than $300,- 
000 in doing their share to insure the succees of 
the Midwinter Fair. It is not necessary to call 
attention to the impetus which the expenditure 
of over $1,000,000 in ready money will give to 
every portion of a State like California, with a 
population of less than 1,500,000.—San Fran- 
cisco Chronicle. 


Soft Soap for Neptune. 

The officers of the steamship Scandia arrived 
at Philadelphia fror# Hamburg afew days ago, 
and report that during the voyage in the wildest 
storm the vessel had ever been in, with high 
waves breaking over the ship in great volume, 
soap suds made and allowed to drift over the 
ship’s bow almost instantaneously broke the 
force of the —_ which ceased to swash over the 
sides, and the vessel soon lay comparatively 
easy. The officers were enthusiastic over the 
success of the experiment. Experiments in this 
line have recentiy been made by the Hydro- 
graphic ce with. uniform success. The use of 
suds is not likely to entirely suversede oil for 
the purpnee of sooth the seas, but soap is 
eheaper, occupies less room in the ship, and its 
suds lie heavier on the water than oil, so that it 
is likely to be generally adopted.—New York Sun.

The Tension Reported to Be Extreme, with 


the Royalists in » Desperate Frame of | 


MindAny Attempt.te Kestore Lilino- 
kelani to Be Firmly Resisted by the 
Provisional Government—Adherents of 
the Deposed Queen Said to Be Secretly 
Procuring Rifles. . 


Wasuiveton, D. C., Dee, 16.—[Special.]— 


News from Honolulu sheds no new light on 
the situation, but naval officers think the ten- 
sion cannot endure much longer, and they are 
not so sure that bloodshed will be avoided. 
By this time the Oorwin has arrived with 
Minister Willis’ instructions to maintain the 
status quo until Congress makes known its in- 
tention. If Willis lets his instructions be 
known fully the Queen and her adherents will 
undoubtedly understand the administration 
has abandoned them, and that restoration is a 
thing of the past. Whether the Royalists will 
be driven to desperation by this news it is im- 
possible to say. The only thingcertain is that 
Mr. Willis’ duplicate credentials will never he 
presented to the Queen. He will undoubtedly 
continue to assure the provisional govern- 
ment that no steps will be taken forcibly to 
destroy it, and the Dole people will receive 
those assurances for whatever they may be 
worth. 

Digging into Mr. Blaine’s grave was not a 
good thing forthe administration. The in- 
sinuation thrown out that his reply to Min- 
ister Stevens’ letter of March, 18902, had been 
abstracted from the files of the State Depart- 
ment was too mean to receive serious atten- 
tion, but the indignation aroused has caused 
the State Department to put forth a disclaim- 
erof any responsibility for that insinuation. 
Mr. Stevens has shown that no reply was ever 
receivei by him. The files of the department 
themselves are unbroken, and prove that the 
formal acknowledgment of the receipt uf the 
communication, which is always made, was 
the only answer given. More than this, it ap- 
pears that Mr. Blaine, when the Stevens let- 
ter was received, gave his own belief that it 
did not call for any reply. It was apparently 
based on Minister Stevens’ uncertainty in re- 
gard to the constructions to be put upon the 
instructions issued by Secretary Bayard to the 
former Minister. Mr, Stevens’ letter-was in- 
cluded in the correspondencé sent, to the Sen- 
ate by President Harrison. 

All these circumstances would be trifling 
were it not that the few persons intrusted 
with the administration's confidence had been 
going around for days insinuating that there 
was an important break in the correspond- 
ence,’ They did not hesitate to slander both 
the living and the dead, These persons did 
not get their inspiration from outside sources. 
They breathed the atmosphere of the White 
House and the State Department. Their 
knowledge was confidential. If the course of 
the administration had not from the begin- 
ning been so full of duplicity there might be 
some wonder at its purpose i» stuffing its own 
defenders with falsehoods, but nothing now 
causes any wonder, because events have shown 
that in order to make outa case no_ insinua- 
tion is too disgraceful to receive credence. 


GREAT EXCITEMENT AT HONOLULU. 


People So Stirred Up That Slight Friction 
Would Resylt in Rioting. 

San Francisco, Cal., Dec. 16.—The steamer 
Australia arrived this morning, bringing ad- 
vices from Honolulu to Dec. 0. The excite- 
ment is at fever heat, but up to that time 
there had been no change in the situation. 

Among the arrivals on the Australia was 
Capt. J. Duncan, a Grand Army man, who is 
a member of one of the companies organized 
by the provisional government. ‘The de- 
fenses of the government have been com- 
pleted,”’ he said to a United Press correspond- 
ent; “‘and it would now take a strong force 
to capture them. Things are in a very dis- 
turbed state, and very little would precipitate 
a riot. No man will trugt his neighbor, and 
the tension is strained almost to the breaking 
point. The natives cannot be depended upon 
fora moment. They will not fight, but are 
treacherous and are constantly plotting. The 
Queen cannot be restored without trouble 
and if the present government is not allow 
to remain in power there will be trouble.”’ 

The United Press correspondent at Hono- 
lulu writing under date of Dec. 9 says: 

Since Dec. 5 no material change has taken 
place in the military or political attitude of the 
different parties. The Queen’s adherents are be- 
ing secretly arm The Marshal is satisfied that 
over 200 new Winchester rifles have been worked 
into Honolulu in small lots from the Isiund of 
Maui during the last month and distributed to 
the: Royalists. The lice force under the Mar- 
shal is now large and in a blest state of organi- 
zation than ever before. A; vigilant. watch is 
kept tpon the movements of the Royatists. 
One hundred men of the citizens’ reserve 
are selected who will reinforce’ the 
station house at a moment's call, 
The royalists express a certainty that on the ar- 
rival of the Alameda on the 2 inst. Minister 
Willis will carry out his orders to reinstate the 
Queen's government. It is. not believed the 
royalists wiil make any independent or prema- 
ture attack upon the strong position of the pro- 
visional government. 


Wunderbure Loses His Office. 


After a hearing of two daysin the case of F. 
W. Wunderburg, Clerk of the Circuit Court of 
Honolulu, who was suspended from office owing 
to certain statements he to Mr. 
Blount, the Supreme Court has ordered 
Wunderburg to removed from office, 
The court found that Wunderburg had violently 
denounced the provisional government its 
chief officers and stated that it was impressed 
with the view that he had done so because of his 
disappointment at not havi been made Mar- 
shal. In his testimony Wunderburg denied hav- 
ing been an annexationist. It is certain, however, 
that he vehemently favored aunexation at the 
time of the Ashford and Wilcox conspiracy for 
annexation nearly two years ago, when most of 
the reform party opposed it as premature and 
hoped to be able to induce the Queen to be rea- 
sonable. 

The leading political event of the week is the 
decision of the government to proceed at once to 
remove all empioyés not distinctly loyal to them, 
This decision was arrived at by a vote of the Ad- 
visory Council in regular and open session the 
7th inst. The question was submitted to them 
by the Executive Couneil for their decision, the 
Ministers being divided three to one. Minister 
Damon had been from the beginni firmly op- 
posed to such removals, but agreed to be gov- 
erned by the action of the Advisory Council, 
which passed the resolution by a vote of 11 to 1. 

Strong pressure has for several months been 
made by supporters of the government upon them 
to weed out all disloyal emplorés, It has hither- 
to been the custom not to remove subordinate 
officials on account of political leanings and 
Minister Damon has strenuously oppo making 
any change from the former system. The change 
has been demanded on account of the country be- 
ing in a state of suppresséd war, which made the 
presence of disloyal employés in the government 

uildings a source of actual peril. Since the sit- 
uation has become critical the demand has be- 
come strongly accentuated and, as shown 
by the vote, the government has become nearly 
unanimous upon the question. The debate upon 
the question was earnest, but conducted ina 
friendly temper. Rumors were circulated that 
Minister Damon would resign. He has publicly 
denied any such intention as long as the provis- 
ional government has use for him. Mr. Damon's 
services in establishing the financial condition of 
the goverument are esteemed by officials as of 
the highest value. 


Thinks the Crisis Is Over, 


_ Charles Carter, late‘Commissioner to Wash- 
ington, considers the crisis substantially over 
and thinks the strength of the provisional gov 
ernment much more than adequate to repel any 
United States forces now here. He is certain that 
these forces would not proceed to the extent of 
bloodshed.

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TO FORM A HAWAIIAN REPUBLIC, 


Important Statetients Are Made at Oak- 
land, Cal., by Minister Thurston. 

Oaxianp, Cal,, Dec. 16.—The Enquirer 
this evening says Hawaiian Minister Thurston 
sailed yesterday on the steamer Alameda for 
Honolulu for a more important purpose than 
to report “no progress.”” Last Thursday Mr. 
Thurston was a visitor in Oakland and spent 
the evening at the house of a gentleman who 
has heavy interests in the Hawaiian Islands. 
There was assembled to meet him quite a 
company of former residents of Hawaii, and 
Thurston unbosomed himself, speaking with 
perfect frankness about his mission in going 
home, To put it in briefest form Mr. Thurs- 
ton is gbing to Honolulu to assist in another 
revolution—that isto say, he is going to aid 
in substituting for the present provisional or 
temporary government a permanent goveru- 
ment, with a written constitution, which shall 
make Hawaii a republic and a free and inde- 
pendent nation of the.earth. All idea of seéek- 
ing annexation isto be abandoned for the 

resent at least, and the Republic of Hawali 
s to be established, thus ending uncertainty 
in the islands. 

The gist of the confidential information 
which Minister Thurston carries back to Hon- 
olulu no doubt is that nothing is to be ex- 
pectea from the governinent at Washington, 
and that therefore the part of wisdom is for 
the provisional government to save its 
strength and popularity and to establisha 
form of government which shall be perma- 
nent. This might not be so ensy 
to do if ‘delay and uncertain 
were allowed to go on until d 
sensions creep in and sap the strength of 
President Dole’s administration. In the con- 
versation referred to Mr, Thurston showed 
that his mind was made up for the «boldest 
and most determined action. He implied 
that he was going not to discuss matters but 
to act. He seemed to entertain no doubt 
whatever that President Dole and the other 
members of the provisional government 
would be with him heart and soul. 

As illustration of his spirit Thurston said: 
‘* T don’t know but it would be a good thing 
if there should be little fighting down there, 
It would unite the people.”’ By this he was 
understood to mean collisions between the 
United States force and the provisional gov- 
ernment. He was asked if he thought the 
royalists would come over and unite with the 
provisionalists if the government were made 
a permapency, and to this replied: ‘‘ No, the 
royalists must be stamped out.”’ 

As to details of the new Constitution or how 
it would be promulgated Thurston said noth- 
ing, but he admitted that a_ serious obstacle 
was the suffrage question, He referred to the 
Portuguese settlers, of whom there are 
70,000, who might be° voters, and said he 
thought they would stand with the new gov- 
ernment and that the Japanese if admitted to 
suffrage would do the same. He seemed to 
think that by help of these and other foreign- 
born elements it might be possible to hold the 
natives down, even if they were given the ballot, 
Another interesting fact, which came out dur- 
ing the ¢vening, was Mr. Thurston 
wanted to take back with him to the islands 
as many Hawaiians or holders of property 
interests in the islands, who were trustworthy, 
as he could get to go. 

Mr. Castle, who left Ann Arbor, Mich., to 
accompany Thurston, was present, and not 
only coincided with what Thurston said, but 
avowed that he would take part in establish- 
ing the new form of gé¥erument and implied 
that he was going home for no other purpose. 


_REISER MURDERED BY MRS. RUDIGER. 


Verdict Returned by the WUoroner’s Jury 
at Omaha—Binding Twine Suit. 

Omana, Neb., Dec. 16.—[Special.}—The 
remains of Baron Henry J. Reiser were taken 
to South Omaha yesterday and are at the un- 
dertaking rooms of Brewer & Sloan on 
Twenty-fifth street. Theinquest began at 2 
o'clock this afternoon, The Coroner's jury 
returned a verdict to the effect that H. J. 
Reiser came to dis death from the effects of a 
pistol shot fired by Mrs, Eloise Rudiger with 
felonious intent. Mrs. Rudiger was arrested 
at the time of the commission of the crime, 
arraigned upon the charge of shooting with 
intent to kill,and failing to furnish the re- 
quired bond of $5,000 was sent to the county 
jail. where she has since been.

Nearly 20,000 men are out of work in this 
city, and 50,000 souls who depend upon these 
idle men for existence are in sore straits. 
Never has Buffalo had such an army of un- 
employed. Jacob Stouch, Overseer of the 
Poor, gives these figures, and they represent 
only those dependent on the poor depart- 
ment, . Thousands are being carried aiong by 
private charities also, Supt. O'Shea of the 
Street Cleaning Department advertised for 
250 men and his office has been besieged. 
Hundréds have been turned away, but they 
keep coming. Factories and shops have been 
cutting down the number of employés and 
want is seen on all sides. 

Terre Havre, Ina., Dec. 16.—Two weeks 
ago the Terre Haute Brewing zompany began 
giving away 2,000 loaves of bread each week 
on orders issued by the Central Charity So- 
ciety. It proved to be a good advertisement, 
and tne brewery le said as much, Last 
Sunday the Rev. RY. Hunter rebuked this 
sort of benevolence, and said that every loaf 
of bread increased the sale of beer. Today 
the brewery announces that it will give away 
3,200 loaves a week.

PROVE THE MURDER. 


OLOSE OF THE FIRST WEEK OF TES- 
TIMONY IN COUGHLIN'’S OASE. 


Defense Admits That Dr, Cronin Met Vic- 
lent Death at the Mands of Un- 
known Men=—The Only Objection Thus 
Far Haised Is to Testimony Bringing in 
Simonds, Who Has Never Been Indict- 
ed=Features of the Testimony at the 
Beginning of the Week. 

The first week of testimony in the case of 
the people against Daniel Coughlin for the 
murder of Dr. Croniu is past. The State has 
proven the corpus delicti—that is, the iden- 
tity of the body found in the catch-basin—has 
identified the clothing and other effects of the 
murdered doctor and the trunk and cotton 
batting which it contained, and has traced the 
course of the mysterious wagon the night of 
the murder. It has also, partially submitted 
its proof in connection with the renting of the 
flat at No. 117 Clark street, the purchase of 
the furniture at Revell’s, and the transfer of 
that furniture from No. 117 Clark street to 
the Carison cottage. In addition the defense 
has admitted for the firat time since the great 
ease first went on trial that Dr. Cronin 
was murdered, as they say, by unknown 
men. They have admitted that the clothing, 
the trunk, and other articles submitted in ev- 
idence are the same as those originally taken 
frum the manhole, During the week the de- 
fense has raised several points of objection, 
each of which has been overruled by Judge 
Tuthill, and all of these points save one were 
brought up on the former trial and overruled 
in the same way by the trial Judge. The new 
objection was that madeto all testimony re- 
lating to * J. B. Simonds ” or any of his deal- 
ings. It was based on the claim that “ Si- 
monds ” had never been indicted, although 
his name was known to the grand jury, and 
that therefore he could not be considered a 
member of the conspiracy. 

Come to a Question of Wounds, 


With the present week the State comes face 
to face with one of the vita] points in the case. 
The indictment against Coughlin and his fel- 
low conspirators charges that Dr. Cronin 
came to his death as the result of certain 
wounds inflicted upon his head with a blunt 
instrument. The defense will introduce a 
number of physicians to prove 
wounds on the head of the body found in the 
catch-basin were not sufficient in themselves 
to cause death. The State bemg forewarhed 
is, however, = ready to meet this conten- 
tion. In addition to the testimony given at 
the last trial there will be other expert wit- 
nesses whose testimony will go to prove that 
the shock resulting from blows on the head

or the first time since the preparations for 
the present trial began the State was yester- 
day in possession of funds with which to pay 
the expenses of officers who are working on 
the case and of witnesses who are to be 
brought from abroad. State’s-Attorney Kern 
gave a check for $100 to Capt. Schuettler 
and promised more asit might be needed. 
Capt. Schuettler also presented to Auditor 
Healy a bill for $500 for money advanced 
to the officers who have been working on the 
case. This amount will come out of the 
$1,500 appropriated by the County Board. 

Assistant State’s-Attorney Bottum said yes-

There was one break in the monotony of 
yesterday’s session.

All the incidents of the removal—the 
hiring of the expressman, the loading of the 
furniture at the rooms by Burke and his 
friend, presumably the man known as J. B. 
Simonds, the meeting at Belmont and Lin- 
eoln avenues, the arrival at the Carlson 
cottage—were followed with interest. Then 
came the recounting of Martenson’s trip to 
Winnipeg and his identification of Martin 
Burke in the jail. To this latter part of the 
witness’ story prisoner gave ~ particular 
atter tion, but the tale was too old to make 
any Visible impression upon him. The rental 
and occupation of the Clark street rooms and 
the removal to the Carlson cottage formed the 
egeg matter for the testimony given yester- 

ay. 

. New Points to Be Presented.

DEATH OF DR, ALEXANDER MARTIN. 


The Vice-President of Depauw University 
Succumbs to Pneumonia. 

Greencastie, Ind., Dec. 16.—[Special.]— 
Dr, Alexander Martin, Vice-President of 
Depauw University, died here today of 
pneumonia after a brief illness. Dr. Alex- 
ander Martin has held the chair of mental 
and moral science at Depauw University 
since 1875. In that time he developed into 
one of the foremost expounders of Methodism 
in Indiana, being prominently mentioned for 
Bishop at the two last ecumenical con- 
ferences. He took his seat as President of 
the college in 1876 and held it till 1889, 
when he voluntarily resigned to let a younger 
man succeed him. He was born in Scotland 


.and was imbued with all the stern virtues of 


the old Scottish educators. Before coming to 
Depauw, then called Asbury University, he 
held the Presidency of the State institution 
in West Virginia... His sympathies were ever 
with the North, and when the complexion of 
the West Virginia University became predom- 
inantly Southern he was dismissed. The old 
Asbury directors at once called him to Indi- 
ana. e had charge of the institution when 
the name was changed to Depauw in 1884, 
and largely to him is due the 
credit for securing the interest which 
the late Washington C. Depauw took 
in endowing the old substantial "Tastibalicin, 
He traveled over the State visiting the differ- 
ent conferences by turn with an appeal for 
funds. His work was crowned with success, 
and a purse of $60,000 was raised within ua 
few months. The high moral tone of De- 
pauw and the superior strength of the curric- 
ulum were also the result of Dr. Martin’s 
firn? stand for what he ever held to be the 
prime objects of a Methodist educational in- 
stitution.

ALL EUROPE EXOITED BUT NOT PANIO 
STRIOKEN OVER ANARCHY. 


Dupuy’s Exhibition of Nerve Under the 
Trying Conditions When Vaillant Threw 
the Bomb Is Favorably Commented 
Upon=The Politieal Situation in Great 
Britain Described by the Lords as 
“Open War”=—Giladstone’s Position 
May Be Easier This Week.

Lonpvor, Dec, 16.—(Copyright, 1893, by 
the New York Tribune Association. ]—Europe 
has had an anxious week since the explosion 
in the Palais Bourbon, but neither in Paris 
nor elsewhere has there been a panic. There 
might well have been a. panic and a murder- 
ous struggle to escape from the Chamber 
‘ filled with the smoke of an Anarchist bomb 
and the cries of the wounded. It might have 
been but for the extraordinary coolness of 
the President, M. Dupuy, and his calm state- 
ment that the sitting would continue. 

His steadiness of nerve would have been re- 
markable in an Englishman or an American 
ora German. In a Frenchman it was more 
admirable still, and the effect of it has been 
visible, not only in the French Chamber in 
Paris, but all over Europe. Society perceives 
that the very princple of legislative authority 
is challenged by the Anarchists, when they se- 
lect a legislative chamber as the most suitable 
scene of murderous outrage. The objects 
which Vaillant and hig. accomplices propose 
to themselves are discussed at leisure in every 
capital with the same tranquil determination 
which M. Dupuy showed in the presence of 
immediate danger. There will be no palter- 
ing with anarchy and no passion or precipita- 
tion. 

M. Casimir-Perier, new as he is to the busi- 
ness of governing, showed himself equal to 
an emergency and of clear aight. The bills 
he brought forward the next day are suitable 
to the crisis, the press bill most of all. No- 
body likes to fetter the press, but the gutter 
journalism of Paris is and has long been a 
menace to free institutions and a danger to 
the republic. Liberty of the press does 
not mean liberty to incite to murder, 
and there are henceforth toe be restric. 
tions on that kind of liberty. The new 
law is tentative, experimental, cautious, but it 
does suffice to discourage the open preaching 
of assassination. What it does not touch, and 
what, perhaps, no law could touch, is that kind 
of journalism which daily occupies itself in 
sowing hatreds between different classes of so- 
ciety. There is journalism. of that kind in 
London-as* well as in Paris. It stops far short 
of advocating murder,but it inflames the 
spirit and passion of/ discontent, which in 
others does presently lead to murder and to 
what is called war on society. 

The law on associatjoris was not less urgently 
needed. If there any doubt of its neces- 
sity the opposition of a hundred extreme 
Radicals, led by M. Goblet, would prove it. 
The law touches only associations for the pur- 
pose of preparing or committing crimes 
against persons or property. It is melan- 
choly to see an ex-Prime Minister of France 
opposing such a law. His opposition can 
only mean that he and his group are leaning 
on Socialists and Anarchists. He opposed 
also the law for punishing the illegal posses- 
sion of explosives, but the true source of Rad- 
ical hostility is to be found where it has 
always been found in France—their readiness 
to ally themselves with the dangerous classes. 
The Chamber passed all these bills, including 
the one supplying about $150,000 to the 
police for use against anarchy, by majorities 
averaging ten to one,

Crispi al 
at once is hailed as the only _possi- 
ble savior of the kingdom from confusion, 
if not from bankryptcy. There is a new 
Crispi, say his friend#. The spendthrift Min- 
ister has become an economist. The pol- 
itician who sacrificed so much to popularity 
is prepared to impose 100,000,000 of new 
taxes. ‘** Solvency first”? is now his motto, 
and the proof of his sincerity is that the one 
Italian who inspires thefinancial public with 
confidence, Sig. Sonpnino, becomes Finance 
Minister under him, Italy, which a fortnight 
ago was in distress, if notin despair, has re- 
covered hope and courage. It is ready to see 
expenditures reduced and fresh burdens im- 
posed on perhaps the most heavily taxed 
people in Europe. Suchis one of the wonders 
that can be wrought by a politician of genius.

‘¢ Open war’’ is the phrase which the Glad- 
stonian organ usesto describe the present 
divergence of views betwéen the ministry and 
the opposition touching the conduct of public 
business. It isa phrase which does not tend 
to peace, and the situatiom. is such that both 
the ministry and its opponents will be glad of 
a respite from parliamentary strife. But no 
respite seems possible. Ministers have to 
look far beyond the present moment and be- 
yond the House of Commons. They know 
that before they can carry their great conten- 
tious measures they will have to appeal to 
the country, and tnere is little in the attitude 
of the country just now to make Ministers 
sanguine. 

It is not a season when political omens are 
usually numerous, but those which do occur 
are not over favorable. East Edinburg 
passes by a great majority a resolution of con- 
fidence in Mr. Wallace, the Gladstonian mem- 
ber for the constituency whose defection on 
the ninth clause of the home rule bill and 
whose speech againstit did the ministry much 
harm last summer. Brighton returned a 
Conservative member without contest vice 
Sir William Marriott, resigned. A home rule 
division of Essex welcomes Mr. Chamberlain 
with enthusiasm in @ great meeting at Brain- 
tree. Mr. Redmond not only holds aloof, as 
he threatened, but writes a fresh letter to de- 
clare his belief that nothimg more will be 
heard of home rule in the present Parliament. 
It is in the House of Commons rather than in 
the country the Ministers find their most royal 
support. They puta héavy strain on the al- 
legiance of their followers, but it is cheerfully 
borne. 

The situation is, so far as Parliament is 
concerned, unexampled. Never before has 
such a measure as this voluminous and com- 
plicated Parish Councils bill been pressed 
upon the House at this time of year. Men 
are worn out. Many are ill, including the 
Speaker, with influenza. More than a third 
of the whole House is paired, most of them 
for the rest of the session. The bill containg 
seventy-one clauses, of which only sixteen 
have yet been consideréd in committee. It is 
of wide import,- creating a new parociial au- 
thority, recognizing local government from 
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| the parish councils bill. 


fecting the Church of England and its control 
over charities, remodeling the system of al- 
lotments and of agricultural holdings, modi- 
fying in important particulars the relations 
between classes, reconstructing to some ex- 
tent the rural life of England, and, finally, 
transforming the administration of the poor 
law—one of the broadest subjects that can be 
touched. It has “been loaded down with 
amendments, largely by the Gladstoniuns 
themselves, 

There was no opposition to the principle of 
the bill, the establishment of Parish Councils, 
as originally framed and expounded by Mr. 
Fowler, President of the Local Government 
Board. There is none now. But the Radicals, 
who thought they saw their opportunity, have 
done their best to make this measure hostile 
and oppressive to the men and the classes they 
hate. Hence has sprung this bitter contest. 
Mr. Gladstone would have avoided it if he 
could, but he has to give way to the numerous 
and angry section of his followers who are 
behind this bill. 

Things May Go Better Soon. 

Next week, however, there is a prospect that 
things may go better. Lord George Hamil- 
ton’s motion about the navy will come on, 
The navy is a great question—a question of life 
or death to this country. It has been put be- 
fore the public with urgency during the last 
few months. There has been what ministerial 
journals call an attempt to organize a navy 
scare. It is a scare based on facts and figures 
which have convinced an American ex-Secte- 
tary of the Navy and profoundly impressed a 
great public meeting of leading merchants of 
London. 

It is admitted that today England is more 
than a match for France and Russia com- 
bined, but it is shown that the superiority will 
not continue unless the present policy of the 
Admiralty be changed. France and Russia 
together are building twenty-three ships of 
210,800 aggregate tonnage; England, four 
ships of 56,000 tong altogether. These will 
be completed in two years, and when they are 
completed the naval superiority of England 
over France and Russia will have disappeared. 
That is the condition of things to which the 
ex-First Lord of the Admiraity desires to call 
attention, and he diselaims all party motive 
or desire to embarrass the government. He 
treats it asa great question, in which both 
parties have a common interest. 

Not so Mr, Gladstone. That consummate 
tactician sees his opportunity. It is a question 
of want of confidence in the government, he 
replies, with the gravity of which he is mas- 
ter, and must be treated as such. He meets 
it with an amendment, perfectly true in 
terms, that it is the dyty of the government to 
make adequate provision for the naval de- 
fense of the empire, That is a summons to 
his legionaries that there will be a party de- 
bate Tuesday and a ministerial majority. The 
navy will be lefta little in the background, 
but the debate and the party victery will put 
fresh spirit into the ministerial forces. 

It is said, however, that the Admiralty and 
Lord Spencer are eager to build more ships, 
and that Lord Spencer has, after a long con- 
test, prevailed, not wpon but over the Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer that money 1s to be 
found somehow, and that a new shipbuilding 
program will presently be adopted. 


Interesting in the Lords, 


There was an interesting little conversation 
in the House of Lords Thursday between Lord 
Salisbury and Lord Kimberley. The Conserva- 
tive leader wanted to know somethiug about 
the state of business in the House of Com- 
mons, and more especially at what date the 
House of Lords might be asked to consider 
the parish councils bill. Lord Kimberley 
hoped the bill might come up in Jan- 
uary. Lord Salisbury replied softly 
that a meeting of Parliament in January 
was unexampled and inconvenient and

Mr. Balfour, meantime, after the strongest 
kind of protest against trying to force the bill 
through the Commons at this season, has in- 
timated that he does not think Feb. 24 would 
be too late a date to assigu for its probabl2 
passage. 

Mr. Chamberlain declared at Braintree that 
the end and aim of Mr. Gladstone’s tactics 
was to pick as many quarrels as possible 
with the lords and then appeal to the country 
against the Upper House. There is no novel- 
ty in that theory. Theinterest of this restate- 
ment of it lies in the bearing of new facts on 
it. Every one who follows the course of 
events can judge for himself whether that is 
or is not a probable explanation of the policy 
now adopted and of the pressure put on the 
Commons to get through such measures as 
It is not Mr. Glad- 
stone’s opporents who are the authors of the 
theory, it is his supporters; they make no se- 
cret of their intention. They are bent on 
making abolition of the House of Lords the 
next great political issue. Whether they will 
compel Mr. Gladstone, in spite of his known 
reluctance, to adopt that policy or whether 
events will compel him -is the real point on 
which the immediaté’ political future turns, 


Credit for Lord Ripon. 


Lord Ripon has done himself credit by his 
anewer to the company of sentimentalists 
who appealed to him Thursday against their 
own countrymen and in behalf of the Mata- 
bele savages. He vindicated as a Minister 
should the necessity of the war, for which he 
admitted his responsibility. He refused to 
admit charges of cruelty unsupported by evi- 
dence. He asserted—what nobody has ever 
denied—the right and duty of the Crown to de- 
termine the future of the conquered territory. 
It was a speech which sent the sentimental- 
ists away sore and foolish. They had chosen 
their time ill, for the protest in behalf of 
their interesting clients was made just as 
news arrived of the failure of Capt. Wilson’s 
attempt to capture Lobengula and the possi- 
ble destruction of the pursuing party. There 
are chances of war on both sides, and both 
sides must take them. 

Depew at London. 


Mr. Depew has been here since Saturday 
last, exhaling the odor of sanctity from his 
interview with the Pope, enlivening the 
luncheon and dinner tables of Mayfair, im- 
parting the view of American affairs to various 
London papers (which in turn interview him 
as he did his Holiness at Rome), and medi- 
tating on the amenities of a December voyage 
across the Atlantic, which he begins today on 
the Umbria. His three weeks on the conti- 
nent were devoted to sightseeing of the 
hardest kind at the most terrific pace, They 
would have used up an ordinary man. They 
have been merely a tonic to Mr. Dépew, who 
now returns to New York to continue 
the same treatment or perhaps to recover 
from the fatigues of Europe in the compara- 
tive repose of running the New York 
Central and undergoing more interviews, He 
is really extremely well, and he has done his 
country a considerable service by clear, judi- 
cious, moderate statements of the present and 
coming fingncial and industrial prosperity of 
the United States. English confidence in 
American securities was never more rudely 
shaken than this year. The most sanguine 
English believers in the soundness of good 
American investments recover their courage 
but slowly. They would listen to nobody who 
talked of booms or of new prosperity coming 
by leaps and bounds. They have listened to 
Mr. Depew because he told them the truth 
and predicted not a rapid, but a steady im- 
provement in railroads and in general busi- 
ness. He understands perfectly what appeals 
to the English mind, and he has the ear of the 
business community of London.

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iP ACT OF PARIS’ FIEND. 


PEOPLE NOW OONSIDERING WHAT 
ITS RESULTS HAVE BEEN, 


Its First Effect, Aside from the Material 
Damage Done, Found to Be the Defeat 
of the First Organized Attack of Social- 
ists on the Government—Premier Casi- 
mer-Perier Finds Himself in an Un- 
fortunate Position—Suit in Which a 
Baron and a Vicomtesse Figure,

—The feeling of horror over the bomb-throw- 
ing in the Chamber of Deputies has become 
less intense, naturally, in the course of a 
week, One can now consider other things 
about the act besides its wickedness. 

It occurred with extraordinary opportune: 
ness for the government. Vaillant threw the 
bomb just as the Ministers were about to 
engage in a debate on the Pas-de-Calais 
strikes, during which an army of soldiers and 
police was used and 2,000 miners were pun- 
ished for small offenses. Vailiant’s mad act, 
‘ therefore, defeated the first great organized 
attack of the Radicals and Socialists on the 
government. 

Premier Casimir-Perier finds himself some- 
what in the same position as his grandfather, 
the Prime Minister of Louis Philippe, who 
repressed the revolutionary disorders in 1831. 
The press law passed week would 
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have had no chance eight days ago. A Royal- 
ist Senator, the Marquis de l’Angle-Beauma- 
noir. made some ill-natured comments upon 
it. He said preceding governments had glori- 
fied the revolutionary crimes of 1792 and 
1793; they had apologized for anarchy and 
they had erected statues to Danton. 

The bomb thrower’s case is still surrounded 
with mystery. There is no datisfactory evi- 
dence before the public that he committed 
the act. There were, of course, other 
Anarchists in the public gallery with 
him. Some of them are under arrest. 
A person who was in the chamber at the time 
of the explosion and saw Vaillant taken with

Baron Sues a Vicomtesse, 


In the Fifth Civil Chamber of Paris Thurs- 
day Baron de Mercey sued Vicomtesse Gouf- 
froy d’Albans for the payment of a promis- 
sory note for 10,000 francs, which she had 
given him. Great interest was taken in the 
case because the Vicomtesse is a distin- 
guished, beautiful demi-mondaine. Her title 
is authentic. She resisted the claim on the 
ground that the Baron had obtained the 
money by speculating on her affection for 
him. The Baron is a small landed pro- 
prietor of Saone-et-Loire. His lawyer said 
the Baron had been a friend of the Vicomtesse, 
that his passion had cost him 150,000 francs, 
that in 1890 the woman was arrested on a 
charge of swindhng a rich manufacturer of 
Lyons named Belon, that by giving up all his 
ready money and varivus securities the Baron 
had induced Belon to withdraw from the pros- 
ecution, and that while under arrest the 
Vicomtesse gave him the note for 10,000 
frances to indemnify him. 

The Vicomtesse’s advocate told another 
story. It was this: She met the Baron in 1888. 
He was poor. His letters to her were either 
avowals of burning passion or piaints of finan- 
cial embarrassment. In 1890, being greatly 
in need of money, the Vicomtesse went to 
Lyons and fascinated the rich manufacturer 
Belon, whose happiness lasted a month and 
cost him 50,000 francs. Then he grew tired, 
and shortly afterwards made attempts to get 
back his money. He. preferred charges of 
swindling and espionage against her, and 
while in prison she gave the Baron de Mer- 
cey the note for 10,000 francs. There was 
no evidence that the Baron paid Belon money 
or gave him anything else. The charge of 
swindling at once feil through, but that of 
espionsge was sustained by a package of Ger- 
man letters found at the Vicomtesse’s resi- 
dence. 

The Vicomtesse’s advocate handed the let- 
ters to the President of the court. They were 
written by a member of the- German genera! 
staff at Berlin. The Judge read them and 
blushed, but not from a sense of wounded 
patriotism. They dealt in no-way with polit- 
ical or military matters. 

The charge of espionage, the lawyer added, 
therefore, was not more serious than the 
other. 

Further hearing of the case was adjourned 
until Saturday week..

CLOSING OF INDIAN MINTS FAILS, 


Practical Admission That the Value of the 
Rupee Has Not Been a

which is of the most importance to the 
United States was the bill practically 
adopted in Parliament last Tuesday authoriz- 


ing the Indian Government to borrow £50,-

now and March. The importance of 
this to the United States lies 
in the frank admission that so 


far at least the experiment of closing 
the Indian mints to the free coinage of silver 
has completely failed to achieve what that 
closing was meant to achieve—that is, the 
maintaining of the value of the rupee. 

The London morning journais of both par- 
ties and the weekly financial newspapers 
published today unite in @eclaring that the 
situation in India is most critical, and the 
Manchester Guardian, representing the 
vast Lancashire interests, bluntly intimates 
that if President Cleveland resummons the 
conference for establishing an international 
agreement, as heasks in his message for 
power to do, England must be prepared to as- 
sume a much more complaisant attitude than 
at Brussels.

In discuss- 
ing the suit, already fully described in these 
dispatches, Mr. Astor said today that he is 
rather amused at the importance given to 
the action, which he thinks not likely to ever 
be brought to trial’ In any event, he has 
no intention of being * bluffed.-’ He under- 
stood, he said, that the articles in the 
Pall Mall Gazette have killed the scheme, He 
did not suppose the Gazette could accomplish 
such a feat had it not told the truth and noth- 
ing but the truth. 

Accrington Election Important. 

The possible result of the election in the 
Borough of Accrington described in my cable 
letter last week grows daily in importance.

STRINGENT RULES FOR THE PRESS. 


As a Result of Vaillant’s Crime Anarchists 
Will Have Little _—

The Anarchists themselves are those who most 
regret that Vaillant threw a bomb in the 
Chamber of Deputies last Saturday. Tho 
consequences to them will be as unpleasant as 
though half the members of the National Leg- 
islature had been slaughtered and the Palais 
Bourbon laid in ruins. The laws suppressing 
the propagatin of Anarchist sentiments 
passed this week are more severe than those 
of any other so-called free country. It is also 
stated that whether an international agreement 
for crushing anarchy be made or not there 
will be the fullest codperation henceforth be- 
tween the police of all Europein dealing with 
the wretches. Even England has adopted 
more thorough measures of supervision and 
has assured the French authorities of every 
aid in its power. Reports that diplomatic pre- 
liminaries for an aunti-Anarchist policy have 
already been taken are premature. There 
are serious practical difficulties.in the way of 
anything more effective than police codpera- 
tion, and the latter has already been arranged, 

Strength for the Cabinet. 

The new Cabinet has been materially 
strengthened by last Saturday’s incident and 
several dangers which threatened have been 
postponed, but it will by no means be plain 
sailing for Casimir-Perier. His supporters, 
the Moderates, have this week shown a further 
tendency to divide into groups and although 
all profess present loyalty to the ministry a 
change of spirit as fickle as the wind may any 
day upset the Cabinet as suddenly as that of 
Dupuy was swept away when apparently most 


safe. 
Deputies Talk of War. 


All manner of points bearing upon war are 
occupying the attention of the government. 
There was a sharp debate in the Chamber this 
week on the subject of the corn supply, which 
brought out the fact that the government is 
taking active precautions in this matter. Work 
is to be commenced at once on a series of new 
military roads which are to run around the 
city through the southern districts. They will 
have the effect of making Paris a formidable 
intrenched camp in case of war. According 
to the plans, the forts of Vincennes, Palai- 
seau, and Vitry-Suiselne aré to be connected 
by a strategic highway over eleven miles long. 
The new route will necessitate ‘the demolition 
of a whole district of Vitry town by the con- 
struction of a bridge at a point between 
Choisy-Leroi and Port-a-Langlais. The forts 
of Villeneuve, St. Georges, and Villiers will 
also be brought in direct communication with 


each other. 
Society’s New Fad. 


The latest fad at swell entertainments is a 
private variety show in the salon. Next 
month the Baroness Morio de Lisle will give 
aunique soirée to inaugurate her winter re- 
ceptions, her great reception saloon being 
converted into a music hall. Little marble 
tables will be placed here and there and a 
stage erected at one end, Comic songs, skirt 
dances, and other performances will be given 
by fashionable amateurs. Some of the guests, 
attired as waiters and waitresses, will wait on 
the others and serve them with tea, coffee, 
beer, and other refreshments. 


ALEXANDER SAID TO BE DEPRESSED. 
Te Czar Fears the Bomb Incident Will 
Affect Franco-Russian Relations. 

Lonpow, Dec. 16.—A dispatch tothe Chron- 
icle from Moscow says the bomb explosion in 
the French Chamber of Deputies Saturday 
last has created a painful impression on the 
Czar and his Ministers, as it is considered that 
France is powerless to guard against Anarch- 
ist outrages. The Franco-Russian party in 
St. Petersburg is depressed, as its members 
think the explosion will affect the relations 
between the two countries. 

Demonstration Not a Success. 

The attempt to organize a great demonstra- 
tion of the unemployed in London Tuesday 
had little success. Three or four thousand 
men paraded the streets, held a meeting in 
Hyde Park, ultimately came into collision 
with the police, and were scattered in an hour. 
Later Keir Hardie raised a debate in the 
House of Commons, He was violent and 
vague and made no impression on the House. 
He drew, however, a remarkable speech from 
Mr. Balfour, once more indicating that the 
Conservatives are justas ready as the Radicals 
to take advanced views on certain social 
questions. Ultimately the House voted down 
Keir Hardie and his motion by a great ma- 
jority, his minority of thirty-three containing 
more conservatives than Gladstonians. That 
will not dispose of the difficulties. There is a 
great distress, work is searce, coal is dearer, 
a spirit of violence is abroad, and the winter 
is not likely to pass without an explosion of 
some sort. 


RUSSIA DECLINES FRANCE’S OFFER, 


Admiral Avelan Advises Against a Naval 
Station on the Mediterranéan. 

Lonpor, Dec. 16.—The Chronic le’s Moscow 
correspondent says Russia has declined 
France's offer of a naval station on the Med- 
iterranean, as Admiral Avelan told the Czar 
he could not guarantee the loyalty'of the of- 
ficers and men if they, were to be permitted to 
visit French ports regularly.

The Opposition Whips Proféss to Believe 
Parliament Will Be Dissolved on the 
Issues of the Local Government Bill 
and That General Elections Will Be 
Held in February, but the Government 
Is Going Ahead to Carry Out Its Pro- 
gram—British Navy’s Needs, ‘ 

[ Copyright, 1898. by the United Press.) 

Lonpox, Dec, 16.—Conservative reports 
have it that Parliament is about to be dis- 
solved on the issue of the local government 
bill. The Ministers are riding for a fall, say 
the opposition. Several reasons are given for 
this policy. The Cabinet has been pressed 
into a close corner owing to the hopelessly 
backward state of parliamentary business; 
they dread the bad budget which the Chan: 
cellor of the Exchequer is about to present; 
they are torn by internal dissensions; in 
short, they are in such a deplorable condition 
generally that they will welcome the end in 
preference to further attempts to carry out 
their legislative program. 

Mr. Goschen, Chancellor of the Exchequer 
in the last Salisbury Cabinet, said in a speech 
at the United Service club last evening that 
he believed the Liberal-Unionist and Con- 
servative organizers were acting upon the 
conviction that the general election would be 
held in February. There is little doubt that 
the campaign leaders of the opposition are in 
a ferment of preparation for an appeal to the 
country, yet all this pother has not the small- 
est basis. ; 

There is no indication on the ministerial 
side that a dissolution is contemplated. Noth- 
ing occurring in public or private justifies the 
expectations of the Unionists. The Liberal 
electoral executive is in a state of com para- 
tive inaction. All the Liberal whips are fore- 
warning the members that the House upon re- 
suming work after the Christmas recess will 
sit until the parish councils bill shall be 
passed, and then after the »riefest rest wil) 
take up the rest of the government program, 

It will be a weary time before the attend- 
ants of this session, already of unprecedent- 
ed length, for the sitting may be prolonged 
with only nominal prorogation until next 
autumn. Both sides find difficulty in bring- 
ing their men together, The average at- 
tendance in the Commons is only about one- 
third of the House, but the determination of 
the government to push its measures through 
remains unalterable. 

The strain upon the Ministers must be 
great, although it has produced no visible ef- 
fect upon Mr. Gladstone, who is bright and 
buoyant, Sir William Harcourt, Chancellor 
of the Exchequer, is always at his post when 
wanted, and Henry Fowler, President of the 
Local Government Board, is ever on the alert 
to defend the parish councils bill. Herbert 
Asquith. Home Secretary, is still quick to 
meet ali questions as to his office. The min- 
istry really seems to be teaching the House 
that it is the lamest working body in recent 
British history. Never since the Long Parlia- 
ment held Christmas day sittings in 1643 has 
the House of Commons made such a record. 

The Conservatives fulfill their duties of at- 
tendance with the familiar pretense of indif- 
ference, lounging at the Carlton club and 
making themselves generally comfortable. 
Many of them, while eager for holidays, have 
no relish for the, dissokation, for in the next 
general election the present contingent of the 
squires, who are about one-third of the pres- 
ent Conservative party in the Commons, will 
be retired. 

Division on the Naval Question. 

The last notable division of the session will 
be made next Tuesday on the government's 
naval policy. The prospect has made sore 
trouble for the Unionist whips, who find it 
impossible to get a good representation of the 
party together. The Irish members, now at 
their homes, will return to town in 
force to support the government. The 
Liberals will not pair with the Unionists, 
many of whom, in defiance of the whips, are 
already beginning their holidays. Mr, Giad- 
stone’s statement concerning an increase of 
the navy will not go beyond announcing his 
recognition of the necessity that England’s 
superiority on the sea shall be maintained. 
The amount of the extraordinary naval credit 
to be demanded by the government has not 
yet been determined. It will not be less than 
£8,000,000, and, according to surmise as to 
the admiralty reports on the subject, is likely 
to approximate £12,000,000. It is certain 
at all events the Cabinet has decided upon 
stalwart measures, 

The Speaker says editorially of the question: 

The sea powerof Great Britain is aistinctly 
challenged ina way affecting its natural exist- 
ence. The challenge must bemet. The safest 
and most economical course in the long run is to 
end the competition by proving it hopeless. The 
government is alive to the magnitude of the 
issues, and will ask the House of Commons for 
whatever sum is required, however large it may 
be. The elaboration of a program to govern 
naval expenditures over a period of years, how- 
ever, cannot be attained without careful thought. 

The Army and Navy Gazette refers to an 
interview on the British navy with Gen. 
Tracy, ex-Secretary of the United States 
Navy,as worthy of attention, since while in 
office he showed that he fully understood the 
naval needs of the United States. Gen. Tracy 
urged with great force, says the Gazette, that 
mere superiority in displacement or numbers 
is not sufficient for the British navy. Pro- 
vision must be made for superiority, after al- 
lowing for ships being absent from the scene 
of action. 

Merely to obtain equality with France and 
Russia, however, England must complete 
nineteen battleships within two years. Thirty- 
six torpedo boat destroyers are now building 
under contract for the Admiralty and the 
number will be increased shortly by twelve, 
Most of the contracts are held by the Tyne 
yards. On the recommendation of the Ports- 
mouth Defense committee operations wil! be 
begun shortly toenablea fleet to lie at anchor 
in the harbor. Although the work will be 
largely dredging the cost will figure consider- 
ably in the coming estimates. 

Anarchists Change Their Tune. 

The Anarchist leaders of the unemployed 
have changed their tune since the Trafalgar 
Square crowd chased them away last Sunday. 
At Tower Hill yesterday Williams meekly ad- 
vised his hearers to say nothing about bombs, 
as these were not needed in a free country. 
The employed, he added, ought not to trans- 
gress the limits of the’ law. This language 
both surprised and displeased his audience. 

The French Government is consulting with 
the Foreign Office as to the expulsion of 
many Anarchists from France, and Scotland 
Yard detectives have been dispatched to the 
large ports to codperate with French officials 
in identifying and watchimg the exiles. 

Stepniak rebutted in an interview today the 
charge that Nihilists were the same as An- 
archists. Russia was the only great country 
in Europe, he said, where there was ucither 


| freedom of speech nor pretense of representa- 


tive institutions. The Nihilists were consti- 
tutionalists. They wished to get rid of Rus- 
sian autocracy and obtain the representative 
government through reforms which had been 
carried out in a lawful, parliamentary man- 
ner, 

Stepniak added that while disapproving of

FIGHT STILL GOES ON, 


After Christmas the Reichstag. Will Dis- 
cuss Finances, 
[Copyright, 1898, by the Untted Press.] 

Brruin, Dec. 16.—When the Reichstag re- 
sumes its session Jan. 9 it will be engaged in 
another but not yet final tussle with one of 
Chancellor von Caprivi’s financial policies. A 
series of resolutions submitted by Dr. Lieber, 
one of the leaders of the Conservative party, 
which have beén approved by a committee of 
the House by a majority of one, will be the 
first question to come before the Reichstag 
after the Christmas recess. These resolutions 
have partly an academic and partlya practical 
character, 

They propose that the government, after 
concluding the commercial treaties, shall try 
to obtain an international regulation of the 
currency with the treaty powers, international 
labor protection, and the establishment of 
courts of arbitration to settle whatever differ- 
ences may arise under the treaties. The gov- 
ernment is quite willing to affirm the princi- 
ple of the desirability of these resolutions, and 
this will allow Dr. Lieber a free hand to show 
their practicability. They are just the sort of 
questions on which many members of the 
Reichstag air their opinions. 

The business that will follow the discussion 
of the resolutions relates to the proposals of 
Dr. Miquel, the Finance Minister. This will 
have a more serious cast. Dr. Miquel him- 
self must now appear in front instead of al- 
lowing Count Posadowsky, Secretary of the 
Imperial Treasury, who is a most lamentable 
ministerial failure, to represent him. Doubt- 
ful as the result seems to others, the govern- 
ment officials are confident in their opinion 
that the proposed measures will be successful, 

During the recent crisis, whenever the semi- 
official organs faitered over the government’s 
troubles, the United Press has accurately pre- 
dicted both the majorities the government 
would obtain and how they would be con- 
stituted. The datafora forecast of the re- 
sultof the coming contest over the financial 
schemes are more uncertain than those at 
hand preceding the votes on the army bill and 
the commercial treaty.. The situation is now 
more complex and variable, but the one thing 
that is not uncertain is the tact possessed by 
the Chancellor and Dr. Miquel in dea ling with 
the political groups or sections of groups. 

Yesterday's majority of the government on 
the cominercial treaties was less the result of 
the genuine sentiment of the House than of 
the skillful manipulataon of the parties. It 
will be a matter of the keenest interest to 
watch the game on the figunce developments. 
The honors of the debat4¥en the commercial 
treaties rest with Freiherr Marschall Bieber- 
stein, Minister of Foreign Affairs, who sur- 
surprised the House withShis masterly replies 
to the agrarian speake@#®— His lucid exposi- 
tion vf ecoromic principles, his clear state- 
ment of statistics, and his apt application 
thereof to the government’s side of the 
question strongly helped to fortify the govern- 
ment’s position. Chancellor von Caprivi was 
also in good form. Twice he appeared in 
gala uniform wearing his medals and decora- 
tions. His spirits were buoyant and he spoke 
with the force of a leader assured of triumph. 
The agrarians were supposed to have been 
crushed by their defeat. Tonight the Kreuz- 
Zeitung says the struggle will be renewed 
over the commercial treaty with Russia. As 
the government knows that this will be the 


last and stiffest fence it will have to take in’ 


riding towards its goal, it is inaking prepara- 
tions to take it flying. 

The Russian delegates will return .to Berlin 
Jan. 14. The official expectation isa treaty 
such as will be acclaimed by the Germans, ex- 
cept the agrarians, will be concluded about 
Jan. 21. 


Sentence of Frence Spies. 

The sentences of the two French spies who 
were tried in Leipsic were known here at 
5:30 o’clock this afternoon and were ap- 
proved generally by military men. Some 
sympathy is felt for the prisoners, as their 
frankness threughout the trial has shown 
them to be no hired spies, but men 
acting up to their ideas of duty. 
The Emperor probably will remit 
part of each sentence, especially if 
the French Departments of War and Marine 
cease sending spies to Germany. As it is, 
French spies are discovered by German offi- 
cials almost every week, are hunted along the 
frontier, -and eventually are driven back. 
The plans found upon the two Kiel spies were 
displayed in court. They are masterly 
sketches of the inner works of Bremerhaven 
and Cuxhaven. Some older hands, still un- 
known to the German authorities, had sup- 
plied the outlines, which the prisoners had 
verified and filledin. France seems to have 
perfected a system of skilled * espionage.”’ 

Repeal of Jesuit Laws, 

The Halle Gazette, sometimes officially in- 
spired, says Prussia will intervene in the 
Federal council in favor of the proposal to 
repeal the law against the Jesuits, The Prus- 
sian Ministers maintain absolute silence on 
the subject, and, it is understood, are still 
negotiating with the clerical leaders as re- 
gards the conditions of repeal. 

Plans for Winter Maneuvers. 

The Emperor has drawn up a plan of the 
winter maneuvers and has invited Prince Re- 
gent Luitpold of Bavaria and the Kings of 
Saxony and Wurtemburg to accompany him 
in observing the execution. The garrisons in 
and around Berlin wili be alarmed and will be 
hurried on’foot and by rail to bivouack in the 
fields. Allthe movements of the troops will 
be within the Brandenburg boundaries. The 
officers and men who have heard of the plan 
are not pleased with it. 

William as a Hunter. 

While hunting in Barby, Prussian Saxony, 
this week the Emperor had the men of the 
Twenty-sixth Regiment act as beaters. Six 
men followed him, handing him loaded rifles 
as fast as he fired. In two hourshe shot 385 
hares, or three hares per minute. 

Notes of Berlin. 

In a concert at the new palace in Potsdam 
this week the trumpeters blew through their 
new seven-foot tubes. The Emperor himself 
conducted the orchestrd when it played 
march by Beethoven.

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EMIL FREY'S CAREER. 


PRESIDENT OF gWITZERLAND ONCE 
AN ILLINOIS SOLDIER 


Working as a Farm Haud& at tho Begin- 
ning of the Rebellion, He Enlists in an 
Illinois Regiment and. Serves with Dis- 
tinctlon=Representa His Country as 
Minister at Wash n~Serves in the 
Swiss National Coancii=His Old Com- 
rades Now in Chicago. 

- Crowned with the highest honor within the 
the people of the prosperous and 
peaceful Swiss Republie is a man that once 
followed the fortunes of a‘volunteer in the 
ranks, of thé Union army during the Civil 
War of 1861-’65. When the call to arms 
was made.in 1861 Emil Frey, now President- 
elect of Switzerland, was employed in the 
vicinity of Chicago as a farm hand with the 
idea of familiarizing himself with the agri-

cultural interests of the great West. His stay 
in Chicago was to be but temporary, desiring 
to obtain a few years’ practical experience in 
the line of agricultural science, after which 
he intended to return to Switzerland. He 
hada splendid course of military ‘training 
in the Federal Military School of Switzerland, 
and being born of an ancestry of warriors his 
inborn military aedor got the better of him, 
and he enlisted July 8, 1861, as a Sergeant 
with Company E, Twenty-fourth Illinois In- 
fantry, then being organized by Col. Hecker. 

After a speedy promotion to the office of 
First Lieutenant he obtained an honorable 
discharge. to be again mustered in as a Cap- 
tain in the Eighty-second Illinois Sept. 26, 
1862, then being organized under the same 
command as the original organization of the 
Twenty-fourth. After gallantly participating 
in many imiportant engagements he was 
captured at Géttysburg July 2, 1863. He 
was subsequently taken to Libby Prison. 

Held as a Hostage. 

In March, 1864, with Lieut. C. W. Pavey, 
ex-State Auditor of Illinois, Maj. Goff, ex- 
Secretary of the Navy, and two others he was 
selected as hostage for certain prisoners of 
rank held by the Unionarmy. The five offi- 
cers were placed in the dungeon of Libby 
Prison known as the “ black hole,’’ where 
they remained nearly three months, The 
health of these hostages becoming seriously 
impaired by reason of their scanty food, long 
and close confinement, they were, upon the 
recommendation of the medical authorities at 
Richmond, sent to Salisbury, S. C., and event- 
ually to Danville, from where, on the follow- 
ing Aug. 20, Oapt. Frey was again placed in 
close confinement at Libby Prison in Rich- 
mond in alleged retaliation for the treatment 
of Capt. Gordon of the Confederate army, 
who had been regularly tried by a military 
tribunal, convicted and sentenced to death, 
the execution of which sentence, however, 
President Lincoln suspended, and meanwhile 
Capt. W. G, Stewart of the Confederate army 
was placed in cell confinement as a hostage 
for the threatened retaliatory execution of 
Capt. Frey. Finally,Jan. 14, 1865, Capt. 
Frey was paroled at Aikin’s Landing, Va., 
and upon reporting for duty, after recuperat- 
ing somewhat, was sent to his regiment and 
duly mustered out of service as Captain of 
Company H, Eighty-second Illinois Volun- 
‘-ers, June 9, 1865, having been brevetted 

iajor United States volunteers “for gallant 
and meritorious services during the war’”’ 
March 13, 1865. 

The shattered condition of his health and 
his long absence from home induced Col. 
Frey tu return to Switzerland, where he en- 
gaged in editorial labors and soon became an 
active and prominent factor in the so-called 
social or progressive democracy, being re- 
peatedly elected to Congress and was one 
term Speaker of the House of Representa- 
tives or National Council. 

As Minister Plenipotentiary. 

In 1882 it was decided to establish a full 
diplomatic mission at Washington. Col. 
Frey was unanimously selected as Switzer- 
land’s Minister Plenipotentiary to the United 
States, where he served with an enviable 
record until 1887, when he resigned to re- 
turn to Switzerland. He was immediately 
reélected to Congress and was subsequently 
made Chief of the Military Department— 
equivalent to Secretary ®f War in the United 
States. 

It was in the last year of his service as 
Switzerland's Minister that he revisited Chi- 
cago, when he met many of his old comrades 
of the Twenty-fourth and Eighty-second [lli- 
nois Infantry, a half hundred or more of 
whom are still living. The Germans and 
Swiss gave him a rousing reception, and since 
then a large portrait of the President-elect 
has been placed on the wails of the Swiss 
Mannerchor club of the North Side. 

Philip Enders, Secretary of the Twenty- 
fourth Illinois Regimental Association, said 
last night: **I remember Col, Frey well. 
He was a man of wonderful training in mil- 
itary tactics and possessed a broad mind. 
Thirty years ago it could be seen that he would 
make his mark among the greatest of men in 
his age. He was always of a kindly, unosten- 
tatious disposition and his friends are almost 
as many in the United States as they are in 
the land of the Swiss,”’ 

Col. Frey’s election to the Presidency of 
Switzerland occurred Thursday. It caused 
but little surprise among his many intimate 
friends in Chicago.

service. It had been in operation since the 
previous November and was well supplied 
with competent men. About Feb. 1 every 
man in the service was given a contract to 
sign. In one clause thé employé agreed to 
abide by the rules and remain in the 
company’s service a term of _ three 
years unless incapacitated. In  an- 
other clause the company agreed to 
retain the emfloyé except for ‘“* violations of 
the company Tegulations as contained in the 
book of rules, or such modifications as may 
thereafter be made by proper authority and 
then subject only to the right of appeal.” 
Below that was another clause giving the road 
the right to reduce the working force if it was 
found necessary, preferences in employment 
being given to those who had the best records 
or were married, 

The men were glad to sign these contracts 
as a general order had been issued announ- 
cing that the rates of pay would be raised ac. 
cording to the term of service. Engineers 
were to get $3.50 a day for the first six 
months, $3.75 for the second six months, $4 
for the second year, $4.25 for the third year, 
and $4.50 aday thereafter. Firemen were 
to receive for the first six months $2.25 
per day, $2.50 ffor the second six 
months, and $2.75 #£»beginning with 
the second year. Conductors were 
allowed $2.25 per day for the first six months, 
$2.50 for the second six months, $2.75 for 
the second year, and $3 thereafter. Guards 
were to start in at $1.85 a day and get a grad- 
ual raise to $2.25 in the fourth year. Plat- 
form men were to get $1.75 a day for a year 
and thereafter $2, and gatemen were to gét 
the same. Ticket sellers were to get $1.25 
for the first year and $1.50 after at time. 
With a contract in their possession anda rule 
in force with the above stipulations the men 
felt safe. Karly in October, it is said, every 
man holding a contract was called into ng 
Morrison’s office and requested to give up his 
contract. There was only one alternative, 
The majority of the contracts were turned 
over to the company without an audible 
complaint. This, however, did not prove 
that the men were willing to do it. In one or 
two instances employés claimed that they had 
lost their contracts, and these are still in their 
possession. At that time the men knew that 
there would soon bea sweeping reduction of 
the force made,and they were right. The 
Fair had hardly closed when the company be- 
gan to wield the ax, and since Oct. 1 418 dis- 
charges have been made in, the various 
branches of the service. In this great sweep, 
it is charged, no more regard was paid to the 
contracts than 1f they had never existed. 

William L. Kelsey is one of the engineers 
discharged. Heis going to fight. He gave 
up his contract with the rest of the employés, 
but under protest. Saturday he filed a suit 
for $5,000 in the Superior Court, and it is in- 
timated that a hundred or more actions of the 
same nature will be filed within a few days.

ey had been carried out, but they are all 
is = forthe same wages that they were 
getting when they entered the employment of 
the road. In fact, they say that the order has 
been so grossly violated that salaries among 
some of the yardmen have been cut and the 
other employés are in constant fear of a re- 
duction. 

The rates of pay quoted and the contracts 
referred to were made under the old manage- 
ment, when Dr. Barnard was President and 
Hugh Reid Belknap Superintendent. * General 
Manager Hopkins was seén by a reporter, and 
when asked about the withdrawal of the con- 
tracts refused to discuss the matter. He said 
that it all was work done under the old man- 
agement. He had not heard of the $5,000 
damage suit, and said that the company had 
not been served with the legal papers.

Warren of the London and Liver- 
pool and Globe Insurance company, H. H. Giid- 
den, and T. H. Webster. Under the airman- 
ship of Mr. Warren the committee has been at 
work with J. P. Barrett. Superintendent of City 
Telegraph, urging him to adopt the rules and re- 
quirements of the association in the inspection of 
wiring and apparatus for electric light and 
power. The code .of rules recommended 
by the Underwriters’ International. Electric 
Association was submitted to Mr. Barrett. He 
objected to certain points but later waived any 
objections which the committee considered vital 
and agreed to adopt'the board rules for electric 
installation. The underwriters of the city ex- 
prone their anpretianen & the action taken by 
et A committee has. been pre- 
pared Mr. Warren and l be submit to 
the inspection department of the local board. 


COMMISSION IN EXOEPTED CITIES, 


Agents in Places. Visited by Union Com- 
mittee Object to a Cut. 

The Union committee has made a round of the 
excepted cities, but the commission question is 
by no means settled. Agents in all the cities ob- 
ject to a reduction of their income fram the busi- 
ness. The feeling in Chicag@ is well understood, 
and a prominent union manager admits that the 
prospects for a peaceable settlement of matters 
on a union basis are not clear.

At Cleveland the objection to the union com- 
mission measure is quite pronounced. Thomas 

. Geer, a prominent underwriter, in speaking of 
the proposed reduction on commissions remarked 
that the agents are much exercised over it, 
as it means a serious loss to them. The cut 
would have the effect, in bis opinion, of causing 
a number to retire from business and enter into 
other lines. William H. King was loud in his 
denunciation of the proposed reduction. He con- 
sidered it an outrageous cut and said it would 
undoubtedly drive a number of deserving men 
out of the business. A. G. Hopkinson said: 

‘Every insurance = office aM 
licensed solicitors. 

Underwriters. The sta eithom to reduce com- 
missions will throw numberg of tried solicitors 
out of employment.. Under the new rules the so- 
licitors will be excluded from any profit upon 
special hazards or mercantile stocks, the percent- 
age.to the agents on these risks being reduced 
from 20 per cent to 15 per cent. The agents will 
be able to pay but little of this to the solicitors. 
We are opposed to any measures which will de- 
netg the income of trustworthy men. The ef- 
orts of the largo companies to force albinto a 
combination will regnit in many smaller concerns 
going to the wall. The business will pass to the 
older companies. There*are powerful non-union 
companies, and we are looking forward from 
them before the first of the year. If they will 
stand by us there may be a general separation.

Local insurance men at St, Louis are rather 
noncommittal about the tn pe action of the 
Western Union with -reference to commissions.

Expense Estimate High. 

The President of one of the Baltimore insur- 
ance companies is credited with the’ following 
statement regarding the insurance situation in 
Baltimore: ‘“ The citizens of Baltimore are more 
interested than they at present think in the out- 
come of the meeting of fire underwriters. Our 
city paid $1,115,185 in gross premiums to insur- 
ance companies last year. During the same 
yous the Baltimore local companies paid taxes, 
icenses, and expenses amounting to the fol- 
lowing percentage of gross premiums  re- 
ceived—American, 82,2; Associated Firemen, 
45.1; Baltimore, 45.1; Firemén’s, 36.2; Ger- 
man, 29.4; Goermatr -American, 37.3; Home, 33.5; 
Howard, 47. 8; Maryland, 46.7; National, 26.3; 
Peabody , 57. 5. That is an average of 41% per 
cent. We may take the same average rate of ex- 
vense to be about the same for ail companies. 

educt this 414 per cent, or $462,801, from the 
gross premiums, and $652,383 remained in the 
hands of insurance companies to pay an actual 
loss of $902,764. This shows an actual deficiency 
of $250.3881 to be made up oy the. companies 
from other sources, in order pay Baitimore 
Josses. The result of the last ittoens years’ fire 
underwriting in Baltimore shows 4 loss of 59.1 
per cent of gross premiums received, and this 
figure can be easily verified. “Add to this an ex- 
pense, tax, and license ratio of 414% per cent of 
gross premiums, and it will be seen that the loss 
ratio to companies during this long period of 
time has been 100.6 percent, That is, there has 
been no money in the business. 


Liability of an Agent. 

The Oregon agent of the North British and 
Mercantile Insurance company wrote a line of in- 
surance on a risk that is on the prohibited list of 
the company. The general agent notified the 
Oregon agent to cancel and not to write any busi- 
ness that is on the prohibited list. Six months 

after the same agent wrote aline on the same 

risk. The general agetit wrote him to cancel, 
and, if the risk was burned in the meantime, they 
would hold him responsibie for it, The agent 
received. his instructions in the morning and 
offered the risk to another company that ac- 
cepted it, but had not canceled the North British 
policy. When the preperty was destroyed that 
night by fire the Assured recovered from the 
North British and Mercantile, as he held their 
policy, and the company without a murmur 
paid, but-commeuced suit against the agent for the 
umount of the loss and judgment @ few days ago.

What Attorneys Think of the Oshkosh 
Contest and Result. ‘ 

Some interest has been excited among the 
Catholic clergy of Chicago. concerning the re- 
cent ruling of Judge Burnell of Oshkosh, 
Wis., in the will case of James McHugh et al. 
vs. Patrick McCole of that city. As was 
stated in Taz Trrsuns McHugh, who was a 
Gatholic in belief but not an active member 
of the church, just before his death made be- 
quests of his entire estate of $5,000, with the 
exception of $1,000 to one daughter 
and $600 to another, to the Bishop of 
Green Bay, to be used for masses and in 
carrying out other forms of the church. 
The children of the testator contested the will 
and Judge Burnell held that the bequest was 
void, because it was not a gift, but established 
a trust in a manner not sufficiently definite to 
be valid. 

Judge Baker of the Circuit Court said: 
“The Supreme Court of New York has held 
that a testator may make provisions in his will 
for a bequest of any portion of his estate to an 
specified dignitary or clergyman of the chure 
for the purpose of paying for masses to be 
said for the repose of his (the teetator’s) soul, 
but the will must of course mention specific. 
ally to whom as-well as for what purpose the 
bequest is made and must bedrawn up strictly 
according to the statutes. I should judge that 
in this particular case there was a faulty 
drafting of the wiil.”’ 

Attorney M. ¥Y. Gannon said: “In my 
judgment the ruling of Judge Burnell was 
strictly in accordance with the law, which is 
explicit on the point of bequests in favor of 
the church and clergy for whatsoever purpose 
may be mentioned in the will. It is not an 
uncommon thing for a testator to make be- 
quests to the church or charitable institutions, 
even to the entire exclusion of his relatives. 
If the will is properly drawn up such portions 
of it as pertain to money to be expended for 
masses for the soul of the testator are re- 
garded in the eye of the law as any other pro- 
visions of g will.”’ 

‘The Rev. P. J. Muldcon, Chancellor of the 
archdiocese of Chicago, expressed the opinion 
that no priest or Bishop would, as was 
claimed by the contestors of the will, exert 
undue influence, or any influence, in such pro- 
vision of a will as would insure masses to be 
said for the dead. He none, 3 od t that any man 
should know what bequests ht wish to 
make and that the wall of Mr. Me ugh should 
stand the test of the law. 


“L” RAILROAD SENDS $100,000 CHECK. 


Controller Wetherell Settles with the Com- 
pany for the Electric Plant. 

Controller Wetherell on behalf of the city 
has just closed a deal with the Metropolitan 
Elevated railroad company. In the block 
hounded by Throop, Congress, Van Buren 
streets, and Center avenue the city had an 
electric lighting plant. This was in the line 
of the Metropolitan road, which desired to 
extend its line on either side of the city’s 
building. For this property the company has 
agreed to give a lot on West Polk street, be- 
tween Laflin street and Ashland avenue. The 
company also agreed at length to give $100,- 
000 for the city’s buildings and yesterday 
sent ite check for that amount, which is now 
on deposit to the city’s credit. 

It is expected that the city will be able to 
put up a new building, with new machinery, 
at a cost much less than $100,000. ere 
will therefore be left a considerable sum for 
the extension of the électric lighting system 
on the West Side. 

The northwest branch of the Metropolitan 
road also cut into other city property—an en- 

gine-house and a police station on West North 
nes near Milwaukee avenue. After con- 
siderable negotiation the railroad company 
agreed to pay $22.000 for the police station 
and $20,000 for the engine-house, This offer 
was accepted and the money has been turned 
over,

ern Lllinois Deal=No Free Transporta- 
tion for the Destitute—Iilinois Central 
Farnings—Railroad Notes. 

Derrzorr, Mich., Dee. 16.—Some months 
ago the Hon. James F. Joy positiv 
nounced that the Pennsylvania ‘Bys- 
tem had secured an entrance into Detroit 
with terminal facilities at the. Fort Street 
Union Depot, One of the best posted rail- 
road men stated today that by July next at 
the outside the Pennsylvania system will be. 
running solid trains from the East and South 
into the city. The Flint and Pére. Marquette 
railroad has already secured the right of way 
from Monroe to Toledo for its new line, 
which will be built in the spring. The Penn- 
sylvania, as is well known, has an end of a 
division at Toledo, and they say that when 
once they get an entrance here they will soon 
have their own line and take the division busi- 
ness from Toledo to Detroit. Across the River 
Rouge the Wabash people are already throwing 
a double track bridge to take the place of the 
old single track affair, and it is said arrange- 
ments have been made for the double tracking 
ze the Wabash railroad from Detroit to Rom- 

us. 

The program is for the Wabash to quietly 
double truck its line to Romulus, the Flint 
and Pére Marquette build the new line and 
run into the passenger depot of the Pennsyl- 
vania system at Toledo and reach Detroit via 
Romulus and the Wabash route. Then the 
Pennsylvania will step in and run solid trains 
through to Detroit, making this one end/of 
the line and Pittsburg the other. The Penn- 
sylvania has gained what it has long desired, 
entrance to Detroit; the Flint and Pére 
Marquette gets an opening into a new and 
nag ns feid: and the Wabash gets a good- 
y haul and track chargé’ from Romulus, not 
from one road but from two. 


HAS THE RIGHT To CROss TRACKS, 


Important Opinion by the Missouri &u- 
preme Court. 

Jurverson Crry, Mo., Dec. 16.— Judge 
Burgess filed an important opinion this morp- 
ing in the Supreme Court in the case of the 
Kansas City Suburban Belt railroad company 
against the Kansas City, St. Louis and Chica- 
go railroad and the Chicago and Alton rail- 
road. Thisis an action on the part of the 
Belt railroad against the other roads to con- 
demn a right of way for its double track 
across the lands and tracks of the other roads 
in Kansas City and also three miles east. 
The court. holds that the two railroads ac- 
cepted their charter and franchises and use 
their tracks subject to the power of the State 
to authorize the construction of other rail- 
roads across their tracks whenever the public 
welfare may require. The company has, how- 
ever, the same right as all individuals or 
bodies corporate owning lands or easements 
to recover oF right for the injury occasioned 
to its title or right in the land occupied by its 
road. 


No Free Passes for the Destitute. 


The General Passenger Agents of the roads in 
the Eastern committee of the Western Passenger 
Association met yesterday afternoon at Chair 
man Blanchard’s office to considerthe proposi- 
tion of the Relief committee to grant free or re- 
duced transportation to destitute reons in the 
city to their homes. It was deci that it would 
not be advisable . nt free or reduced trans- 
portation in cases that kind. The principai 
reason was the argument that if such transporta- 
tion was furnish to destitute people now in 
Chicago other cities in the territo 9 asso- 
ciation would have to be accorded the same priv- 
ilege, and thus more people were liable to be 
shipped to Chicago than would be sent from this 
city to other points. Stress was also laid ed to 
the fact that the roads would be com De to 
bring back many of those sent away by 
committee on account of the laws of many Re 0 
adjacent States prohibiting the landing of pau- 
pers in their territory. it was agreed, however, 
that any road desiring to take individual action 
in the matter may do so.

CONTRABANDTRADING 


HOW IT 18 OARRIED ON IN TIMES OF 
WAR 


An Undisguised Union Spy’s Exciting Ex- 
perience«Traffic in Coffee and Tobacco 
Under DifficultieseHis Lucky Escape 
from Being Shot—Gen. Jobn B. Gordon 
in a New Light An Interesting Story 
of the Great Civil Conflict as Told by a 
Confederate @fiicer, 

Los Angeles (Cal.}) Zimes: Before the 
‘Southern secefsion rebellion absolute free 
trade existed among the States and no custoin- 
house officials ever sentineled their borders. 
The non-intercourse caused by the war pressed 
heavily on the.cotton mills of the North, as 
the staple that fed their spindles and looms 
was wholly supplied by the cotton fields of the 


South. 
Congress sought to meet the exigency 
brought on by the cotton famine by authoriz- 


ing the issue of permits to private parties to 
trade articles not contraband of war for cot- 
ton within the enemy’s lines. There was no 
enumeration of. articles that were contraband 
of war, the venturer@# being evidently remitted 
to their Vattel and Puffendorf for any infor- 
mation that they required upon the subject. 

The permits were intended for use in the 
Valley of the Mississippi, and United States 
military commanders were enjoined to re- 
speet them, and pass the holders through their 
lines for the purposé@ stated. No official su- 
pervised thedelivery of such shipments on the 
part of the United States, but the Confederate 
authorities appointed an officer—Col..McKee— 
to take charge on their part of exchanges 
from this system in the States of 
Texas, Louisiana, and Arkansas. The 
cotton bartered through the Confederate 
agent was obtained either by voluntary sale 
or by a seizure, termed impressment, the 
owners being paid in Confederate treasury 
notes, the best of all mediums for rapid cir- 
culation, since every man who received one of 
them made diligent effort to pasa it. Con- 
federate citizens were permitted to pur- 
chase goods thus brought from the lines of the 
enemy after the official agent had made his 
selection, but they could not get them for the 
discredited currency, and they, too, paid in 
cotton. 7 

How far the contraband limitation was fe- 
spected was shown by the foilowing incident: 
I had constructed a fort on the right bank of 
the Red River, about fifteen miles below Alex- 
ander, La. It wason a high bluff and com- 
pletely commanded the channel that ran 
within 500 yards of its guns. Its armament 
had just been placed in, and the magazine sup- 
plied, when a sentinel walking his beat on the 
parapet announced that a steamer was 
coming up river, We saw its 
smoke, and as we had no steamer be- 

glow it wasassumed that it was a United 
States gunvoat, of the class known to us as 
‘tin clads,’”’ from their rather thin iron 
plates. The gunners were at their posts and 
ready to fire when she came within range. 
But as she turned a bend Mm the river we saw 
that she was flying a white flag. She hove to 
opposite the fort, and a party of four 
or five put out*¥rom her for the shore 
in one-of her boats. They were met 
at the landing by the officers in command 
of the fort, and the Captain of the steamer 
showed a permit authorizing him to trade 
within the Confederate lines. It Was headed 
‘* Executive Mansion, Washington, D. C.,”’ 
and signed ‘*A. Lincoln.” A government 
agent soon arrived, and the Captain handed 
him a manifest, or list of the cargo. It con- 
sisted chiefly of gray cloth, blankets, boots, 
spurs, rifles, and swords, with an ample sup- 
ply of ammunition. 

There was also a large assortment of drugs 
and many hundred gross of playing cards, 

These last were about the only articles not 
contraband, for they could not be used in the 
great game of war. That was in June, 1864. 

A little later on I saw a battery of. Napoleon 
rifled guns with their carriages and 40,000 
horseshoes delivered froma steamer flying 
the United States flag at Catfish Point on the 
Mississippi. The horseshoes were intended 
for Gen. Sterling Price’s famous cavalry ex- 
pedition, and before the snow fell they were 
printed deep in the soilof Kansas and Mis- 
souri. 

The war trade had a most demoralizing 
influence among civilians in the territory of 
both belligerents. It stimulateda greed of 
gain that would have sacrificed, the cause of 
either for sudden riches, ¥ 

The rage for acquising cotton certainly in- 
fected high officers on fleets serving upon the 
waters of the Mississippi and Red Rivers. 
The disaster to Gen. Banks’ expedition up the 
Red River Valley in the spring of 1864 has 
been imputed to the fact that. officers of the 
coéperating fleet devoted overmuch of their 
time to raiding cotton plantations with their 
squads of sailors and marines. 
They were cottonading when they 
should have ‘been cannonading. Upon tbe 
defeat of that army at the battle of Mans- 
tield, the Confederates captured among the 
spoils hundreds of mules, branded on the left 
shoulder with the letters U.S. N. They had 
all heard of *“* horse marines,’’ buta navy 
mule was a ‘real wonder. It was explained 
that they had been taken from the planters to 
haul bales of cotton to the fleet, and after- 
ward turred over by naval officers to the army 
quartermasters, with the privilege of reclaim- 
ing them. and hence they were branded for 
identification. In one instance thatI know 
of an ironclad gunboat of that fleet was at- 
tacked with a single six-pounder field-piece, 
fired from the river bank, while she was 
aground, and her officers and crew were 
forced to abandon her, as her eight guns were 
so hampered by the 500-pound bales of cotton 
piied ever them that she could not return the 
tire. There was, however, atrade between the 
lines that had init no taint of treason. It 
was carried on between the pickets all 
along the line and at the outposts, across 
rivers, ig miniatare boats, each carry- 
ing a .cargo not weighing more 

‘than five or six pounds, shipped by its 
owner to a consignee, with whom he was at 
open war, and who, with inviolable good faith, 
alwayssent the tiny freighter back with the 
return cargo désired by the consignor. There 
were no weights, or measures, or coin, or cur- 
reucy used in this small commerce. It was 
trade in kind, where each had to ** reckon”’ or 
‘* guess’? the quantity justly due the other. 
The Confederate craved coffee, but was 
obliged to find an ill-tasting substitute for the 
fragrant berry in parched sweet potatoes, 
wheat, and oats. The Union soidier yearned 
for the comforting weed. 

As coffee was a part of the Federal army 
ration and tobacco was to be had in abun- 
dance within the Confederate lines, it was 
very natural that the partiesin interest should 
seek to arrange a systein by which they could 
barter one product for the other. 

All picket firing between the two great 
armies in Virginia having ceased by mutual 
agreement, in the autumn of 186°, the trad- 
ing between the soldiers commenced at their 
outposts soon after. Ithad been going on west 
of the Mississippi from the beginning of the 
war, and the fraternizing went so far in 
Arkansas that the @@vairy of the opposing 
armies sometimes tested the mettie of their 
chargers by running horse races together for 
moderate purses. trading had to be done 
covertly, but many subordinate officers 
winked at it to please their men. Gens. Grant 
and Lee both issued strict orders prohibiting 
it, yet still the trading went on. Special ef- 
fort was made by Gen. Lee ta enforce these 
orders among his troops in the fall of 1863, 
when the armies flay encamped on opposite 
sides of the Rappahannock. That stream 
varied from 75 to 200 yards in width. The 
plan of trade was as follows: A _ aoldier 
standing on one side would send a diminutive 
bout, either dug out or made of bark. filled 

‘with coffeé, to thepher side, by attaching a 
long string to it letting the current take 
it across, Or near enough to be reached with 
arod by the one who was waiting for it. 
This system of river trading having been 
made known to Gen. Lee special instructions 
were issued to detect and punish his soldiers 
who were engaged init. It .became ali the 
more ne@essary to check the illicit com- 
merce, as it Was reported thaé visits were be. 
ing interchanged at Right between the two 
camps for the purpose of carrying it on. 

Wita these instructions in view, Gen. John 
B. Gordon one afternoon in the early days of 
November, 1863, rode out to inspect the out- 
posts of his divisiOm, accompanied by his 
staff and bodyguard. His famous command 
carried more battle scars than bayonets, antl 
he hoped that there was no violator of Gen. 
Lee's orders in its rahks. On arriving at an 
rym near the river epee he questioned 

captain commanding it as to whether he 
had received the order preventing all trad.ng 
with the enemy, and was answered that 
he had. - No indi that officer's 
assurance that he would be vigiiant in the en- 


| forcement, of the order, Gen, Gordon’s sus- 


picions were aroused by the apparent con- 
fusion in the manner of some of the men 
the guard was-turned out to salute him. 

e could not explain it on the theory that 
they were abashed by his presence, for they 
were accustomed to that and they 
had often shown that they were as devoted to 
their knightly commander as ever was 
Scottish Highlander to the chief of 
his clan. The cause of their trepidation 
was soon revealed. The General had 
scarcely ridden sixty yards beyond the out- 
post when he noticed that the tops of some 
of the tall, slender reeds on the lower bank of 
the river were being. shaken. There was no 
wind stirrmg to account for the motion. and 
all cattle and other roving animals in that see- 
tion had long since been disposed of by the 
all-consuming soldiery. Hetherefore ordered 
a Sergeant of his escort to part the reeds and 
see what was in them. The Sergeant hurried 
down to the lower bank, and was soon heard 
to exclaim: “By George! What is this? 
Come out here !”’ 

At the word there stepped out into the sun- 
light a tall young man, apparently about 20 
years of age. He had avery handsome face 
and his fine physical proportions were very 
plainly revealed, for he was stark naked. He 
ascended the bank and stood as straight as an 
arrow before Gen. Gordon, who then said to 
him in a severe tone: ** What is your name 
and where did you come from?’ 

He answered the double question witha 
tremulous voice: ** My name is James Holly, 
and Iam a private in Company F, Forty-sec- 
ond Pennsylvania, Volunteer Infantry.”’ 

**Then,”’ said the General, *“ you are a spy. 
I find you secreted near one of my outposts, 
within my lines, and I’ll have you hanged as 
a spy !’’ 

The answer to the General’s grave charge 
was: ‘* For God’s sake, don’t do that, Gen- 
eral! Iam nospy. I only came over from 
our carnp to visit the boys.”’ 

Gen. Gordon, who was thoroughly versed in 


‘military law, could scarce refrain from smil- 


ing at his own untenable position, for he well 
knew that to constitute a spy one must not 
only enter his enemy’s lines for the oer 9 
of procuring military intelligence through his 
observations, but he must do so in disguise or 
under a false character. 

But there stood the Union soldier in puris 
naturalibus—clad only in nature’s costume, 
and with the stamp of truth upon every word 
he uttered. *‘ Well, then,”’ replied the Gen- 
eral, ‘‘I will hold you as a prisoner. But, 
perhaps, you wish to desert?” 

The decisive answer was: ‘‘ No, General, 
never! I would rather die than desert my 
colors. But it will be hard on meto bea 
prisoner, for my comrades will find my uni- 
form on the other side and think I have de- 
serted. That would disgrace me and my fam- 
ily if I were reported asa deserter. I beg you 
to let me write a note to tell them lama 
prisoner.”’ 

No man ever admired a true soldier more 
than Gen. Gordon, and he gave the assur- 
ance that the prisoner’s note should be sent. 

At that moment nearly the whole picket 
guard came forward, under the lead of its 
orderly sergeant, who, after saluting, said: 
‘* General, will youallow me ‘to say a few 
words about this affair?’ Leave being given, 
the orderly continued: ‘* General, it is all 
our fault; let the punishment fall on us. and 
not on that young fellow. We invited him 
over,and he brought some coffee beans to 
trade with us. Please let him go, and we 
will all swear never to do any trading 
with the Yankees again. We_are all very 
sorry about it. We never disobeyed orders 
in anything else but this trading.” 

Gen. Gordon was silent for a moment after 
this earnest appeal, and then said: ** Orderly, 
you deserve to be reduced to the ranks! All 
of you should be court-martialed. But, let it 
pass this time. I will take your words for it 
that you will never again disobey orders, I 
will release the prisoner. Give him back his 
coffee.”’ 

One of the guard ran back a few rods and 
returned with a parcel tied up ina red ban- 
dana handkerchief, and handed it to the pris- 
oner, saying: ‘** Here, Yank!” 

The General then said to the prisoner, who 
stood straight as an arrow, facing him, with 
the little bundle in his right band: *Go! 
Take to the water!”’ 

He quickly reached the river, and all 
watched him with smiling faces as he breasted 
the current, carrying the package between his 
teeth. On ascending the bank he speedily re- 
sumed his uniform, and then, facing * his 
friends, the enemy,” he saluted, and hastened 
back to his camp. The assurance given to 
Gen. Gordon by his soldiers was never vio- 
lated. But the truth of history demands that I 
should state that the Confederate who handed 
the bundle to the Union prisoner made a mis- 
take in his eagerness to obey his General’s 
order, and instead of returning the coffee 
gave him a package of tobacco.

THE COLD TRUTH ABOUT SALAMANDERS. 


An Expert in Reptiles Pooh-Poohs the Idea 
of Their Being Fireproof. 

Washington Star: ** Nobody knows how 
the superstition regarding the supposed ftire-— 
proof quality of the salanrander had its rise.’’ 
said Dr. Stejneger, the reptilian expert of the 
Smithsonian Institution. ‘* However, I can 
pre what I think is a pretty good guess at it. 

o explain I shall have to tell you a story. 
Once upon a time I was camping out with a 
party, hunting and fishing. We had lighted a 
big tire, using for fuel several old logs. While 
we were sitting around watching. the progress 
of some cookery in which we were en- 
gaged a young lady at my side gave 
a little scream and pointed into the flames. 
I looked, and there Was a small lizard 
crawling right out from among the glowmg 
embers. It walked away, unhurt apparently, 
through the grass and made its escape; Now, 
that salamander had occupied a hole in one of 
the logs used for fuel. Several species of its 
kind live in old tree trunks. Doubtless this 
one found that it was getting uncomfortably 
hot and crawled out. _Beimg moist and slimy, 
its body was protected from injury by the fire 
long enough to enable it to escape through 
the embers. But the sight of the animal de- 
liberately making its appearance» from the 
midst of the fire was ce~tainly very surprising. 
Any ignorant person might easily nave been 
led to imagine that the creature must be fire- 
proof. Ifseemsto me quite probable that 
the superstition took its rise from just suchan 
occurrence. | 

** There are so many species of salamanders 
that a description of them all would filla 
book. They are to be found all over the 
world, except in very eold regions. Ina 
popular sense the name ‘ salamander’ is ap 
plied to all batrachians with tails. That is 
rather a loose definition. A tedpole is a bat- 
rachian with a tail, but is not a salamander. 
The great majority of salamanders are small, 
such as the newts, found in springs. The 
biggest specTes in this country is the so-ealled 
‘mud eel,’ or‘ siren.” It has only two feet, 
just behind the head, and has externai gills, 
when fully developed, which is an exception 
to the rule among salamanders. 

* The biggest salamander inthe world ie 
foundin Japan. Itattainsa length of two 
feet and is related to the *‘ hellbender.’ Most 
salamanders live on insects, but the very 
large kinds eat pretty nearly everything as a 
rule. For instance, the Japanese species is 
omnivorous. So far as I am aware none of the 
salamanders is considered good to eat. by civ- 
ilized men at all events. Two years ago I ob- 
tained a specimen of the only known species 
of blind salamander. It came from a cave in 
Missouri. A so-called blind salamander exists 
in certain caves of Austria, but it is not a true 
salamander, though it would come under the 
popular definition, being a batrachian with a 
tail. One peculiar thing about salamanders 
is that they are not as large when full grown 
as when they are partly developed. That 
seems a funny paradox, does it not? You see 
salamanders go through metamorphosis 
during their lifetime, as frogs do, though the 
change is not so marked, They have a 
larval period, as the tadpole is the larva of 
the frog. On becoming adult they shrink up 
considerably. During the larval period they 
have gills like a fish, which usually be- 
come rudimentary later on. An @x- 
ception to this rule is the ‘axolotl’ of 
Mexico, which does wot undergo any such 
metamorphosis and never becomes adult in a 
scientific sense. In other words, it never 
reaches what is the final stage with other sala- 
manders, but aiways remuinsa larva. Axo- 
iotls of different species are found in various 
parts of the United States, but they do under- 
go the change and become adult. However, 
if you keep one of them in water and prevent 
it from escaping it will remain « larva always 
and will undergo no metamorphosis, . or-

Camp Tyler Life in Cold Weather. 

‘Eleven thousand men in round numbers 
endured the hardships of living in rough 
sheds and booths in Camp Tyler in the cold. 
est weather of the winter of 1862-’63,” Mr, 
Whitmore said. ‘We came to Chicago in 
time to meet cold and snow and for nearly 
three months we suffered hardships which re. 
sulted in the death of hundreds of men. The 
government lost its responsibility behind a 
contract made with Chicago people to furnish 
subsistence for the men, and those who had nq 
friends to aid them had to help themselves or 
go without many of the necessaries of life. 

‘*The men who were included in the num. 
ber had been captured by the Confederates at 
Harper’s Ferry in October, 1862. The com. 
mand my company wasin (I was then Cap. 
tain of Company A, Ninth Vermont) had been 
at Winchester and along the Shenandoah dur. 
ing the entire summer. The evacuation of 
Winchester was determined upon late in Sep. 
tember of that year and stores and ammunk 
tion in gfeat quantities had to be destroyed. 
We spiked all the guns in the fortifications and 
set fire to hundreds of carloads of bacon and 
flour and burned the fortifications, inclu 
stands of arms never taken from the origin 
packing cases and a stack of cartridges as big 
as a ten-story building. I remember the firing 
of the powder magazine. A train of powder 
had to but 
it failed -to ptly 
as it should have done and a detachment of 
nine men was sent to see that it was fired, 
The train had crossed a wet spot and the pow- 
der had burned slowly in consequence, but it 
was still burning when the men got there, and 
only one of the poor fellows ever got back, 
and he was burned so about the head and face 
as to make recognition almost impossible, 

Surrendered to Stonewall Jackson, 

‘‘From Winchester we marched to Harper's 
Ferry, where we were put under the command 
of Gen. Miles, who was shot a few days later 
while waving a white flag to attract the atten.

In responding to the alarm the company 
whose hose carriage gets to the single fire hy- 
drant first has possession of the same, unless 
the engine of its own company may be de- 


layed. In that event the Captain directs the | 


next engine arriving to take the hydrant, un- 
less otherwise ordered by & superior officer. 
In going to the fire the hose cart must not be 
more than 600 feet in advance of the engine. 
The officerin command of the first engine 
company at the fire, on the first alarm, 
secures a hydrant and leads out the hose. As 
fast as the officers of other companies arrive 
they repor: to the commanding officer before 
leacing out hose, If you had been in the en 
gine-house when the company received the 
alarm you would have. seen the horses and 
men in their placeg and the team under head- 
way in about thirty seconds from.the time of 
the alarm. 

As a rule the ehemical engine | is first in ac- 
tion, for it has been shown thatit has been 
most effective in the extinguishing of fires. 
Its work is very vaiuablé there bei an ex- 
haust of three gallons per minute. The size 
of the hose of an engine and fire-boat vary 
from 34¢ to 444 inches and have a capacity of 
from 250 to 600 gallons a minute, 

People who have followed engines to a fire 
must have been impressed with the knowl- 
edge which the commanding officer had of the 
premises.

GREAT PASTURES OF TEXAS, 


Enormous Areas Under the Control of a 
Single Management. 

St. Louis Globe-Democrat: Very few peo- 
ple at a distance in thinking of Western Tex- 
as understand that nearly the whole is at 
present fenced up in mammoth pastures, yet 
such is the case. Many of them are larger 
than ordinary counties, and some of them 
embrace large parts of three or four coun- 
ties. 

Just west of Belcherville, Tex., comé the 
Silverstein, the Ikard, and the Worsham past- 
ures. The latter contains 50,000 acres and 
has one line of fence twenty-three miles 
long. Pastures of about this size continue in 
almost unbroken succession until we reach 
Armstrong County. There we find what is 
known as the Goodnight ranch, the southern 
boundary of which isa little string of fence 
eighty-three miles long. 

Charley Goodnight, as the owner is famil- 
iar!ly known, is considered one of the richest 
men in the Panhandle, but I really feé@l sorry 
for his boysif he ever sends them out on a 
hot afternoon to stop hog holesin that line of 
fence. It is hardly likely that this will be the 
case, however, as all fences in this country 
are built to turn cattle and without reference 
to hogs. There is a littie railway station 
called Goodnight, which consists of the Good- 
night residence and the depot. Mr. Good- 
night lives in almost baronial style. His 
park contains deer,a drove of elks, and one 
of the few herds of buffaloes to be found in 
the United States. 

Another fair-sized holding of land is that of 
the Espinella Cattle company. This contains 
over 1,500,000 acres and takes in parts of 
Dickens, Crosby. and Emme Counties. If the 
land were in the form of a square it would be 
about fifty miles each way. The Matterdore 
is smaller, but still includes rather more than 
1,000,000 acres. These are both owned by 
Syndicates, with headquarters in London, and 
they are only two selected at randoin out of a 
large number, They have their bearing on 
State politics. If it were not for the Railroad 
Commission, the uniform text-book bill. and 
the alien land-holder question Texas politics 
would not be worth shucks. 

The largest of these alien land holdings be- 
longs to what is called the Capitol syndicate. 
A few years ago the old Capitol at Austin 
burned down, and it was decided to build an- 
other on a magnificent scale. An English 
syndicate agreed to put it up, and in payment 
therefore they received 3.000.000 acres of 
yublic lands. Does the reader realize how big 
3,000,000 acres of land is? 
of land twenty-four miles wide and extending 
clear across the State of Missouri ut the north- 
ern border, Such a strip would include the 
whole northern tier of counties. and 
would be larger than several States 
of the Union. This would be about 
the extent of the Capitol sy hdic- 
ate’s pasture. Few people have any idea 
that there is such a thing asa singic pasture, 
in one body and within one fence, larger than 
sone States in the Union, yet such is the fact. 
More than that, it is owned by a foreign 
syndicate. It takes in half of Deaf Sinith 
County and parts of several others. 

‘Another large’pasture is that of the X. L. T. 
Cattle companys: It begins with the Colorado 
liné and extends, several ‘counties back this 
way. The Fort Werth and Denver railroad 
runs through it. Some idea of its size may 
be gathored from the fact that the regular 
night express train enters on the south side of 
the pasture at 11:05, and, after continuous 
running, leaves it at 3:20 next morning. A

It isto be the 
principal social event of the week and will 
comprise with its social features one of the 
most novel entertainments ever given in Chi- 
cago. 

The entertainment is to include a ball, sup- 
per, and bazaarallin one, and the prepara- 
tions for the bazaar, the novel feature of.the 
affair, are now nearly complete. There are 
to be seven booths down one side of the big 
armory, each indicative of the day in the 
week it is to represent. 

First will be “ Blue Monday’s ” booth with 
society girls with bared arms doing real wash- 


'ing. There are a number of auxiliary so- 
cietie»which were formed to promote the gen- 


eral good of the fund, and Auxiliary No.3 
will have the ** Wash day ”’ boothin charge. 

The **Q. J.8. P.” Society, a literary or- 
ganization, will have charge of the second 
booth, ** Ironing day,’’ and more society girls 
will be seen in this special feature of house- 
hold work and every iron will be hot. 

** Mending day”’ will be shown in the third 
booth, and the attendants will be from the 
Campbell Park Auxiliary Society. 

Thursday will be “ Parlor day,’’ and. the 
women from Auxiliary No. 23, under the 
especial guardianship of Mrs. Perry Landis 
will have nothing to do-but wear their after- 
noon gowns and entertain the visitors to the 
bazaar. 

Friday is symbolized. by ‘*‘ Sweeping day.” 
with half a dozer young women from 
Auxiliary No. 28 carrying brooms and dust- 
brushes, while Saturday will be known as 
‘* Baking day,’ and the members of the 
auxiliary from Dr. Withrow’s church will 
show the art of making pies and cakes and 
other eatables, which, with material made up 
in advance, will be on sale. 

Sunday will be shown by the last booth, 
and, in keeping with the day, women from 
various churches will be in attendance and 
various articles of church use will be on sale. 
There will be sacred literature and other ob- 
jects of interest and value shown. 

This is the plan as now arranged for giving 
distinctiveness to the affair. In addition to 
this there is to be a row of booths and plat- 
forms on the other side of the room. A double 
quartet of negro singers will sing old planta- 
tion darky songs. while alongside of it will 
be an oriental booth presided aver by Mme. 
Hannah Karony and Mrs. Plowden Stevens, 
There will be a children’s booth with Christ-

The fund now being 
raised is to be used for the erection of a per- 
inanent home for the children in Ellsworth 
Park, where valuable property free from in- 
cumbrance is owned. The plans include a 
number of homelike cottages grouped about 
a central office and instruction building, each 
house to be under the supervision of a 
‘*house mother.’’ Dr. Prince is the Superin- 
tendent of the home.

Mr. Espinasse testifies also 
that Carlyle in calling Goldsmith “ an Irish 
blackguard’’ had the grace to add: * He 
wrote some of the most elegant things in the 
a gee language.’’

The triumvirate of Lake poets coming un- 
der review Carlyle declared that he had never 
given in to the worship of Wordsworth, 
whom, however, he admitted to be “a dig- 
nified preacher and teacher."’ Southey’s 
prose he called watery. He repeated with 
glee Hazlitt’s verdict on Coleridge as 
& reasoner: ‘‘No premises, sir, and 
no conclusions.’’ Anthony Trollope’s nov- 
els he comppred to “alum,” and Jane 
Austen’s so bepraised by Macaulay he 
dismissed as mere ‘dish washings.” 
Of Dickens he often said that the novelist was 
the only man of the time in whose writings 

enuine cheerfulness was to be found. Of 

‘hackeray’s early performances he said that 
they showed *‘ something Hogarthian ’’ to be 
in the writer, but that the books were 
*“* wretched.’’ This was before the appear- 
ance of ** Vanity Fair.’’ the talent in which he - 
fully recognized, pronouncing Thackeray * a 
man of much more judgment than Dickens.” 
Yet when * Vanity Fair ’ was being issued at 
the same time as ** Dombey and Son,”’ he 
spoke of the relief which he found on turning 
from Thackeray’s cynicism to the genialty of 
Dickens. Mr, Espinasse adds _ pointegly: 
* Personally Carlyle preferred Dickens, who 
always treated him with deference, to Thack- 
eray, Who often opposed to his inopportune. 
denunciations at dinner parties that persi- 
flage which was more disconcerting to the 
philosopher than direct contradiction.”’ 

Soon after the repeal of the corn laws Car- 
lyle said to Mr. Espinusse of Gladstone: ** He 
has no convictions, out he is a long-headed 
fellow.”

ehad hailed “Coningsby” with the cry

But such personal intercourse as he had with 
Mr. Gladstone never induced Carlyle to abate 
his dislike for Disraeli’s rival and for that 
rival’s general policy. 

For Tennyson he had considerable affection, 
chiefiy because, as he said, ** Alfred was an 
intelligent listener.”’ He recognized Tenny- 
son’s poetic genius, of course, but he thought 
it largely on that which profiteth not. Of 
that exquisite poem, ** The Princess,’ he said 
when it appeared that * it had everything but 
common sense.”’ 

** Ane’’ was the affectionate name by which 
George Henry Lewes (he was pitted with 
smnailpox) was known to the Carlyles until he 
attained toa position of influence, when he 
was styled ** The Prince of Journalists.”’ 

Mr. Espinasse recalls having heard Lewes 
relate at a dinner table that clever imaginary 
account of the different ways in whicha 
Frenchman and Englishman and a German 
might respond to un invitation to describe the 
camel: The Frenchman after an hour at the 
Jardin des Piantes, presenting a sketch of 
the ship of the desert, lively and admirably 
written, though very superficial; the Eng.ish- 
man proceeding to the East and after long in- 
vestigation returnmg witha great budget of 
valuable but undigested facts, while the Ger- 
man, retiring to his study, constructed the 
idea of a camel out of the depths of his moral 


Apropos the union of George Eliot and 
George Henry Lewes Mr. Espinasse relates 
an episode characteristic of the two. George 
Eliot taught her companion Hebrew, he says, 
not only that he might read the Old Testa- 
ment, but that they might talk to each other 
without being understood by the polyglot 
landiords and waiters of the continental 
hotels. 

Carlyle was lenient to Lewes and George, 
Eliot, while Mrs. Carlyle was stern, even 
spiteful. Mr. Espinasse repeats Mrs. Car- 
lyle’s saying told in Sir Charles Gavan Duf- 
fy’s book: ** A marvelous teacher of morals, 
surely, and still nore marvelous in the other 
character. for which nature had not provided 
her with the outfit supposed to be essential.”’ 
Not a womanly remark one is tempted to ex- 
claim; but on second thoughts perhaps it is 
very womanly.

ence of my customers;I use any instrument from a 
light boxing-glove to a coupling-pin and in cases of 
emergency I successfully operate with chloroform; 
my services can be secured for any hour of the day 
or night; references given and required, terms, one- 
half the swag ora reasonable division, according to 
arrangements made. MR. TU , 

Expert sandbagging is this man’s specialty. 

ot the “* hold-up” variety of the dark street, 
however, but the mysterious case in. which 
‘* the police are baffled,’ as: the newspapers 
say, and in writ ng which the word “ alleged ” 
is frequently filled in by a cautious copy- 
reader. Mr. Tuff, in other words, is a pro- 
fessional man, who, for a consideration, helps 
along the cause of the man who has been run- 
ning short in his accounts and is forced to be 
robbed, in order to cover hia defaications. 

Mr. Tuff is bright of mind und realizes that 
no harm can be done his “ biz,’”’ as he is 
pleased to term his cheerful occupation, by 
allowing himself to be quoted in Tus Tru1s- 
UNE. 

He is a sandbagger—literally. He is look- 
ing for engagements all the time and during 
the season has filled severalin an eminently 
successful manner. His success has em- 
boldened him and now, while he doesn’t pro- 
pose to hang outa shingle, yet he realizes 
there are lots of persons who could use him if 
they had him. Hence his ** ad.” 


He Is an Expert. 


Anything in his line he claims to be able to 
carry toa good finish. If a man wants to 
have a big, burly, brutal thug enter his office 
while he is alone balancing up a few bundles 
of bank notes and a few stacks of currency 
all he has to do is to answer Mr, Tuff’s ‘ad.’ 
For a consideration—and Mr. Tuff’s terms are 
reasonable—this professional sandbagger will 
sneak into the man’s office, hit him with any 
sort of a “blunt instrument’’—preference 
given—and stalk out again with his per. 
centage of the spoils, while the unfortunate 
cashier or business-man can tell his story 
later to the newspapers and police. 

Mr. Tuff wants it distinctly understood that 
he is no petty larceny sandbagger. He will 
not, under any circumstances, lie in wait for 
a man in a street oralley. Alli his ** biz”’ is 
done indoors and-there must be no hesitation 
in making the terms. The fullest examina- 
tion of the books of his customer is demanded, 
and unless the amount is satisfactory there is 
no sandbagging and the man must get out of 
his predicament as best he can. r. Tuff, 
however, wishes it understood that all trans- 
actions are vonfidential, so, if terms cannot 
be reached, no fears should be indulged in re- 
garding an expose. 

Unconsciousness is guaranteed. The man 
who is robbed may remain in a comatose con- 
dition as long as he pleases. From one min- 
ute to four hours is considered the proper thing. 
Gashes are cut in the head or lumps are 
raised, according to preference. Lumps, with 
aslight abrasion, are usually selected, Mr. 
Tuff says, in order that the story, when told, 
may not lack the evidence of the regulation 
blunt instrument. 


Choice of Means. 


The instrument, too, is at the choice of the 
man who wishes Mr. Tutf’s services. For the 
benefit of his customers Mr. Tulf has the fol- 
lowing catalogue of weapons arranged: 

Two ounce boxing-glove—This is worn by sand- 
bagger, who carries it away with him. When 
blow 1s delivered it lands on jugular vein or on a 
point just back of the tip of the jaw. Produces 
insensibility of about five minutes and leaves no 
bad effect. 

Eight-ounce sandbag—This weapon raises a 
lump, the size of which varies according to force 
of blow. May be taken away with operator or 
left as a clew. 

Bottle-billy—This isa dangerous weapon. It 
is made of a stocking, or sock, in which is placed 
fragments of a bottie. It raises alump and also 
cuts the skin. Should always be left as a valu- 
able clew. because if carried away and complica- 
tions should ensue, tufts of hair, which always 
cling to weapons after an operation, might cause 
serious inconvenience to operator. Should only 
be used in cases needing desperate treatment, as- 
it produces a mild concussion of the brain which 
should be avoided as it causes wandering talk. 

Slungshot—This familiar tool is always reliable. 
It produces lump with abrasion and should be 
left where attack is made. 

Loaded cane—This is excellent weapon and 
must be used carefully or will fracture skull. 
Amateurs usually bungle when using the cane. 

Pistol—Of course these are never used, unless 
case is urgent, asthe report might be beard. 1 
have, however. an excellent dummy on which 
Gormente may be placed and shot fuil of holes. 

Vhen amateur lays his coat on ground and shoots 
through it, he invariably places the buliet holes 
where an astute poiiceman can ask unpleasant 
questions about them. Men, when excited, for- 
get sometimes that a bullet cannot well perforate 
the front and back of a coat without passing 
through the wearer. ‘Therefore, great delicacy is 
needed in manipulating firearms. 

Pistol wounds—These should always be made 
in the fleshy part of the shouider. Occasionally

Bound and Gageed—This is always reliable and 
can be worked effectually. I can tie knots that 
will allow of tightening or loosening, as the case 
requires. If the subject has laid his plans for an 
early discovery of his condition the tight knot 
will be preferable, but if he is not to be found for 
several hours his comfort will be materially in- 
creased by the use of my patent adjustable knot. 
My gags are perfect. I can arrange them so that 
the subject may be unable to utter a sound, or | 
can fix him so that he may moan. Moans are al- 
ways effective. :

TOILERS WHO HELP ONE ANOTHER. . 


Frazer & Chalmers’ Employes Banded To- 
gether in an Aid Association. 

There are some things in this world besides 
unions, federations, and strikes beneficial to 
laboring men if they only knew how to get 
them. Reference is made particularly to or- 
ganizations which look after those of their 
members who get sick or hard up, bury those 
who die. and give assistance to their widows 
and orphans. 

One of the most prominent and prosperous 
of these in Chicago is the Fraser & Chalmers’ 
Employés’ Aid Association, which was formed 
Dec, 1, 1888, by a number of men holding 
positions in the service of this firm, whose 
great shops and foundries on the’ West Side 
constantly give employment to several hun- 
dred workmen, It started in with a member- 
ship of 600, which has been increased at times 
to 1,000, and now has something like 700. 
Every employé belongs. They are not com- 
pelled to, but the benefits offered are so 
,, strong no one ever hesitates about putting his 
name down and thus get in line to enjoy 
them. The most important of these benefits 
comes in the shape of expenses for sickness, 
such as care, doctor’s bills and medicine, and 
funeral expenses in case of death. Fraser & 
Chalmers help the association along with 
monthly donations, For the year ending 
Nov, 30 their contributions amounted to 
$995, against $3,059 received in dues.

The annual statement for the year ending 
Nov. 30 has just been issued, and it shows 
the association to be ina flourishing condi- 
tion. The year was begun Dec, 1, 1892, with 

20 in the treasury. Membership dues and 
onations to the total amount of $4,055 were 
received during the twelve months. The sum 
disbursed in moneys returned to members, 
car fares to’the visiting committee, death cer- 
tificates, physicians’ services, sick benefits, 
and auditing committee aggregated $3,647, 
leaving a balance on hand of $828. It will 
be seen, therefore, that in a financial way the 
association's prosperity was almost doubled. 
The sick benefits took $2,150; the physicians’ 
services $1,076, and the death certiticates 
$360. Two hundred and thirty-six orders 
were drawn on thesick benefit fund; there 
were seven deaths during the year, and fees 
and dues were returned to 143 members, 
each case of death the widow, 
relative, or friend receives 
with which to pay the funeral expenses. The 
largest sick benefit order paid was $55 to 
John Neil and the smallest $2.25 to Charles 
Kellerman. The Auditing committee, con- 
sisting of Arthur G. Jacobs, David F. White- 
head, and James Heggie, certifies the ac- 
counts are correct; that the gross recefpts for 
the year were $4,476 and the gross disburse- 
ments $3,647, thus leaving on hand at.the 
commencement of the ensuing year, as re- 
ported, the neat little sum of $828. 

The sick are cared for in the matter of at- 
tendance and médical aid as well as financial 
assistance, Their every want 1s provided and 
the Visiting eommittee is constantly on the 
go. It relieves the family and friends of 
patients by sitting up with and waiting on 
them all through the long hours of the night. 
As a result the men never suffer from lack of 
attention. Besides its direct benefits the 
association brings them into the circle 
of a_ social friendship they could 
not otherwise enjoy. It helps them to live 
better and escape the troubles that constantly 
hedge about scores of labormg men not so 
fortunately situated. It smooths off rough 
edges and convinces its supporters that after 
all there is much in this life for the man who 
has to toil to.live for. It enables the men to 
save their wages and no doubt goes a long 
way towards keeping them in steady employ- 
ment, 

When the organization was perfected five 
years ago every employé of the firm was taken 
into membership. The scheme struck a popu- 
lar chord at once and their enthusiasm in its 
favor has never been permitted to grow cold. 
Asaresult itis one of the strongest, best 
established organizations of the kind in the 
country. That is because every one takes a 
personal interest in it—the owners and heads 
of departinents as well as the rank and file of 
the employed forces. 

The patronage is distributed among a num- 
ber of physicians and also among a number 
of drug stores for medicines. Last year the 
services of Dr. W. L. Noble, Drs. Austin & 
Barkwell, Dr. Hamill, Dr. C. W. Pretty:nan, 
Dr.John J. Leahy, Dr. W. D. Nobile, Dr. J. 
B. Murray, Dr. George Kernahan, Dr. L. C. 
Borland, Dr. James P. Way were called in at- 
teydance upon the afflicted. During the ex- 
citing and flush times attendant on prepara- 
tions for the World’s Fair when work was 
plentiful the membership occasionally crept 
up in the very busiest part of the season to 
1,000 or more. The fluctuation is shown in 
the amount of monthly dues. Last Decem- 
ber $436 was taken in, In January there was 
a reduction to $316, and in February the total 
went down to $304. The decrease continued 
until May, getting as low as $275 for March, 


when the scale turned and it went back 
the other way to $422. November with only 
$178 collected was the lowest month of the

NOT WORLDLY MINDED 


METHODISTS FIND DELIGHT IW OBEY- 
ING OHUROH RULES. 


Many Ministers Say Their Congregations 
Do Not Indulge in Card Playing, Dane- 
ing, or Theatrical Amusements—Earth’s 
Pleasures No More Enticing than They 
Were Years Ago<—Epwoerth League 
Keeps Young People on the Righteous 
Road No Prosecutions or Expulsions 


Itis the general impression among people 
outside of its communion that the Methodist 
Church was originally the sworn foe of every 
species of. amusement, and punished every 
member who indulged in any of them by dis- 
cipline and with expulsion, but that of late 
years its rules have been altered or relaxed, 
that infractions are winked at, and that 
the youthful members of the church are as 
aptto beseen atthe theater, the circus, the 
dance, and the card table as any other young 
people. : 

If the local Methodist authorities may be 
believed, these impressions only illastrate 
how little people know-about their religious 
neighbors. A reporter for Tus Txriecye 
pounced down on a flock of Methodist Bish- 
ops, elders, and preachers yesterday, at the 
Methodist book store, and adjured them to 
tell him the naked truth and the bottom facts 
on this subject. Of course he began at the 
top. 

Only One Rule to Govern, 7 

Bishop S. M. Merrill, whom he first ap- 
proached, said: ‘‘I hold in my hand a copy 
of the Discipline of our church. Turning to 
Chap. V., on the trial of accused members, 
and to Sec. 240, on imprudent and unchris- 
tian conduct, you will find the only rule of 
our church, so far as I know, against our 
members indulging in the amusements that 
you speak of, and it reads as follows: 

“Tn cases of . » dancing, playing at games 
of chance, attending theaters, horse races, cir- 
cuses, dancing parties, or patronizing dancing- 
schools, or taking such other amusements as are 
obviously of misleading or questionable tend- 
ency, . . det private reproof be given ‘the 
pastor or leader, and if there be an caine ete 
ment of the fault, and proper humiliation, the 
person may be borne with. On a second offense 
the pastor or leador may take ane or two disceet 
members of the church. On a third offense let 
him be brought to trial, and if found guilty and 
there be no sign of real humiliation he shall be 
expelled. 

‘**Now, that rule has never been changed 
since it was made and itis enforced just as 
well today as. it ever was. Certainly there 
has been nochange inthe attitude of the 
church towards these amusements within the 
last thirty years.” 

Elder J..H. Burns said: ‘‘ This old subject 
up again? Wel), lam ready forit. The im- 
pression that the Methodist young people are 
backs'iding into theater-going, card-piaying, 
and dancing is far away fromthe truth. That 
there is here and there a Methodist who does 
such things Icannot deny. But that it is 
quite common or more common than it used 
to be is all nonsense. So far from that bemg 
true these amusements are much less com- 
mon in our church than they were ten or fif- 
teen years ago owing to the influence of our 
young people’s organization, the Epworth 
League. Our young people have too much 
piety and too much sense to be fascinated by 
these rapid and corrupting pastimes to the 
extent that you seem to suppose.”’ 


Not So Rigid as Years Ago, 


Elder H. G. Jackson was the only Method 
ist in the book store who was at all tinged 
with a pessimistic view of this subject. “If 
you ask me whether our Methodist young peo- 
ple at the présent day ever dance, play cards, 
and go to the theater, 1 am bound to say that 
I think many of them do,”’ said he. * There 
isu great difference, however, in different 
churches. The taste for such things results 
from a backslidden piety, and the most usual 


- cause of backsliding is wealth, ease, and pros- 


perity. In the wealthy churches, which are 
generally found in large cities, you will find 
that the children of wealthy parents, though 
members of the church, often. lapse into 
worldly amusements. ButI think the evil is 
pretty well confined to that class. If you ask 
whether it is any more common for them to 
do so than it was twenty years ago I cannot 
deny that it is, but the attitude of the church 
and of the ministry is absolutely unchanged. 
There are no prosecutions nor expulsions from 
the church on this account, I admit, but I do 
not remember that there ever was any. The 
pastors take it out in teaching and expostula- 
tion, just as they did twenty, thirty, or forty 
years ago.”’ 

The Rev, Dr. H. W. Bolton of Centenary 
Church, said: ‘If anybody ever had the idea 
that the Methodist Church goes with poker 
and tongs after every member who gues to a 
theater or plays a game of whist, or join in a 
dance, he was completely ignorant of our way 
of doing things. We leave this question of 
amusements entirely to the conscience of our 
members; and [am prone to say that their 
consciences and their pious instincts carry 
them every time. It is not necessary to re- 
strain hens from going swimming, nor ducks 
from climbiny trees; and we have just as little 
need to restrain our members from passing 
their time in idle dissipation. My dear sir, 
they are not built that way. They have 
learned a more excellent way. They live in 
the enjoyment of pleasures so pure and sub- 
lime that the card table and the stage are as 
repulsive to them as a barn-yard ora charnel 
house.”’ 


Epworth Leagte a Potent Corrective. 


The Rev. Dr. R. S. Martin of Grace Church 
said: ** There always has been, and always 
will be, a few members of the Methodist 
Churches in cities who will develop a taste for 
what are called worldly amusements, con- 
trary to the rules of the Methodist Church. 
But if you wantto prove that there is any 
more of this class than there used to be you 
will have to call some witness older than I 
am. ‘To tell you the honest truth, I think we 
have less members of this stripe than we ever 
had before, and for the reason giyen by Elder 
Burns, that the Epworth League has exerted 
such a salutary influence over our young peo- 
ple. Atthe same time, the impression that 
our church is severe and despotic towards 
such of our members as may fall into these 


mistakes, if it exists, is entirely without 
foundation. I never in my life’ heard 
of a person being tried and ex- 
cluded from the Methodist Church for 


dancing, card-playing, or  theater-going. 
The way we treat these things is with expos- 
tulation, warning, and entreaty, and I am 
happy to say that wherever the grace of God 
has really affected the heart we find no diffi- 
cuity in inducing the brother or sister to 
abandon these amusements. That is about 
_ least trouble that we Methodist pastors 
wmve, 

The Rev. Dr. J. M. Caldwell of the South 
Park Church said: ‘I will have to add my 
testinony to what these other brethren have 
said. I have been in the Methodist church 
nearly all of my life and ought to be able to 
tell something about it, and I declare to you 
that notonly has the church not altered its 
rules nor relaxed the execution of them, but 
there is less infraction of them than ever be- 
fore. A lotof people who are unregenerate 
themselves, and who, therefore, cannot under- 
stana how a person can prefer the delights of 
a Christian experience to the smile of a wo- 
man on a stage, cannot understand, of 
course, how our young people can have no 
taste for carrion. I assure you that it takes 
no chains nor ecclesiastical penalties to keep 
them in line on this question. They are kept 
there, just as they were 100 years ago, by the 
grace of God and by the power of az endless 
life. Some of them make mistakes, of course, 
but not many by comparison, and certainly 
not as many as did twenty years ago.” 


Little Backsliding to Be Seen. 


Similar inquiries were made of the Rev. J. 
O. Foster of the Fort 
Rev. Dr. Axtell of the Ravenswood church, 
the Rev. W. H. Holmes of the Wicker Park 
church, and the Rev. N. J. Harkness of the 
Ada street church, and with the same general 
result. Each of these ministers and pastors 
suid that if any one was looking for dancing, 
card-playing, theater-going Methodists he 
need not come to his ehurch. Ali agreed 
that the church was unaltered and unalterable 
in its abhorrence of these amusements and in 
denymg them to its members, and that while 
there were black sheep in evers flock there 
were fewer of this kind of Methodists now 
than at any previous period of the church's 
history. All said that they nad never known 
of prosecutnons and expulsions from member- 
ship for induJgence in these amusements, and 
that in most cases they * were able by moral 
suasion to win their people from a tem perary 
fascination with such unworthy objects and 
pursuits.

His 
pregiacial existence is, however, open to con- 
siderable speculation. High authorities dif- 
fer on the question, Adinitting that he did 
not inhabit the earth uatil the ice age it is 
even then pretty clearly established that he 
was here considerably over 10,000 years ago. 
What did this early inhabitant look like, 
and what was-his occupation? He has left a 
record of himself, but nothing in the shape of 
a photograph, and his occupation is shrouded 
inspeculution. The Ohio and the Delaware 
valleys are full of relics of man during the 
giacial period. - These relics consist of what 
is technically known as ‘“implements’’— 
Knives and hammers made from: stone. 
W agon-loads of them were shown in cases in 
various parts of the Anthropological Building 
dur the recent Exposition. It is by these 
‘“‘implements’’ that scientists have found out 
all they know regarding prehistoric man. 


First Discovery of Human Relics. 


The first definite discovery of human relics 
connected with glacial deposits in America 
was made by Dr. (. C. Abbott at Trenton, N. 
J., in the year 1875. The City of Trenton 
is built upon a delta terrace about three 
miles wide which occurs at the head of 
tidewater on the Delaware River. This ter- 
race bears every mark of having been de- 
posited by a torrential stream which came 
down the valley during the closing period of 
the great ice age. A conclusive proof of the 
relation of this Trenton delta terrace to the 
giacial period is found in the fact that the 
gravel deposit is eontinuous with terraces ex- 
tending up the trough of the Valley of the 
Delaware to the glaciated area and beyond. 
As, however, the descent of the river bed is 
rapid—about four feet to the mile—from the 
glacial border down to tidewater, the terrace 
is not remarkably high, being only about 
fifteen or twenty feet above the present flood 
plain. But it is continuous ana similar in 
composition with the great enlargement in 
the delta at Trenton. Without doubt, there- 
fore, the deposit represents the overwash 
gravel of the glacial period. 

Fortunately for science Dr. Abbott, whose 
tastes for archwological investigations were 
early developed, had his residence upon the 
border of this glacial delta terrace at Tren- 
ton, and as early as 1875 he began to find 
rough stone implements of a peculiar type 
in the talus of the bank where the river 
was undermining the terrace. I[n turning 
his attention to the numerous fresh exposures 
of gravel made by railroad and other excava- 
tions during the following year he found sev- 
eral of the implements in undisturbed strata, 
some of which were sixteen feet below the 
surface. Since that time he has continued to 
make discoveries at various intervals. In 
1888 he had found 400 implements of the 
paleolithiec type at Trenton, sixty of which 
had been taken from recorded depths in the 

ravel, 250 from the talus at the bluff facing 
the river, and the remainder from the surface 
or derived from collectors who did not record 
the positions or circumstances under which 
they were found. 


Made His Weapons of Argillite. 


The materia] from which theimplements at 
Trentonare made isargillite,a clay slate which 
has been so metamorphosed as to be suscep- 
tible of fracture almost like flint. It is, how- 
ever, by no means capable of being worked 
intc such delicate forms as flintis. But as it 
is the only material in the vicinity capable of 
being chipped, prehistoric men were forced 
to make a virtue of necessity and use the in- 
ferior material, Of all the implements found 
by Dr. Abbott in this gravel only one was 
flint. The transition, also, in the type of 
implements is as sudden as that in the kind 
of material of which they are made. 
Below the superficial deposit of 
black soil, extending down to rT 
depth of about one foot, the modern Indian 
flint implements entirely disappear, those of 
paleolithic type only being found. 

In a report made to the Western Reserve 
Historical Society by Prof. Wright in 1884 
on the subject of the glacial boundary of Ohio 
he says: 

** The gravel in which Dr. Abbott’s imple- 
ments are found is giacial gravel deposited 
upon the banks of the Delaware when, during 
the last stages of the giacial period, the river 
was swollen with vast floods of water from the 
melting ice. Man was on this copn- 
tinent at this period when the ~- cli- 
mate and ice of Greenland extended 
to the mouth of the New York harbor. The 
probability is that if he was in New Jersey at 
that tine he was also on the banks of the 
Ohio and the extensive terrace and grave de- 
posits in the southern part of our State should 
be closely scanned by reagan ag um When 
observers become familiar with the rude form 
of these paleolithic implements they will 
doubtless find them in abundance.”’ 

New Jersey and Ohio have been rich fields 
in which archzologic discoveries of deep in- 
terest have been made by Prof. F. W. Put 
nam of Peabody Museum, Cambridge; Dr. 
Metz, Hitborne T. Cresson of Philadelphia; 
W. C. Mills of Newcomerstown, O.; Judge C. 
C. Baldwin. President of the Western Reserve 
Historical Society; Prof. N. H. Winchell, 
Miss: Franc E. Babbitt, Prof. H. Carvill 
Lewis, and other scientists. 

Ohio and New Jersey are not the only States 
in which relics of man in the glacial period 
have been found. The Midd!i«. Eastern, West. 
ern, and Northwestern States have furnished 
large contributions. 

Discoveries in various parts of the country 
have proved pretty conclusively that our pa- 
leolithic friends had the company of a large 
variety of animal life which it is almost need- 
less to remark is now extinct.

Promises Relief from Politics. 


« As already stated the reason the people are 


attracted to the mulct law is because it prom- 
ises relief to politics from the question of pro- 
hibition. Asit is enforced bythe ordinary 
county and township. officials, assessors, 
and tax collectors, there are no City Coun- 
cils, no Boards of Supervisors, or any 
other board to be*torrupted or forced to go 
through saloon politics. The Prohibitionists 
like it because it looks like an extension of 
the principles for which they have been strug- 
gliing and simply makes the State-wide jaw 
more applicable to local conditions. During 
the next few weeks the mulct ig bound to be 
one of the most popular topics in lowa, and 
itlooks as though it were going to gain 
enough in popularity to insure its enactment 
in some form or another. The politicians 
who have been trained in a dozen years of 
prohibition tremble at the touch of pure li- 
cense and this fact also helps the mulct. 


PUTNAM COUNTY DEMOCRATS INDICTED. 


The Ohio Officials Said to Have Embezziled 
25,000, 

Crixcrsnati, O., Dec. 7.—[Special Corre 
spondence. |— Another Democratic county has 
gone wrong. Thistime Putnam is added to 
the long list of those in this State whose Bour- 
bon officials have helped themselves to the 
public money with which they were intrusted. 
The other day the grand jury of that county 
reported twenty-seven indictinents against 
Democratic officials and politicians. ‘TTwen- 
ty-four of the number relate to the embezzie- 
ment of the County Treasurer, the amount of 
stolen money being, it is said, $25,000. The 
exposure of the rastality was made some timé 
ago, before the election. The grand jury sat 
for thirteen days and had before it 127 wit- 
nesses. 

The pilferings from the County Treasury, it 
appears, were not all in one administration 
nor by one official. They cover a number of 
years, and the published exposure startled the 
Democratic mossbacks of the county from 
the confidence they had for so long reposed 
in the officials of their choice. It was found. 
iccording to the .indictments, the stealings 
mainly were in connection with purchases for 
the County Infirmary, and that a prominent 
merchant and Democrat was interested in the 
profits. This man, it is said, isO. B. Ramey, 
and, it is charged, he was favored with war- 
rants for goods which he never sold. After 
the exposure he went to West Virginia, and u 
warrant has been issued for his arrest. It i- 
believed he will not come ‘back in any other 
way than through the compulsion of the law. 

In the fraudulent issue of warrants, o! 
course, county officials were concerned. Con- 
sequently other indictments relate to their 
connection with the fraud. There are indict- 
ments against ex-Treasurer O. W. Crawtis, ex- 
Auditor W. W. Place, Henry Gerdeman, whu 
was a deputy for Crawtis and Place, and also 
for ex-Treasurer Reed, upon the settlement of 
whose accounts, itis said, there was found 
$8,000 missing. Ex-State Senator W. W. 
Sutton is also in the mess. There are indict- 
ments against him both for embezzlement 
and accessory to embezzlement. There is 
some reason to expect he may be able to clear 
himself, but as to the others, itis said, there 
a no hope of escape for any oil 
them. 

An effort is to be made to have the case- 
transferred to another and a distant county 
on the ground that every taxpayer of Putnam 
is an interested party in the meaning of the 
law, and theretore disqualified to sit as a juro: 
in the case. 

The amount of the alleged embezzlement 
in Putnam County averages about $1 fo: 
each man, woman, and child in the county. 
It also calls to mind the similar rascalities in 
other Democratic counties of the State. 
There are about thirty Democratic counties in 
Ohio, and this is the way they show up in the 
management of public affairs and the care of 
the people’s money:

High Priestess Lease Says Corruption Did’ 


It, While Others Think Fusion with 
the Democrats Was the Heal Cause< 
Still Others Believe That Salvation Lies 
Only in Operating Along the Old Lines 
with Renewed Promises of Reforme 
Too Many Doctors Killing the Patient. 


Torexa, Kas.. Dec. 9.—/Special Corre- 
spondence. }|—Kansas Populists have demon- 
strated their inability to waintain a solid 
front after defeat. The most perfect and 
compact political organization ever known 
in the history of the State hag been hope- 
lessly disrupted as a result of its first re- 
pulse. The machinery, that in less 
than three years destreyed a Repub- 
lican majority of 82,000 and transformed it 
into a minority «f 5,000 has been disjointed 
and broken beyond repair by the wear and 
tear it experienced in a campaign fur county 
offices in which it was unable to successfully 
cope with the forces arrayed against it. 
Flushed with their victory of 1892 the Popu- 
lists felt certain thaf failure this 
year was not possible, and when the 
returns showed that instead of the gains 
they had confidently anticipated they had met 
with disastrous losses they were dazed, be- 
wildered. They were confronted with a con- 
dition that had never even suggested itself to 
their minds, and their forces were stampeded. 
Distrust of leaders cropped out on all sides, 
anger gave way to disappointment, and then 
they began to look for the causes that led up 
to their rout. 


Corruption in Office the Cause. 
Mrs. Mary E. Lease, the Populist high 


priestess and President of the State Board of . 


Charities, by the grace of Goy. Lewelling, 
unhesitatingly attributed the losses to the 
corruption of the State administration. She 
said that the Populists succeeded in the first 
place only because the people were tired of 
the extravagance and dishonesty of Repub- 
lican rule and that they promptly 
repudiated the new party when 
they saw that its leaders were 
following in the footsteps of those who had 
gone before. They had expected reform 
trom the Populist administration and treated 
evidence of official dishonesty in the way it de- 
served. Until the political barnacies who had 
fastened themselves on the new party and 
were fattening froin the spoils wrung from 
the taxpayers were shaken off, she aeclared, 
the Populists could never hope for 
another victory in Kansas. ‘** An entire new 
crowd must be pushed to the front,”’ said she, 
‘* and our present unworthy leaders relegated 
to the rear before the People’s party can 
grow and prosper. With honest men to lead 
we willfoli up a majority next year that will 
overwhelm the opposition.”’ 
Says Fusion Did It. 


Dr. S. McLallin, editor of the Advocate, the 
official State paper. charged it all up to fusion 
last year, and the election by the Populists of 
John Martin, a Democrat, to the United 
States Senate. * The people,’”’ said he, 
* elected a Legislature, expecting it to vote 
fora Populist for Senator, and when their 
representatives disregarded their wishes by 
voting for a Democrat they felt that their 
confidence had been abused, and they took 
the first opportunity that was of. 
tered to express their disapproval. Pop- 
ulist sentiment is stronger in Kansas 
today than it ever was, and if next year we 
stand up for our principles and refuse to have 
anything todo with the Democrats or any 
other party the victory is ours. Our party 
would have been stronger today had the Pop- 
ulist ynembers of the Legislature voted as a 
unit for a straight Populist and bost instead 
of voting for a Democrat and electing him. 
Che election of John Martin was the greatest 
setback we have ever had.”’ 

The Governor Says It Was Apathy. 


Gov. Lewelling and Chairman Breidenthal of 
ithe State Centra! committee, on whose shoul- 
Jers the burden of the recent campaign rested, 
profess to be not a whit discouraged at. the 
situation and spend much of their time in 
poring over figures to prove by them that no 
osses have been experienced. The Governor 
says that the Populist vote did not ali come 
out and that there were enough 
stay-at-homes to have changed the 
apparent defeat to a decided victory. ** Look 
at the vote!’ he exclaimed in his eagerness to 
convince. ‘“ There isa falling off from last 
year of 85,000. Perhaps 25,000 of them 
have left the State because of the Cherokee 
Strip opening. That leaves 60,000 who 
Jid not take the trouble to go to the polls. 
As these tigures show, a large majority of 
this number are in the courtry, whichis ra 
Populist strength lies. The farmers did not 
vote. They did not appreciate the impor- 
tance of the election or were too confident of 
the voting strength of the party. This will 
not be so next year and it will be found that 
we will have a greater majority than ever.”’ 

Chairman Breidenthal takes the same view 
advanced by Gov. Lewelling, or at least he 
says he does. However this may be, he will 
notattempt to manage another campaign. 
He has decided to resign his position as 
Chairman of the committee to take effect 
Jan. 1, about which time a meeting.will be 
held to choose his successor. 

Socialism Would Redeem the Day. 


G. C. Clemens, the Anarchist adviser of the 
Governor, accepts last month’s election as an 
evidence that, as now organized, the People’s 
party can never advance. Heé says that it is 
well known that Populism is synonymous with 
socialism, and that it is time it 
should called by iis right 
name. He predicts that if the party will 
come out openly and demand socialism pure 
and unadulterated it will receive new 
life and gain converts at an wunpre- 
cedented rate. The leaders of the party, 
he suys, are all Socialists, and the rank and 
file demand that socialism be made the cardi- 
nal principle of the organization. ** Al An- 
archists,”’ said he, ** are Socialists, but all So- 
cialists are not Anarchists.”’ 

There are many Populists who will admit 
that the party has accomplished ali that it 
ever will under its present name and with ite 
present code of principles. This class are 
desirous of having an _ entirely new 
party organized with the free and 
unlimited coinage of silver as the single 
plank in its plattorm. They claim that all 
Populists would join such a party, and that 
many Republicans and Democrats would go 
with them on that issue. Secretary of State 
Osborn is one of this number. Heis firm in 
the belief that the organization of such a 


for the good of the new movement. 
for such Republicans as ex-Gov. T. 
born, ex-Lieut.-Gov. A. J. Felt, W. P. Hack- 
ney, and Albert Griffin to join the movement 
in Kansas, and for ex-Gov. Charles Robinson 
to lead the Democrats into it. He thinks the 
reform could be accomplished equally 
well by the People’s party if the dissatis 
tied Democrats gnd Repubgcans of the coun- 
try could be induced to jain it, but the old 
parties have made such a savage fight on that 
organizhtion that its name has become odious 
tothem. ‘These elements, he thinks, can be 
united under a new name, and he is confident 
that they have the votes to sweep the country. 


Stick to the Fusion Heresy. 


There are still other good and influential 
Pepulists who are convinced that the only 
Way to success@iext year isto again join hands 
with the Democrats. They freely acknowledge 
that they could not have won last year with- 
out Democratic assistance and are wiiling to 
give their old allies any reward Which they 
may ask for their services next year. State Sen- 
ator William Rogers is of this way of thinking 
and says that a majority of the Populist men- 
bers of the Senate agree with him. The Sen- 
ators, he says, are advocates of practical 
politics and have hit upon a plan to raise the 
Populist ship out of the slough of despond. 
As told by Senator Rogers to Tur Trisune 
correspondent the Senatorial scheme to pre- 
vent the Republicans from riding into power 
again next November is briefly this: When 
the Populist State convention meets one 
of its first. acts will be to adopt 
a resolution deciaring that no man shall 
receive a second nomination for the same 
office. This will effectually quiet the aspira- 
tions of the present State officers and retire 
them gracefully without casting any reflec- 
tion upon their administration. Then the 
convention will. pr to nominate ex- 
Gov. Charlies Robinson for 
ernor.

HUNTING FOR GOLD IN THE WEST. 


Fallen Silver Kings Take Up the Roles of 
Pros pectors. 

Saut Laks Crry, Utah, Dec. 6.—[Special 
Correspondence, |—The day after Thanksgiv- 
ing three Colorado men who sixty days ago 
represented $15,000,000 in silver mining in- 
terests were seated in aSanta Fé car that 
was winding round the base of Pike’s Peak, 
toward South Park. They were dethroned 
silyer kings going to the gold fields of Cripple 

reek and ‘to the new discoveries at Hartsel, 
in the most southern corner of South 
Park. One was Eben Smith, agent 
for D. H. Moffatt of Denver, who has 
$10,000,000 worth of silver mines. D. M. 
Hymon of Denver was another, who owns 
$38,000,000 to $4,000,000 worth of silver 
Henry B. Gillespie 
of Aspen was the third. He was saying: 

_ “* It does seem pretty tough that us fellows 
who thought we had reached the time of life 
when we could take it easy and travel around 
and see the world have now to put on our old 
clothes and hustle to find a gold mine, like we 
did in the sixties. But I'll tell you what, 
boys; those fellows down East -don’t know 
what we miners are made of. They can never 
down us while we've got the resources of 
Colorado behind us.”’ 

‘Were not the gold fields of Colorado 
worked out long ago?” asked an Eastern 
man who sat near. 

Gold Product Doubled. 

*By no means. The gold product of Col- 
orado has midre than doubled in eight months. 
This year the yield will be $11,000,000. In 
94 it will be $20,000,000. In four years it 
will be $30,000,000 to $40,000,000 and in 
ten yearsit will produce more gold than all 
the rest of.the world. Colorado will exceed 
Alaska or the Transvaal, South Africa, as a 
gold producer. All the old gold camps that have 
been dead for twenty-five years are reviving. 
But the miners are going about itin a differ- 
ent way. They used to hunt for placers and 
free-milling ore because that was the only 
kind they could treat. Now they are looking 
for smelting ore. Withall our railroads and 
smelters we can work profitably gold ore 
that runs only $15 to $30 per ton—stuff that 
was worthless when we first came here.”’ 

‘What is this new mining camp at Hart- 
sel?’’ asked the Easterner of another mem- 
ber of the smoking-room group. A. J. King 
of Denver answered: 

** It’s called Baifour—has 500 men and is 
only ten days old. There isn'ta hole in the 
district more than ten feet deep. - An assay 
of $40,000 to the ton has just been reported. 
Miners are pouring in a hundred a day. It is 
Cripple Creek and Creede right over again.”’ 

** Who discovered this new district?’’ 

A Historic Incident, 

‘Tt isn’t exactly a new district,’ replied 
the smooth-faced Denver man as he settled 
down in his seat and proceeded to relate a 
historic incident. ** In 1812, when Lieut. Z. M. 
Pike of the government survey reached the 
peak that now bears his name, he met a man 
who said he had found gold in just about the 
locality of Baltour. He wus the first white 
man to give the news of gold in Colorado— 
thirty-five years before it wes discovered in 
California. South Park has always been 
known asa gold region, in which Mosquito 
Gulch, Fairplay, and Tarryall were among 
the richest districts of early days. Mr. Gil- 
lespie here was well aware of this auriferous 
formation. He made a careful prospecting 
tour of the park in November and selected 
asa buse for operations a place. eight 
miles south of Hartsell. He set men at work 
who in a few days took ort ore that assayed 
hundreds of dollarsa ton. The matter was 
kept quiet till ten daysago. Now it is known 
over the world, wherever 
reachés.”’ 

‘* What started this gold fever ?”’ 

* You're from the East, you ought to 
know,’ said Mr. Gillespie, who again took 
up the conversation. “If your Congressman 
had given usfree silver we should aot have 
had to look for gold. We had been hoiding 
on to our silver mines hoping for a favorable 
turn. When Congress went against us I 
woke to the fact that my Values had gone— 
shrunk 85 per cent in twelve months. Then 
I went to my wife and said: *Mary, we came 
to this country without a dollar, and we made 
a fortune. Now we’ve got to start over, and 
I’m going out prospecting again.’ I struck 
right oat and sent my men to hunt for gold. 
I had begun my mining experience with pick 
and shovel, and with trying pan and bacon, 
and I was ready to do it again.”’ 

Energetic and Full of Hope. 

There: was no complaining tone in the 
old miner’s voice, but the hopeful one 
of youth. He looked old only from the 
white hairs mixing with the brown 
on the forehead and the sil ver- 
sprinkled reddish beard. The strong, great 
face was seamed and browned more by weath- 
er and hardship than by age. He could have 
passed for 55 years, but 1s only 46. He had 
spoken literally of douning his old clothes 
for he wore a plain suit of bluish gray, a dark 
flannel shirt,a pair of heavy, double-sole- 
shoes, unda careless black slouch hat well 
set back on his head. 

‘* I came to this country thirty years ago,” 
he continued, **a boy of 16—ran away from 
college. I gota chance to head for this old 
mountain we’re climbing now, Pike’s Peak, 
by driving four yoke of oxen across the plains. 
I made money in the 60s in gold mining 
around Boulder. Then, like the rest of the 
boys, about ’66 to ’70, I thought I'd get rich 
in silver mining when the first discoveries of 
silver heads were made. The/placers were 
abandoned in the search for silver mines, I 
followed the drift of things to Leadville in 
the later 70s, and to Aspen in ’86, and made 
big money there in the Mollie Gibson; that 
you ve heard of. ° 

** Let me give you an illustration of how 
Washington legisiation has flattened us out. 
Take the camp of Aspen, for instance. Dec. 
1 a’ year ago there were 6,000 men 
at work; now there are 600. I had 
a rent roll of $1,000 a month—now it is less 
than $100. In my mine, the Moilie Gidson 
there are #J0,000,000 in sight, but it wil 
not pay to work.”’ 

The speaker was the first man to put money 
into developing the Aspen mines. He bought 
the Mollie Gibson and spent $200,000 on it 
before a suck was sentto mill. Theo camea 
day when $45,000 was taken out with only 
six men at work. The next day the vein was 
lost, and $150,000 more was spent before 
any moreore wastaken out. The mine in 
recent years has paid $3,000,000 to $4,000,- 
000 in dividends. 

It is such men who propose to transfer Col- 
orado from a silver to a gold basis and make 
her standard. -

Now That They Are Enfranchised Some of 
the Troubles Crop Out, but the Ways 
of Overcoming Them Are as Easy and 
the Women Are Willing to Work 
Hard=<How the Victory Was Won and 
Some of Those Who Aided in the Fight 

“Many Have Registered. 

Denver, Colo., Dec. 12.—[Special Corre- 
spondeuce.]|—We women of Colorado have 
equal suffrage, or *equal suffrage has us, I 
haven’t quite figured out which. The women 
who caiie out of the dust and smoke of bat- 
tle with the light of victory on their faces say 
we have suffrage, and they ought to know, for 
they studied it all up “beforehand and knew 
what it meaut, and talk about primaries and 
polls with an easy familiarity that is awe-in- 
spiring. But as for the rest of us—well, we 
have lots to learns Of course we expected to 
get the right to vote, but we find that carries 
a great many other rights that we thought the 
men would be good enough to attend to just 
as we wanted them to without leaving us any 
bother. 

It’s all the other way. First of all, in the 
cities we have to register. under the Austra- 
lian ballot law, get under a imeasuring ma- 
chine, have the color of our eyes determined, 
and our weight noted, and otherwise contrib- 


ute to the answering of twentytodd questions, , 


among which is the plump, point-blank con- 
undrum, ** How old are you?” Distinguish- 
ing physica! characteristics also go down in 
the book. One woman naively told the clerk 
she wasa twin and has not recovered her 
good temper yet. Idon’t know what awful 
result will follow if a couple of thousand 
women:-are challenged a week or so before 
election by the political machines which have 
a trick of doing that sort of thing to annoy 
the enemy without regard to the rightfulness 
or wrongf alness of the challenges. 
Must Get Down to Practical Politics. 


The next thing is that if women do not take 
an interest in the primaries and conventions, 
and all that, you know, they will find their 
choice restricted to two or three mén with 
whose seiection they had nothing to do, and 
that does not seem right. So there is a pretty 
how-dy-do. We will have to join in the 
push, my husband says, while he chuckles 
away. Uniess some of the dear sisters are 
wofully belied, just the same. the men will 
find out a thing or two, The very day 
after election, when it was certain we 
had won, the discovery was made that the 
wives of several politicians, one of them actu- 
ally under an assumed name, were members 
of the suffrage association and had begun to 
swing it for their parties and incidentally, no 
doubt, their husbands. Several offers of clerk- 
ships under the new county officers were 
made, but to the honor of the women who did 
the work of the campaign not an offer was ac- 
cepted and the attempt at “ influencing ’”’ was 
exposed at the next meeting. The association 
adopted a decisive non-political plank and 
took measures for the black-balling of polit- 
ical women. We're traveling on a high plane, 
I tell you. I don’t know how it will work at 
the primaries, but it’s lofty. 

You may be sure that every campaign 
talker who opened his mouth for suffrage 
wers an air which says as plainly as words, 
‘To me yqu owe this great boon,’’ and you 
may be sure that each party lost no time in 
claiming that it carried suffrage and the other 
fellows all voted against it. The analysis of 
the precinct vote shows that party had very 
little todo with it but that the influence of 
the liquor business was nearly solid against 
suffrage. ‘There were most unaccountable 
divergences in the vote from precincts hav- 
ing a precisely similar class of popuiation. 

The first officers against which the sisters 
will likely direct their efforts in the way of 
candidacy will be the County Superintendents 
of Schools. In Wyoming these offices are gen- 
erally awarded to women by common con 
sent, and the results are said to be satisfac- 
tory. There are patent reasons why women 
are suited to hold this oifice. 

Mis« Jury and Militia Duty. 

But to get back to our troubles. Right after 
election the newspapers took a wicked delight 
in pointing out that since we had become vot- 
ing citizens we wereamenable to all the 
duties of citizens and voters, and would have 
to do jury duty and militia duty and I don’t 
know show many other kinds of duty. Then 
arose Attorney-General Engley—a very Solo- 
mon—and dug into his boots and found that 
while the State Constitution made no distinc- 
tion of sex, various laws regarding jurors 
and the militia contains the word ** male,”’ 
which lets us out of the work and leaves us all 
the fun. Anyway, I'm sure we'll get along 
very nicely even at the primaries, though I’m 
certain the men won’t think conventions are 
conventions at all if they can’t smoke and 
fight and raise old Ned. They have always 
had a good deal-more row in Denver at the 
convention than on election day, and a squad 
ot Deputy Sheriffs usually sits on the bench of 
the elect. 

** How did you carry the election?” did you 
ask? Well, I’m blessed if I know that, either, 
whether we carried it at all or not. I’m hon- 
estly inclined to believe that the men gave 
us suffrage because they thought there 
was no good argument against it and that we 
ought to have it. Themen of this part of the 
world are big, broad-minded fellows and hold 
too much ol that old time Westeru chivalry 
which made the lone woman the safest of all 
the creatures in a rough frontier town; the 
spirit which to this day makes the toughest 
old miner ready to fight at a moment’s no- 
tice for a woman in distress. The great bulk 
of the vote against suffrage was cast by men 
who were not opposed to having women vote, 
but who do not feel that women should 
mingle in politics as politics has been. We 
say, and it is on our’ knowledge of 
the nan that we base our. say- 
ing, that politics in Colorado will 
hereafter be other than it has been and 
we will be safe in politics as it will be. No 
Colorado assemblage will tolerate ruffians 
who will insult women directly or indirectly. 
You will find the future showing that I know 
whereof I speak. 

Suffrage Machinery and Its Work. 


The suffrage machinery during the cam- 
paign was not very powerful. The Denver 
association was assisted by only a few others 
in the State and its total expenses were only 
$1,842, of which Mrs. Carrie Lane Chap- 
man was paid $508 for speeches and 
expenditures. Mrs. Barry-Lake was here’a 
short time and did notabie work among the 
Knights of Labor ard in the smail mountain 
towns, often speaking from an upturned box 
in the open air. Local women in all the 
towns where there are associations, and in 
many where there are none, either organized » 
public meetings or were allowed to speak at 
party meetings. Gov. Waite gave his weight, 
whatever it may be, for suffrage, and was 
assisted ‘by nearly all the Populist talkers at 
some time or another. State Senator Hart- 
zeli and J. N. Stevens were prominent among 
Republican advocates. It was noticeable, 
however, that at the regular party meetings 
suffrage was seldom aiiuded to, though the 
platforms all had suffrage plank:. The topic 
was a delicate one, a8 it was thought 
by the great heads and had better be left 
alone. This is what makes the post election 
claims of the parties seem funny: In Denver 
and its suburbs there were one to half a dozen 
suffrage meetings each night for weeks be- 
fore election. but it isdoubtful if they did 
much good, for the attendance was not large 
and tew went who were not already 
suffragists. 

If the agitation really accomplished any- 
thing the valuable engine of its work was the 
press. Col. Dave Day of Durango, since ap- 
pointed Agent for tne Southern Ute Indians 
by President “Cleveland, was the only news- 
paper man _ in the State who openly 
opposed suffrage. Some were a little 
lukewarm and many said nothing. The 
large daily papers without exception favored 
suffrage ptpiener though a couple in*Den- 
ver printed a considerabie quantity of opposi- 
tion matter in the form of communications. 


Work Done by the Press. 


The press committee which had full charge 
of this branch of the work consisted of Miss 
Minnie Reynolds and Mrs. Lizzie M. Stans- 
bury, both of whom are employed on the 
Denver News, and Mrs. Ella A. Benton. 
They kept sixty pers constantly supplied 
with matter, beigaes running ial columns 
in other papers. In the Denver Repub- 
lican brilliant articles ‘appeared irom 
the pen of the |ate re. Patience 
Stapleton, the well-known avthoress, 


whose death occurred only ten days ago. |

Tyler, the State orgauizer, formed many new 


branches and spread enthusiasm for the yellow 
and black badge.

The association and its branches have taken

The chances are that women will polla 
strong vote. In Wyoming it was thought 
many would not exercise their right, but when 
Mrs. A. saw Mrs. B. voting she said: ‘*I will 
just go out and vote the other way from that 
hatetul woman,”’ and putting on He bonnet 
forthwith did so. .This and similar reasons 
will operate to force out those who otherwise 
might let their franchise go by default.

INTERESTING FACTS ABOUT INSECTS, 


How Nature Checks a Developmeut That 
Would Overwhelm Mankind, 
Auspany, N. Y., Dec. 7.—[Special, Corre- 
spondence. ]—State Entomologist J. A. Lint- 
ner gives some interesting facts in his annual 
report wh:ch is about to be published. Dr 
Lintner says that insects, in a number of spe- 
cies, exceed by far all the rest of the animal 
kingdom combined, They are believed to be 
tenfold more numerous than all of the mam- 
mals, birds, fishes, reptiles, myriapods, erus- 
taceans, worms, mollusks, radiates, and pro- 
tozoans united. At the latter part of the sev- 
enteenth century they were estimated at 10,- 
000 species. Judging from -past discoveries 
if all the species inhabiting the globe were 
known the number weuld reach 1,000,000. 
The rapidity of propagation shown in some 
insects is also without a parallel elsewhere. 
Perhaps in the aphides or plant lice it attains 
its maximum, where successive generations of 
living young, all of which are females, con- 
tinue to be produced throughout the summer 
months, without the presence of the male, b 
a process which has been comparedto an 
indeed styled budding. Prof. Riley, in hisre- 
cent studies of the hop-vine aphis, has ob- 
served thirteen generatious of the species in 
the year. Now, if the average nuin- 
young produced by each 
be 100, and every individ- 
attain maturity and __pro- 
duce its full c@mpiement of young (which, 
however, never Can occur in nature) tnere 
would be. as ‘the number of the twelfth 
brood alone, not counting those of ali of the 
preceding broods, ten sextillions of individu- 
als. Where, as in this instance, figures fail to 
convey any adequate conception, take space 
and the velocity of light asa measure. Were 
this brood as above given marshaled in line 


_ with ten individuals to a linear inch touching 


one another the procession would extend to 
the sun, a space which light traverses in 
eight minutes, and beyond it .o the 
nearest fixed star traversed by light only in 
six years, and stillonward in space beyond 
the most distant star that the strongest tel- 
escope may bring to view, to a point so incon- 
ceivably remote that light could only reach 
us from it in twenty-five hundréd years. How 
fortunate it is for the human race that in 
view of such amazing capabilities of increase 
in the insect world so many counter-checks 
have been provided by providence for the 
prevention of unrestricted development in a 
single direction, that all nature may still 
work together in harmony, when viewed in its 
broadest aspect. 

As tothe voracity of insects, Dr. Lintner 
says: ** The larval stage of many insects is 
one of incessant feeding. It may be doubted 
of some if they ever sleep or even indulge in 
rest unless disturbed while feeding or durin 
their molting periods, when time is demand 
for the changes required in the cast 
ing off a skin distended to 
most capacity and the formation of a new one 
capa®le of further extension. Their vora- 
ciousness and rapid growth may be shown in 
the statement of two facts: A certain flesh- 
feeding larva will consume in twenty-four 
hours 200 times its original weight; parallel 
to which, in the human race, would be an in- 
fant consuming, in the first day of 1ts exist- 
ence, 1,500 pounds of nutriment. There are 
caterpillars which, during their progress to 
maturity, within thirty days, increase in size 
10,000 times. To equal this remarkable 
growth a man, at maturity, would have to

MANY METHODS OF RAINMAKING og | 


re THE WESTERN PLAINS. 


A New Enterprise That Is Working Won. 
ders on the Droughty Prairies of West. 
ern Kansas — How Rain Is Produceq 
During a Drought—Some of the Bene« 
ficial Results of 1893 and the Companies 
Which Operate to Help Out Nature. 
How the Methods Were Discovered, 


Arcuison, Kas., Dec. 15.—[Special Corre. 
spondence. |--Rain-making by human coercion 
is distinctively a Western enterprise. Two 
years and a half ago Maj. Dyrenforth, act. 
ing under instructions and the assistance of 
an appropriation from Congress, made sever. 
al futile efforts on the staked plains of Texag 
by the bombarding process. This test wag on 
the theory that battles accompanied by heavy 
cannonading produced immediate heavy raing 
{he Dyrenforth experiment was unsatisfac. 
tory and the theory seems to have exploded 
with his aerial bombs. Coeval with this ex, 
periment was the Melbourne method of im, 
pelling precipitation by artificial persuasion, 

It is an‘ order of facts observable in the 
progress of mankind that long ages of com. 
parative silence and inaction are broken up 
and brought to an end by shorter periods of 
almost preternatural activity. And that. ac. 
tivity is generally spent in paths of investiga. 
tion, which, though independent, are con. 
verging. Different minds pursuing different 
lines of thought find themselves meeting 
upon common ground. Such, in respect to 
literature, was the period of the revival of 
learning; such, in respect to religion, was the 
period of the reformation; such, in respect to 
the abstract sciences, was the period of Gali. 
leo; such, in regard to mechanical invention, 
was the last quarter of the eighteenth century, 
Hardly less memorable than some of these, 
certainly not more unforeseen as affecting the 
welfare of mankind, is this latter discovery of 
precipitating rain by human coercion in the 
midst of protracted droughts.. ~ 

The Melbourne theory has at least proved 
partially successful, and the experiments have 
been attended by many tangible and indubita, 
ble proofs. 

In September, 1891, this process was firs§ 
tested on the dry prairies of Western Kansas, 
The first test in the State was made by Prof, 
Melbourne in person at Goodland, Kas. The 
fair association of that place, as a special pre. 
mium and an advertisement of their fair, of. 
fered him a purse of $500 to produce rain in 
four days from the time he began operations, 
His efforts were only partially successful, on 
account of a prevailing high wind. The pre. 
cipitation at Goodiand was light, butin the 
region towards which the clouds were driven 
by the strong wind there was a heavy rainfall, 
This result the wizard predigged while he wag 
laboring to bring rain. *° wa: 

One evening, after an effort to bring rain, 
Melbourne threw away the materials used in 
his experiments, which were erly gathered 
up by two citizens of Goodland. who. break. 
ing into Melbourne’s building on the tar 
grounds, where he operated under lock and 
key, critically examined his apparatus. The 
announcement fo.lowed that the secret of 
Melbourne’s disenvery had been obtained. 

When confronted by the analysis of the 
material used in his experiments Melbourns 
would neither affirm nor deny. His de 
meanor, however, was of one startled and 
surprised. Shortly afterward he left the 
place without making any statement on the 
subject, and has practically dropped from 
the public notice which he so suddenly at 
tracted: 7 

After the discovery of Melbourne’s secret 
rainmaking company was organized under 
the laws of Kansas composed of five citizeng 
of Goodland. They have operated and ex- 
perimented in several States between the 
Rocky Mountains and the Mississippi River 
the last two years, and with much success, 
The company operated but three times in 


. Goodland the iast season. In July, when it 


was seen that only a few more hot days were 
necessary to ruin the fine wheat crop prom. 
ised, an experiment was made. In twenty- 
four hours after work was begun 

winds had ceased and the temperature had 
dropped. By the middle of the afternoon of 
the fourth day rain began to fall and did not 
stop until there was a two-inch rainfall. 

Prof. Jennings, Superintendent of the 
weather service of the State, not aware of the 
efforts of the Goodland Rainmaking company, 
reported it as a “phenomenal storm for 
which he could not account, as there was no 
low barometer in the State.’’ 


The wheat crop of the sparsely settled coum 


ty (one tier of counties removed from the 
Colorado and Nebraska. line) was 100,000 
bushels. Comparatively no wheat was 

a hundred miles east or west of Goodland this 
season in consequence of the drought and hot 
winds. 

The Rock Island railroad company hag 
taken up the idea and has a rainmaker at 
work along its lines in the summer season, 
The object is apparent. Increased crops in 
the sections of the West penetrated by tha, 
road brings increased business and induces 
homeseekers to locate along its lines, 
Thus far the company has been rather none 
committal as} the success of the experi- 
ments, but as it contempaltes continuing 
them it is evident that its efforts have been 
attended with a fair degree of success. 

The rainmaker on the prairies of Kansag 
works ata peculiar time. 
ature is at its highest and the percentage of 
moisture in the atmosphere seemingly the 
least is when he does his work. It is ehtid's 
play to make it rain by human intervention 
in Illinois, Indiana, or Ohio, where the at- 
mosphere is laden with moisture from the 
great lakes and many rivers, All one has to 
do is to cause it to drop. But here in Kansag 
the rainmaker labors seemingly against grate 
er odds. 

Yet the rainmaker on the prairies of Kane 
sas works in conformity to the laws of nature. 
Here extreme nigh temperature is often fol- 
lowed by astorm. The reason is a cold 
wind from the Rocky Mountains sweeps dows 
over the plains and the change from hot te 
cold condenses the moisture and produces 
precipitation. 

The rainmakers work on this plan. With 
the presence of a high temperature, which ig 
frequent on the prairies of Central and West 
ern Kansas during midsummer, they causé 


precipitation by an artiticial chilling of the 


heated atmosphere. This they do by sending 
up a steady stream of gas from their works, 
shop, which is provided with a flue. 

_The cost of these experiments is not cone 
siderable. Inthe rude manner in which the 
work 1s necessarily carried on an experiment 
of three or four days does not cost to ex 


. 
$100. _This outlay will produce a needed and 
beneficial rainfall over more than a thousand — 


square mniles. 


Thus far rainmakers have not realized 


much revenue from their experiments, as th 
people benefited appear to be ne:ther charite 
able nor duly appreciative, adhering to the 
biblical teaching which they paraphrase into 
the saying that it shall rain upon the rain« 
maker’s land and his neighbor’s field likewise. 
Hence the rainmakers profit only from 
good crops they produce on their own farms 
and large wheat tields.

A Parasol Ant, 

The fact that the “parasol ant’’ of the West 
Indies has grown to be suoh a pest that the Govt- 
ernment of Trinidad has had to adopt appropri- 
ate legislation against its ravages draws atten- 
tion to the remarkable habits of the little creat- 
ure. It has been definitely determined that they 
do not cut the circular bite out of the leaves that 
they Dear away so like a parasol over their heads, 


efor the purpose of eating them, or for nest 


lining, as has been suggested. These bits 
of leaves are simply wanted as the 
soil on which to cultivate a4 cer- 


tain sort of fungus that they feed upon: and the 
ants are as expert in its culture as any market 
gardener of Paris in the growing of his beloved 
mushrooms. A nest of these tiny agriculturists 
has thus been described by the Director of Public 
Works of Trinidad, who has had them on his 
study table: ‘Each forager dropped his portion 
of leaf in the nest, and it was taken up bya 
small worker and cafried to a clear space to 
be cleaned. It was then taben in hand by 
the large workers, which, ‘after licking 
it with their tongues; re eS &@ to a 
small, black ball of pulp. These balls were built 
on the edge of the already formed fungus bed, 
and slightiy smoothed down. The new surface 
was then planted with pertions of the fungus 
brought from other parts of the nest. Each 
piece is put in separately, and the ants know ex- 
actly how far apart the plaots should be. It 
sometimes looks as if the bits of fungus had 
been put in too scantily in places, yet 
in about forty hours (if the humidity has been 
properly regulated) itis ali evenly covered with 
amuatel asof very fine snow.’ When it is re- 
membered that most persons -Who have tried the 
cultivation of edible fungi have failed, because 
of the difticulties arising. frem the handling of 
the spores: and the maintenance of the needed 
humidity. it almost seems that we must concede 
to these tiny creatures a greater degree of agri- 
cultural skill thanis possessed by the average 
farmer.—z.

CLOSING AT THE TOP. 


SMALLER WHEAT DELIVERIES REO- 
OGNTZED AND MARKET FIRMER. 


The Movement in the Northwest Only Half 
That of a Year Ago=Cash Wheat at 
Milling Points Commands a Premium— 
Early Local Weakness Followed by a 
Good Recovery=—Farmers Are Market- 


ing Corn Keserves Freely—Packers Sell . 


Pork Preduct. 


Most of’ the influences at work shapitig 


wheat prices were known from the start and 
presented no particular novelty. At the open 
ing it looked as though the labors of the bulls 
the day before had - been in vain. ' The repoft 
of a redtction in the estimate of the Russian 
wheat crop was offset by cables saying there. 
was nothingin the story. The promised cold 
wave did not materialize and the winter wheat 
crop was not killed during the darkness of the 
night, nor even covered with a chilly blanket 
of ice such as had been predicted. New York 
was a big seller in this market through such 
houses as Lester, Schwartz-Dupee, and Lam- 
son. Liverpool was 34¢d lower and outside 
markets weak. The outlook was gloomy for 
steadiness, to say nothing of higher ground 
gainéd. On the other hand there were reasons 
sufficiently impressive to encourage holders, 
Duluth had but 55 cars and Minneapolis 272, 
a total of 327, against 717 a year ago. Outof 
182 cars reported locally only 97 represented 


facsh arrivals; the remaining 35 were simply | 


shifted from one house to another. The clear- 
ances for the week were the largest in several 
weeks, and in the pit there were evidences of fair 
buying in a quiet way. The small movement in 
the Northwest, the strength in cash wheat up 
there, and the steady stream of bullish reports 
from that section demanded attention. Then 
came a Beerbohm crediting the Russian story to 
the extent of saying the estimates had been 
reduced 26,000,000 bu instead of 80,000,- 


000 bu. All these, with reports of good 
buying on the Pacific coast, induced 
support. After opening easy and _  sell- 


down to 67c sparingly, May gradually 
worked up to 67% 0c, closing nearly ‘4c higher at 
that. with December relatively firmer at 61 %e. 
Exports from three ports were 208,000 bu. The 
continental closing cables were higher. Receipts 
at all primary points were 514,000 bu and ship- 
ments 43,000 bu. Sales to go to store were at 
57@58c for No. 8 red winter and 62%c for No. 8 
spring. Free on board sales were at 57% @58e 
for No. 3 red winter, 57X%c for do hard, and 61@ 
68c for No. 3 spring. 

Corn was at a standstill so far as prices were 
concerned. The market was pounded in a mild 
sort of way by people disposed to get it down 
without sefling much stuff. Cash lots werea 
shade firmer, but most of the offerings were sent 
to store, with shippers doing little, Private ad- 
vices and public reports all indicated free mar- 
keting in the West, although freight discrimina- 
tions against Chicago kept somecorn away which 
ordinarily would have come here. Ream and 
Bartlett-Frazier were sellers and Patten bought. 
May sold at 39%@39 %c and closed steady at the 
outside, with December at 3544@35%c. eceipts 
at Western points were large at 783,000 bu, and 
shipments 270.000 bu. Exports were 59,700 bu. 
Spot corn at Liverpool was a farthing higher. 
Store sales were at 354,@35%c for No, 2 and 34% 
@385c for No. 3 grades. Free-on-board sales were

Oats futures remained in the rut, the small 
business being confined to local talent, with 
little interest developed.

Shippers were active in the sample 
branch of the market, taking advantage of the 
reduced all-rail rates eastward, and prices ruled 
steady to a shade firmer, with offerings fair.

A quiet and steady tone pervaded the rye mar- 
ket.

Provisions sagged just enough to indicate that 
the market was weak and spiritless. ogs 
showed further heaviness at the yards and the es- 
timate for the coming Week was a liberal one. 
The packers were inclined to pound the market 
a trifle and the shorts showed increased courage. 
Trade was small, however and individual trans- 
actions not important. he Cudahy Packing 
company sold lard and John Cudahy sold ribs, 
while Stobo and Wolff were supporting the mar- 
ket feebly. The continued weakness at egy ren 
hurt the price indirectly. Pork lost 2c, lard 
and ribs 5@7\e, prices resting near the bottom 
after an unimportant range. January pork sold 
down to $12.37, lard to#7.60, and ribs to $6.35, 
all cash stuff being beld at a small premium. 
Cash sales included 200 tes lard at $7.82\4@8,00, 
and 25,000 lbs sweet pickled bellies at $8.50. 

In fi@xseed another upturn of 14%c was scored, 
but actual business was small owing to exceed- 
ingly meager offerings. No. lon track sold at

higher. Buyers of the December were urgent in 
their needs and the price advanced 2c, at 
$1.31, and offerings were meager. May sold 
mainly at an advance of 3c over a previous fig. 
ure bid, at $1.36, although a small lot sold early 
at $1.35. Receipts were 36 cars; shipments, 
2.200 tons. Timothy seed was firm. Buyers ab- 

‘sorbed the moderate offerings quickly, and there 

was a pronounced demand for choice, which was 
rather scarce.

WHAT TRADE GOSSIPS ARE SAYING, 


Interesting Bit« of Information Picked Up 
on the Floor of the Exchange, 

Although possessing no particular novelty, the 
trade paid more attention to the wheat sitaation 
in the Northwest than to any other one thing. 
While futures at primary points up there showed 
no particular strength the cash was decidedly 
strong. About ten days ago cash wheat in the 
Minneapolis market was 244@8c under the May, 
and yesterday it had moved up toa point within 
“ec of the long future. Further north 
the situation was reported much the same, while 
at Manitoba points private advices indicated a 
rapid decrease in stocks in some of the centers. 
ln this connectian Thomson of Duluth writes a 
pointed letter to Hately outlining a situation 
which presents many strong pointstohim. He 
says: “We figure the requirements of Duluth, 
Minneapolis, and Buffalo miilers as follows: 
Minneapolis will grind 18,000,000 bu and will 
ship to mills outside. which get their wheat here, 
7,000,000 bu; Duluth will grind 10,000,000 bu 
and Buffalo and Rochester 5,000,000 bu, a total 
of 40.000,000 bu. Minneapolis now has m store 
12,000,000 bu, Duluth 9,000,000 bu, and coun- 
try elevators about 7,000,000 bn, a total of 28.,- 
000,000 bu. the remaining 12,000,000 bu tocome 
from the farmers. Taking into consideration 
their requirements for country. mills we think 
12,000,000 bu is all that can be expected from 
that quarter. Now, as we shall carry over 5,000,- 
000 to 10,000,000 bu to mix with new wheat to 
grind it seems to us that the Duluth market is 
legitimately much the strongest in the couatry.” 

Cable advices on the wheat situation were 
rather conflicting. First reports denied the whole 
stery given such a prominent place the day be- 
fore regarding the reduced estimates on the Rus- 
sian yield and said there is nothing in it, Finally 
a Beerbonm was received placing the decrease in 
the estimate 26,000,000 bu instead of 80,000,000 
bu. Probably one was just about as trustworthy 
as the other. In the publhae French cable near 
futuPes were reported 15 centimes higher, while 
the distant deliveries read 4 francs higher, equal 
to more than 20c per. bu. This was considered 
ridiculous and Secretary Stone wired for a cor- 
rect quotation. Liverpool was lower all day, 
and, of course, cash wheat was at a standstill, 
although bids, all-rail to the seaboard at the 

resent cut rate, were decidedly close to the mar- 
et. 

Cash grain houses were more than ever firm in 
their belief that eastbound freight rates will be 
restored the first of the year. Corp will then be 
25c per 100 lbs against a cut rate now of about 
l5¢e. Shipping houses say considerable quanti- 
ties of corn are en route for Newport News des- 
tined for export. 

Bigelow's California correspondent wired that 
within the last ten days French buyers have 
taken 2,000,000 bu spot wheat for export ac- 
count and paid for it, and that the market is up 
8c per cental with further buying yesterday.

Important Action to Be Taken at the An- 
nual Meeting—Better Business at the 
Stock Exchange=Street Rallways Ad- 
vance=Elevated Stocks Lead in Activity 
and Show Strength=Calumet Dock Out- 
look=Satisfactory New York Bank State- 
ment, 


It is admitted on practical official authority 
that at the annual meeting of the North Chi- 
cago Street railroad company some action of 
much importance to stockholders will be 
taken. Itis a foregone conclusion that the 
stock is to be increased and extensive addi- 
tions made to the road, and it is probable that 
electric motive power will be introduced, The 
probability is that at least $1,000,000 new 
stock will be issued.” The stockholders have 
been looking forward to the probable distri- 
bution of an extra divideh@ from World's 


Fair carnings, and some of them have 
- anticipated that it would .be as large 
as the divided. paid to -the City 


railway stockholders, that is, 10 per cent. 

Indications now point to the probability 
that instead of distributing this money asa 
casb dividend it will be devoted to extensions 
and that the stockholders will receive in place 
of it a stock dividend. At the rate of the last 
annual report the company had a surplus of 
$728,000. The earnings this year are supposed 
to show about 26 percent net, which would be 
$1,430,000. Dividend payments have been at 
the rate of 12 per cent and that would leave from 
net earnings of 26 per cent $770,000 to be carried 
to the surplus, bringing that surplus up to 
$1,498,000. It is evident from these figures that 
some sort of distribution must be made, and the 
best information pojnts to a distribution of stock, 
while the actua] surplus is devoted to improve- 
ments and extension of the road.

INCIDENTS IN HIS CAREER. 


“Qhrilling Scenes Connected with His 


Work in the West. 


BHOT WHILE SAVING HIS PRESS 


In the old city of Alton, IIl., there have for 
many years stood several buildings which 
brought to mind the proslavery days before 
the war. Chief among these have been the 
buildings in which the Observer, the publica- 
tion of Lovejoy, the first martyr in the cause 
of freedoth for the slave, was printed, and his 
home in that part of the city known locally 1s 
Hunterstown, which was situated at the cor- 
ner of Second and Cherry streets. The last of 
these netable structures, the printing office, 
is now being torn down, and there remains to 
remind the citizens of those perilous times of 
anoble man nothing save his modest grave 
jn the Bity cemetery. 

A short review of the heroic life of Lovejoy 
and his assassination bya mob will not be 
amiss at this time, especially asa new gener- 
ation has arisen which knows little or nothing 
ofhim or of the horrors of those slavery 
days. It is well to remind this newer race of 
Americans that the times in which we now 
live ate vastly different from ante-bellum 
days, andto show them something of what 
thousands of their fathers and older brothers 
fought and died for, even as Lovejoy died. 
Today ail are free in this country, asa result 
of a gigantic struggle involving the safety of 
the nation, which is to many only history, 
but to those who survive those thrilling times 
‘a vivid memory of battles, privations, and in 
many instances, death. 

Elijah Parish Lovejoy was born at Albion, 

nebec County, Me., Nov. 8, 1802, and 
was the oldest of nine children, His father, 
the Rev. Daniel Lovejoy, was a Congregation- 
al minister and his nother, Elizabeth Pattee, 
was the daughter of respectable people living 
inan adjoining county. His.early life was 
marked by the usual round of farm duties, 
but he showed almost from infancy a great 
desire for knowledge, and at 4 years of age 
could read the Bible with ease, As he grew 
older all the time which he could spare was 


atanend. But the paper was sadl in deb 
and the publishers gave up the eos and aa 
terial to a man named Moore, who held a note 
soon to fall due. _Moore insisted on the con- 
tinuance of Lovejoy as editor, with the con- 
rs that the paper should be moved to 

It was some months before this trans- 
fer took place, however, until in the latter 
part of April, 1836, the lynching of a 
—_ called out deninciations of Lovejoy, 
aud popular excitement was again aroused, 
none the less because of the announcement 
that the paper was to be rernoved to Alton. 

In July the office was entered and much of 
the material thrown into the river. The press 
was not seriowsly injured and was shipped to 
Alton by boat, arriving at night. Before the 
next morning it was broken up and thrown 
intw the river. Lovejoy was already in Alton 
with his family, having married-Miss Celia A. 
French of St. Charles, in 1835, and having an 
infant son, : 

The citizens of Alton at once called a public 
meeting, at. which it was resolved to make 
good Lovéjoy’s loss, and a new press and 
materials having been procured, the publica- 
tion of the Observer was resumed Sept. 8, 


those inside replied with a volley, killing one 
man. Then the mob got sledgehammers and 
a battering-ram with which to break in the 
doors, and a man was sent pp ona ladder to 
the roof to fire the building. It was neces- 
sary to dislodge this man, and Lovejoy, with 
two men, named Roff and Weller, went out 
to attend to him. As they made their appear- 
ance they were fired upon by four men who 
were concealed behind pile of lumber. 
Roff and Weller were sligfitly wounded, while 
Lovejoy received five buckshot in his body. 
He turned and raninto the building, up a 
short flight of stairs, and into the counting- 
room, exclaiming: ‘* , I am shot!”’ 
He was caught ia the arms Of the others and 
laid on the floor, where he immediately ex- 
pired. 

* Two men from the outside, Knowing what 
had happened, presented themselves and of.- 
fered to spare the building and the inmates if 
the press wus delivered up, which was reluct- 
antly done and hostilities ceased, the press, of 
course, being destroyed. Lovejoy’s corpse 
lay in counting-room until the next 
day, thathirty-fifth anniversary of his birth, 
when it was removed to his home, the funeral 
being held the next day and the formality of

1836. Many of his editorials were devoted 
to the slavery question, while at the same 
time he continued his religious work, 
and ‘at his death was Moderator of 
Alton Presbytery. His vigorous writings 
boon aroused public excitement, even as in 
St. Loujs, and July 11,1837, a public meet- 
ing was held, at which the course of the Ob- 
server Was capdeinmned and a committee ap- 
ag ten to present resolutions to the editor. 

is reply was couched in courteous and dig- 
nified language, but declared his unalterable 
purpose. Believing that he was right, Love- 
joy was earnest and bfave enough to stick to 
his purpose, even though he must have fore- 
seen the end. This trouble culminated Aug. 
21, whena mob broke into -his office and 
completely destroyed the press and printing 
material. The same night occurred an inci- 
dent which is well worth relating, as showing 
the courage and high moral principle of the 
man. 

A committee of three men of Southern 
birth had made up their minds to tar and 
feather Lovejoy and turn him adrift in a skiff 
on-the Mississippi River and started for his 
home for this purpose, ,They met him a short

There was silence fora moment. Then one 
inquired of the other what he was going to do 
and the response came: ‘I can’t touch him. 
He is too bravé a man,”’ and he was permitted 
to depart. 

Sept. 21 the third press arrived and was 
placed in a warehouse. The same night it 
was taken by a band of disguised men, broken 
up, and thrown into the river. Lovejoy had 
some thoughts of removing to Quincy, but his 
friends stood by him, and a fourth press was 
ordered to take the place of the three de- 
stroyed before. When this became known 
the popular feeling rose to fever heat, and a 
public meeting was held Nov. 2 and more 
condemndtory resolutions were passed. Love- 
joy was present at this meeting and made a 
speech, in which he declared his intention of 
remaining in Alton and standing up for the 
right of free speech as well as tor the unfort- 
unate slave, saying, “If the civil authorities 
refuse to protect me I must. look to God, and 
if I die, lam determined to make my grave 


_in Alton.” 


Trouble was promised and the new press 
was housed in the warehouse of Godfrey & 
Gilman on the river front, the senior member 
of which firm afterwards distinguished ‘him- 
self by founding the famous Monticello Semi- 
nary at the Village of Godfrey. Lovejoy had 
numbers of friends among the citizens of Al- 
ton. and from these sixty.had enrolied them- 
selves for the defense of himn and his press. 
On the evening of Nov. 7 this company had 
been at warehouse engaged in drilling. 
As everything seemed quiet they proposed to 
go home. Mr. Gilman, however, requested a 
few of them to remain as a guard against pos- 
sible attack and they did so. Soon there 
were indications of a hostile gathering on the 
outside and a committee of two leadmg citi- 
zens came to demand the press, saying that 
the house wouldbe burned over the heads of 
the defenders if it was not surrendered. ; 

Some were in favor of giving up, but Love- 
joy was firm asa rock, and, with tears in his 
eyes andin a voice trembling with emotion, 
said: ‘“* My friends, we can not, we musé not, 
we SHALL not surrender. We must fight it 
out, if necessary, to the bitter end; and |, for 
one, am ready and willing to lay down iny 
life, here and now, in defense of the right. 

The news was taken to those outside, and 
the mob immediately commenced firing, 


‘throwing stones and other missiles, to which 
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an inquest being dispensed with. The Rev. 
Thomas Lippincott officiated at the funeral, 
and the services consisted only of prayers to 
atoid incensing the mob. At the January 
term of court some of the parfticipants in fhe 
riot were tried but acquitted. 

This is the story. briefly told, of Elijah P. 
Lovejoy. For many years his grave lay 
almost unnoticed, sunken, and nearly un- 
known in the city cemetery, ashis wife did not 
long survive him. After many years, through 
the efforts of the editor ofa Democratic news- 
paper, a coping of stone was put around the 
grave and a neat marble scroll placed at the 
head, bearing the words ** Hic Jacet Lovejoy ; 
Jam Parce Sepulto”’; a free translation is, 
‘* Here iies Lovejoy; now let him rest.”’ 

The Lovejoy Buildings, as they have been 
known, have always: proved of interest to 
visitors, especially older people, who remem- 
ber how the country was thriiled with the 
news of Lovejoy’s assassination. The ware- 


house of Godftey & Gilman long ago ceased } 


to exist, and the site has for nmeany years been 
occupied by a large flour mill. The house 
where he resided when shot was pulled down 
some two years ago to make room for a busi- 
ness block. Much of the wood has been 
nade into different kinds of souvenirs, while 
the remainder is being religously retained by 
the owners. 

The building in which his paper was print- 
ed was a double oneof stone, one-half of 
which was some years ago remodeled, and a 
new front put on to make a business house. 


The other half has since been occupied in | 


various ways, the last o@¢cupants to 
find refuge in it being, strange to 
say, a colany of impecunious colored people, 
who were at last compelled to leave on ac- 
count of the danger of the house falling on 
them. Now it is being razed to the ground, 
‘het vestige of the history of 
Lovejoy will have disappeared from the city 
with the exception of his grave. Here every 
May the colored people assemble, lodges from 
St. Louig and other cities participating, and 
hold memorial services in which they are 
often assisted by their white — brothers. 
Flowers cover the grave of the martyr, the 
music of bands fills the air, prayers are said, 
and the whole colored race rejoices to do him 
honor who first died for them that they migh*+ 
have equal freedom and equal rights with all 
men in this country. 7 
The battles for freedom have been fought 
and the right has triumphed, the slaves have 
been freed, and the war by which all this was 
accomplished is but @ memory in the hearts 
of most of our people, but the remembrance 
of Lovejoy. John Brown, and Lincoln will 
ever remain green in the hearts of the colored 
race and their friends. As long as time shall 
last history will tell of those noble men who 
gave up their lives that the slave might be free.

Detroit, Mich., Dec, 14.—|Special Corre- 
spondence. |—Detroit is enveloped in religion 
and in the various evangelistic doctrines that 
ure offered to the halfpersuaded at prayer- 
meetings and song services. The beginning 
of the enthusiasm wassix weeks ago, when 
the local pastors invited their flocks to pre- 
pare for the deluge-sure to take place 
when Dr. J. Wiltur Chapman came on 
from Auburn, N. Y., accompanied by 
Prof. Peter Billhorn of Chicago, the 
singing evangelists When it was 
decided that the time had arrived for a great 
religious uprising, Ghapman and Billhorn 
were sent for, and they brought with them 
Harry L. Maxwell of Chicago, a singer of 
note, and weil up in.the particular line of 
work ahead of him, The churches of the 
Methodist, Presbyterian, and Baptist denomi- 
nations chipped in liberally, contributions 
ranging from $300 downward, and the aggre- 
gate reaching close to $4,000. It is charged 
that the transaction Was a very business. 
like affair, the evangelists agreeing to secure 
from at least 4,000 people a profession of 
religion during the five weeks’ engagement. 
This was a clever contract on the part of the 
professional Christians, as it is not under- 
stood to have been agreed that these pro- 
fessions were to conte from .sinners. The 
evidence was to be thé cards sent up during 


posal carried the hearts of the people by 
storm, His voice is strong and sweet, and in 
his solo work very effective. His méthods are 
those of the revivalist, and it is not 
unusual to find, after the repetition of 
a particularly touching verse or line, 
scores of ps sobbing or crying quietly.

The papers are full of it daily and 
every pluce of amusement in town is suffer- 
ing a8 a consequence of the religious 
awakening. Then the Auditorium was 
rented, a place where 5,000 people 
can be seated comfortably, and where 8,000 
can crowd in. This was expected to result 
in a diminution of the crowding, and to at 
least allow all to take their religion like 
Christians instead of like herrings in a box. 
But things were no better. If possible the 
crowding increased until it culminated in a 
lady being crowded over the balcony. She 
fell fourteen feet to the floor below, breaking 
several ribs and receiving other severe in- 
juries, Then the doorkeepers denied admis- 
sion after the building was well packed. 

It is said that over 4,000 people have sent 
up cards to Dr. Chapman expressing their de- 
sire to lead Christian lives,and it is conceded 
this is a great work, but the crowning glory of

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| The next acquisition of territory was the 
purchase of Florida from Spain in 1819. 
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FOR KOSCIUSKO EXPOSITION. 


Spain, dowDdtless fearing that the territory 
would be invaded and seized by an act of war 
if she insisted upon retaining it, finally agreed 
to cede it provided the United States would 
assume the claims of the Spanish citizens. 
The terms were accepted and the Territory of 
Florida, containing in all about 659,000 
square miles, was transferred to this govern- 
ment at a cost of something like $5,000,000. 

There was no further territorial expansion 
for a quarter of acentury. In the meantime 
Mexico had secured its independence from 
Spain, shortly after the latter had ceded Flori- 
da, and Texas, then a province of Mexic>s., had 
drawn a large and turbulent element from the 
United States. Under their leadership there 
grew upa fierce opposition to Mexican domi- 
nation, and in 1836 they succeeded in estab- 
lishing the Texas Republic. Then followed a 
series of events of extraordinary interest. The 
new republic sought admission into the Union 
asaState and her application became an 
overshadowing issue in national politics. 
Nearly all Democrats favored annexation and 
nearly all Whigs opposed it, Henry Clay 
declaring with what afterward seemed 
like the voice -of prophecy’ that “ the 
annexation of Texas meant war with 
Mexico.” The campaign of 1844 turned 
on the Texas question. Polk, the Democratic 
and annexationist candidate, was elected to 
the Presidency, and the defeated Whig admin- 
istration, recognizing the result of the elec- 
tion as a definite expression, distinguished 
the closing days of its career by annexing 
Texas to the United States. War with Mexico 
followed, and it was not until after the treaty 
of Guadalupe Hidalgo was signed in 1848 
that the status of Texas was settled. By that 
treaty the United States agreed to pay to 
Mexico the sum of $15,000,000, and to as- 
sume debts of about $3,000,000 due from 
Mexico to citizens of this country. In return 
for this money tne United States acquired 
possession of a territory some 921,000 square 
miles in extent, included in which were what 
are now the States of California and Nevada. 
parts of Colorado and Wyoming. and the Ter- 
ritories of New Mexico, Arizona, and Utah. 

To this cession by Mexico must be added 
what is known as the **‘ Gadsden Purchase,” a 
strip of territory now attached partly to 
Arizona and party to New Mexico. This ter- 
ritory remained in dispute after the Mexican 
war, but in 1853 it was finally ceded to this 
country on the payment of the sum of $10,- 
000,000 to Mexico. The tract contained 
about 45,000 square miles, and the name of 
‘*Gadsden’s Purchase’’ was derived from 
James Gadsden, then American Minister to 
Mexico, under whose direction the deal was 
negotiated. 

Alaska, bought from Russia in 1867 for 
$7 .200.000, was the last acquisition of terri- 
tory by the United States. It has proved, 
contrary to expectation at the time, an im- 
mensely valuable investment. It added near- 
ly 600,000 square miles to the national 
domain and has abundantly vindicated the 
wisdom of its purchasers. 

Other annexation schemes without number 
have been proposed since the ** Louisiana 
Purchase.’’ Half a dozen propositions for the 
acquisition of Cuba and Santo Domingo, 
either by-seizure or purchase, have been 
brought forward at various times only to be 
rejected or condemned. Walker, the 
Nicaragua adventurer, dreamed of bringin 
Nicaragua, Honduras, and other Centra 
American territories into political union with 
the United States. The annexation of Canada 
has become a question of pressing interest on 
both sides of the St. Lawrence and seems like- 
ly to develop into an urgent issue in Canadian 
politics. 

The most recent movement looking toward 
the territorial expansion of the United States 
has been presented by Hawaii. The rejection 
of the appeal of those islands for annexation 
would be the first instance in our history 
when such an application was refused. More- 
over, it would be a complete reversal of the 
policy followed for nearly a century by the 
Democratic party, tor it is a fact that the 
various annexations of territory described 
above were all accomplished under Demo- 
cratic administrations, with the single excep- 
tion of Alaska.

The unprecedented success*pf the business- 
men’s meeting Friday evening at the. Audi- 
torium, crowdiny that great audience-room to 
its utmost capacity and overflowing by thou- 
sands into the street, where a second great 
meeting was held, shows that business-men in 
Chicago thoroughly appreciate the necessity 
of placing a business-man at the head of mu- 
nicipal affairs.

evidence of the deep interest which the people 
of Chicago take in the approaching election 
for Mayor, and of the fact that a majority of 
thent are desirous for various reasons that 
Mr. Swift should fill that position. The 
night was an exceedingly disagreeable 
one. The weather had been wet 
and warm all day, but it had 
turned suddenly cold.

The audience was made up of Yrepresenta- 
tives of all classes, Merchants, wholesale and 
retail, small shopkeepers, the heads of great 
manufactories and the men who work for 
them, mechanics, ptofessional men, and 
clerks were there. Allof them for one rea- 
gon or another wanted to see Mayor Swift 
elected. Some wished to get a Mayor wht 
will be honest and efficient. Others, while 
desiring that, werealso most anxious to send 
to President Cleveland, Chairman Wilson, 
and thé Democratic Congressmen ftom Chi- 
cago a «anessage to the effect that their tariff 
policy wae not approved of by the working- 
men of this city. 

Mayor Swift's speech wasa plain, unequivo- 
cal statement’of what his policy would be if 
elected, The applause with which it was re- 
ceived showed that the audiente believed his 
views wete sound and that he would live up 
to therh. He has evinced during his tempo- 


rary incumbency of the office his hostility to, 


the plundering of the city by stuffed pay-rolls 
gnd other devices and his determination to 
make the police and all other city employés 
do their duty. He will nét tolervte shirking 
or stealing. 

The statements made by Mr. Swift as to, the 
financial condition of the city were startling. 
There is a deficit of $537,000 in the general 
fund. Judgments for nearly $600,000 are 
yet unpaid, the money appropriated to satisfy 
them having been used uniawfully for other 
purposes. There is a deficit in the water fund, 
which had a million doilars to its credit when 
Mr. Swift went out of office as Commissioner 
of Public Works. The: Controller says that 
“he has walked almost in the shadow of the 
penitentiary by allowing things to goon as 
they have been going.” 

This is not the time, therefore, to put a 
green hand in the Mayor’s chair. There is 
need of a trained admpittistrator of public af- 


. fairs, and not of a matr-who is best known to 


the people because he has been Chairman of a 


Campaign committee... lf Mr. Hopkins’ in- . 


tentions were as good as those of an angel he 
would not be the man for Mayor because of 
his utter ignorance of the duties of a Mayor. 
Subordinates would run the city, and the def- 
icit would increase instead of being wiped 
out, 

Mayor Swift did not touch on national 
questions. They were handled by William E. 
Mason and other speakers, From the warm 
enthusiastmh they evoked it was evident that 
those. workingmen who were at the meet- 
ing are not in favor of voting for a 
“tariff for revenue.only” now, how- 
ever they may have voted last year. 
There are some wageworkers who have found 
out that there is a close connection between 
protection and wages, and that as the first 
‘sinks the last sinks also, and they wish to 
let their Democratic Representatives know 
they have made that discovery and that those 
Representatives must not go on with their pro- 
tection-reducing, wage-cutting program. 

If the Republicans of this city, the men 
who want honest government and those who 
believe in high rather than in low wages, 
will show as much earnestness and enthusi- 
asm day after tomorrow as were displayed 
night before last, the election will be a one- 
sided affair.

If only 
a few minutes instead ofa series of several 
periods of 24 hours each the test could not 
be highly satisfactory to any except those who 
hoped to make money out of the arrange- 
ment, It is alleged to have satisfied the De- 
partment of Public Works, and probably did 
so to the extent of giving as much of a trial 
as was needed to demonstrate its incapacity, 
It is now some weeks since the city authgrities 
refused to deliver any more garbage to the 
concern, to be disposed of at the small cost of 
70 cents per ton. There must have been 
some reason for the refusal other than that 
assigned by the “ organ ”” by innuendo and in- 
terrogation. It was high time to act, seeing 
it is nearly a year and a’ half since the Coun- 
cil set apart a fund to be applied to the solu- 
tion of the question how to get rid of the 
garbage, the distinct understanding at the 
time being that the best mode would be 
by burning it. No reason 
adduced for making the charge that 
improper motives dictated ‘the centract 
with other parties to build five crematories, 
and till ‘such reason be adduced the grumblers 
stand in the position of men who do not stiek at 
the truth in trying to influence the result of 
an election. The crematories are wanted, 
They should be censtructed and put in opera- 
tiom as soon as possible, irrespective of the

THE BEGINNING OF MAN. 
In the Forum for December Dr. Daniel G. 
Brinton discusses the questions of when and 
how man made his earliest appearance on the 


‘globe andthe scene of this epochal event. 


He says it may seem easy to answer the first 
and last approximately by reference to the 
earliest implements used by man, which are 
found-in certain geological strata. But the 


| simplest of these tools were merely flaked 


stones and cracked bones, and it is difficult to 
decide that at least some of the objects of this 
class that have been found were not pro- 
duced by natural agencies. Ashes, charcoal, 
and half-burned logs may have been caused by 
a lightning flash or volcanic agency and do not 
off-ra guarantee of association with man 
unless found under conditions which indicate 
the artificial construction of a fire heap. 
Some of these things have been found in 
tertiary deposits; but it is not proved that 
man lived in the tertiary age, and though it 
be possible that he did itis probable he did 
not, - 

The very earliest deposit in which there may 


be said te be a general agreement that hu-. 


man remains are found isa series of gravel 
beds in the valleys of the Thames in England, 
the Somme in France, the Manzaneres in 
Spain, and elsewhere in Western Europe. In 
these stone tools and weapons are found lying 
in undisturbed relations to the bones of an- 
imals long since extinct and which do not 
exist there now. Theseaniinal remains be- 

long to a tropical or subtropical fauna. Hence 


we know that man lived there ata very early | 


date, when the climate was much warmer 
than now, and that he lived there 
a long time, as thousand: of his 
implements have been found in vari- 
ous strata and over awidearea. Also we 
know that after this epoch a period of intense 
cold descended from the North over Centrai 
and Western Europe. Those regions were 
covered by huge giaciers and haunted by 
arctic quadrupeds and birds. Atthe same time 
the great glacier extended over the northern 
part of this continent, sometimes reaching a 
little beyond the Ohio River, On both conti- 
nents there are a number of geological chro- 
nometers by which the time of its final disap- 
pearance may bereckoned. These indications 
have been réad very differently by different 
observers, but thé conclusion is reached that 


about ten of twelve thousand years have 


elapsed since the final recession of the ice 
sheet from temperate latitudes. The ice age 
itself must have lasted twenty to thirty thou- 
sand years, during whieh the ice cap probably 
advanced and receied a number of times be- 
fore it finally was overpowered by the in- 
creased vigor of the sun’s attacks upon it. So 
we have about 50,000 years asthe minimum 
time since man first appeared in Western 
Europe, where up to date the earliest traces 
of his existence have been found. Some 
writers of eminence have demanded a much 
longer time than this as necessary to explain 
all the changes that have occurred, but one 
result is sure: ‘‘ We never-again shall hear the 
limit of 6,000 years which the old chronology 
taught.”’ 

As to the “‘ How.”’ A dozen years ago, when 
Darwinism was:at its height, it was supposed 
that man was necessarily a development of 
some lower mammal, It was claimed that the 
earliest human remains prove this by reveal- 
ing a creature visibly inferior to man as we 
know him. By different, fragments he was 
indicated to be a biped, stooping forward in- 
stead of erect, his tongue not loosened for 
speech, his - brain cavity ‘small with un- 
developed frontal lobes, his chin — re- 
treating or flattened, shin bones flat- 
tened, the. humerus. perforated, wisdom 
teeth persistent, and a quantity’of other ape- 
like peculiarities. But this ‘‘ missing link” 
was never found as a whole, the great an-

All islands must be omi 
and the whole of America, since this conti- 
nent shows no signs of having been the home 
of the higher mammals, For the same rea- 
son Australid, Southern India, and Africa 
south of the Sahara lose their claims. In 
fact, we are limited to the softhern slope of 
that great mountain chain which begine in 
Western Europe and Africa with therAtlas 
Mountains, and Cantabrian Alps, and the 
Pyrenees, and continues to the Himalayas and 
their eastern extensions in farther India., We

HOPKINS AND THE TAMMANY MACHINE.

or succession tax, The completed bill is the 
result of months of study on the part of Sen- 
ator Hill, who believes it will go far towards 
solving the Federal tax problem. In this pre- 
paratory work he has had the assistance of 
Benjamin F. Dos Passos, a New York lawyer 
who has devoted his lifetime to the study . of 
taxation other economic questions. 

In brief the bill provides for the taxation of 
property but once, and that at the time when 
it passes by will or inheritance from one 
hdlder to another. Estates of $5,000 or less 
at afair market vgluation are entirely ex- 
empt, If the estate passes ‘directly from 


| parent to child the realty is exempt and a tax 


of only 1 per cént is laid upon the personal 
property. Where the estate passes to collat- 
eral relations or to strangers or corporations 
the rate of taxation ranges from 2 to 10 per 
cent. 

The bill providesa pecuniary inducement 
for the prompt payment of the tax. Provision 
is also made for the enforcement of a penalty 
in case of refusal to pay, or the delivery of 
false schedules, statements, or names. One 
section provides for the inatitution of appro- 
priate proceedings in the name of the United 
States and another for the appointment of ap- 
praisers in case where deceit is suspected.

AN ACT TO IMPOSE A COLLATERAL INHERITANCE,

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Rep-

After the passage of this act all 
property, real and personal, whatsoever, which

“There is one practical objection to this 
method of raising revenue, and that is that 
succession duties have the characteristic of 
uncertainty, because it is always impossible 
to say in advance how much property durmg 
any year will be subject to such a tax—you 
cannot calculate to a certainty who will 
die, or the value of the y which will be 
left by any decendent. ere ought, how- 
ever, to be no inheritance tax upon small es- 
tates. I should say that in thé case of a child 
under age the minimum should be $5,000, 
and in that ofa widow $10,000, It frequent- 
y happens that the death of a head of a fam- 
ily in reality makes rest poorer. Such a 
tax ought therefore not to be exacted in the 
case of small estates against the widow and 
children. I think also that the tax should pro- 
portionately ascend rather than descend as 
the amount of the inheritance increases. The 
euccession tax is one of antiquity and 
has existed us early as the time of Augustus. 
It is an important source of revenue in En- 
giand and exists in a very light form ina few 
States, notavly New York. 

‘*I consider this method of taxation the 
most advantageous and the least burdensome 
of all direct taxes. There is almost no oppor- 
tunity toevade the payment of succession 
duty. because the property in every instance 
must pass through the courts.”

Every woman who has a tendency 
to melancholia should have an occupa- 
tion -which, if it doesn’t entirely ab- 
sorb her, will at least keep her busy. And she 


should give her inind up to practical rather 
than theoretical affairs. She should study 
how to put an extra shelf inaciosct or how 
to stop a squenking door, or how to make an 
overshoe that wont come off at the heel, rather 
than the teachings of the theosophical school 
or the philosophy of Herbert Spencer. Urdi- 
narily good heaith, plenty of exercise, plenty 
of work. and an interest in the affairs of this 
world rather than the next are the general 
preventives and cures of melancholia.

ure to keep Dr. Beecher out of the presbytery 
he tried to have a committee appointed to ex- 
amine Dr. Beecher’s published writings. and 
sermons for “‘ heresy,” directing attention par- 
ticularly to the famous sermon on ‘‘ Depend- 
ence and Free Agency.” He failed again. In 
1834 he preferred formal charges against Dr. 
Beecher of abandoning the ‘“‘standards.”’ Dr. 
Beecher was acquitted by the presbytery, Dr. 
Wilson’s appeal to the synod was overruled 
the next year, and at the assembly at Pitts- 
burg, May, 1836, Dr. Wilson saw he was 
beaten before the vote was taken and with- 
drew his ap Dr. er returned to 
Lane triumphant and the support he thus 
secu ugh the assembly did much to 
add to the mae ea of the classes 
and to the revenues. t was no doubt 
his “great ability that won him the 
victory and thereby confirmed Lane asa new 
school seminary. The trustees stood by him 
and he never yielded, neither did his oppo- 
nents desist. Two years later he attended the 
memorable assembly in Philadelphia in 1838, 
representing Lane on the new school side of 
the controversy that resulted there in the 
great division. For thirty-one years there- 
after until the reunion of church Lane wis 
known as and was a strictly new school sem- 
inary. .The old school struggled for posses- 
sion. That faction believed the new, school 
net lay in the faculty more thdn in the 
Board of Trust. So they labored for their re- 
moval. The peculiar thing about the Land 
Board of Trust is thatit is self-perpetuating 
The trustees provide their own succession an 
when a death or resignation occurs the va- 
cancy is filled by the other trustees. Start- 
mg, therefore, with a new-school majority, 
supremacy was easily maintained. 

last attack on Dr. Beecher to get him 
out of the seminary was made in 1847, when 
proceedings in the State Supreme Court were 
instituted by David Kemper in quo warranto 
against Dr. Beecher to require him to show 
by what authority he held the Presidency of 
a Presbyterian institution, *‘ having ceased to 
be a member of church in good stand- 
ing.”’ Dr. Beecher, however, convinced the 
court and he was not disturbed. Three years 
latér he resigned thathe might devote his 
few remaining years to preparing his writings 
for publication, and returned East. With 
him went Dr. Stowe. 

The chair of theology was taken by Dr. Al- 
len, who held it until 1868, when his health 
required his tion from work, Dr. Henry 
A. Nelson held the chair until 1874, when 
he resumed his pulpit work, and Dr. E. D. 
Norris succeeded him, holding it at the pres- 
ent time. Thus inthe sixty years of the 
wag’ A theological history of the seminary 
there have been but four incumbents of this 
chair. With the retirement of Dr. Beecher 
was removed the primary cause of the 
hostility of the opposition: It was his great 
influence that was credited with holding the 
seminary firm for the new school through all 
the remarkabie conflict. But the theology of 
all his successors has been practically the

With ‘the closing of the 
term Dr, Roberts surrendered his chair by 
order of the trustees, He is the only member 
of the faculty who sided against Prof, Smith 
in the late heresy trial. Since then Dr. Mc- 
Giffert has accepted a call to Union Theolog- 
ical Seminary and Dr. Smith has resigned. 

The roster of the faculty of Lane contains 
many. distinguished names, but none more 
venerated than those of Beecher, Stowe, and 
Allen, Their memories are enshrined. No 
other three men endured a severer struggle in 
such a cause. Beecher and Stowe left the sem- 
inary in 185l and Allenin 1867, and then 
a peep | mevesioe of the eiuen vente pret 
thou Strong impress never. disap. 
pears. The Board of .Trustees maintained 
ts liberal composition and the faculty its 
broad theology. So when “ higher criticism” 
came into life it found several students there 
nee positive position attracted wide atten- 
ion.

after 1850 were not so aggressive as Dr.

Besides, Dr. Allen, his immediate 
successor, directed his influence in a great 
measure toward relieving the institution of its 
financial embarrassments. This tended to 
foster a conservative spirit, and the cessation 

aggressiveness from within subdued oppo- 
sition from without. The seminary was on 
the side of the new school, but it did not go 
around any longer with achip on its shoulder. 
Then came the great reconciliation and re- 
union pf the church factions, and the event 
was made the. occasion of a special celebra- 
Good feeling spread, and in 
the enthusiasm of the family reunion there 
Was a generous rally of frid&ids of the sem- 
inary without regard to previous doctrinal af- 
filiations. The students increased in number, 
and the number of professors rose to six to 
meet the demands of the class-rooms. 

In 1890, on the eve of the Presbyterian 
civil war over the ‘“‘higher criticism;’ there 
were in the faculty Profs. Evang, Morris, and 
Roberts, natives of Wales; Profs. Craig and 
McGiffert, New Englanders; and Prof. Smith, 
the only Western man, a graduate of Lane 
and an Ohioan by birth.

Smith from the faculty. 

So much is necessary " define the position 
of the Board of Trust. It is not necessary, 
however, to review the details of the long and 
tedious trial. But Prof. Smith’s conviction 
raised the question, What will the trustees 
do? Will they retain in the feculty one who 
has beén declared by a considerable majority 
of the presbytery to have violated cardinal 
doctrines of the’ church?

the specific assurance given to the church that 
nothing is now taught in Lane Seminary or will 
be taught in the future that would tend to im- 
pair the faith of the students in the scriptures as 
the Word of God, or to lessen their loyalty to the 
system of doctrine and duty embodied in the 
standards of our church; a statement fully and 
happily corroborated by the Board of Suaitiers, 
representing twelve presbyteries, who certify 
that the instruction in the seminary is thorough- 
ly sound and orthodox, and that the students 
have received no instruction that is inconsistent 
with the doctrines held by the church, 
and a fact not in any way called in question dur- 
ing the recent trial of Prof. Smith by the Cincin- 
nati presbytery. The faculty of Lane Seminary 
is and always has’ been loyal to the Bible and the 
standards of the church, and the present mem- 
bers thereof have solemnly covenanted with” this 


board that they will teach nothing contrary - 


thereto. 

Resolved, That this Board of Trustees assert for 
‘the members of Lane faculty that reasonable lib- 
erty in Bible study and confession interpretation 
that has been exercised from the beginning of the 
institution ; this, toe,.in full confidence that -this 
liberty will continue to be used with supreme 
loyalty to the Bible as the inspired word of God. 

Then came the General Assembly and the 
conviction of Dr, Briggs, whereupon Dr, 
Smith renewed the tender of his resignation, 
and it was accepted. This left only Dr. Mor- 
ris in the faculty, and he was rged with 
the selectaon of a corps of instructors for the 
coming winter to take care of such students 
as chanced to come, for the trustees did not 
plan to make any effort after students. In- 
deed it was at first suggested to close the sem- 
inary until the dispesition of Dr. Smith's ap- 
peal by the synod of Ohio, and this action 
was not taken simply because it would ‘have 
imperiled several endowments. 

The seminary is now in desperate straits. 
Rebuked and. boycotted by the General As- 
sem bly and by the church, refused the aid of the 
Board of Education which the ‘ orthodox ” 
institutions receive, young men have held 
aloof. There are not ten students there now 
from Presbyterian ranks. Humiliated and 
disappointed, Dr. Morris was ready to tender 
his resignation. The position of the Board of 
Trustees, a majority of whom had tried to 
steer the seminary between higher criticism 
and orthodoxy, did not commend them to 
either faction, and there is imminent danger 
of the institution being stranded on the mid- 
dle ground. The crisis is almost at hand, 
The present condition cannot continue. The 
issue will soon be joined in the Board of 
Trustees whether the seminary shall submit 
to the dictation of the General Assembl¥ the 
high court of the church, or openly follow 
Union Seminary in rebellion. opular sen- 
timent is protesting against what is denomi- 
nated “‘the conspiracy of liberalism,’ for 
Lane Seminary is in the center of an “ or- 
thodox’”’ community of the Presbyterian 


Church, Astride the fence nothing is being

HOW TO MAIL CHRISTMAS PRESENTS, 


Postal Information That May Prevent Mis- 
takes and Delay. 

During the holiday season unusual demands 
are always made upon the mails for the trans- 
mission of Christmas and New Year’s presents. 
A familiarity with the postal regulations on 
the part of the public facilitates the handling 
of the increased mail and prevents many an- 
noying mistakes. The following general in- 
formation and suggestions, if observed, will 
greatly diminish the unmailable matter which 
coliécts at this season: 

The rates of postage of foreign countries, 


as domestic, are as follows: 

Letters, per half ounce, 5 cents; postal cards, 
each, 2 cents; newspapers and other printed mat- 
ter, per two ounces, 1 cent; commercial papers, 
packets not in excess of ten ounces, 5 cents; 
commercial papers, each additional two ounces, 
1 cent; samples of merchandise, packets not in 
excess ‘of four ounces, 2 cents; samples of mer- 
chandise, each additional two ounces not in ex- 
cess of the limit, eight and three-quarters ounces,

Dwelling in Space. 

New York Telegram: ‘*The remarkable be- 
liefs regarding the existence of intelligent be- 
ings in space,” said & Theosophist yesterday,

— recently, quoted from Huxley and 

Crookes, who amit of the possibility. It is 
even admitted that these dwellers may have 
intellects, whose powers may approach omni- 
science. Mrs. Besapt read extracts from Prof. 
Crookes’ works, in which he discussed 
thought transference,- admitting that he 
himself had succeeded to some extent in prac- 
ticing it. Everything, science admits, is in a 
state of vibratioh, and intelligence in one 
stratum of vibration can only be cognizant 
of the vibrations in thatstratum. Beings in 
space, being of same vibration as the at- 
mosphere in which they exist, can pass 
through anything that air interpenetrated and 
sd can pass through solid water. ‘To them 
metals become transparent, but air presents 
the appearance that solid matter does to a be- 
ing on earth. A being as subtle as ait could 
be in the same room with a physical man and 
the two not aware of each other’s presence, 
In this the explanation of claifvoyance and 
clairaudience is to be found. In these states 
of consciousness the intellect works in the 
subtler vibrations of space, and can there- 
fore come in rapport with any of a similar 
rate of vibrations subtler than physical ones;

Where the Ocean Is Four Miles Deep. 

Nautical Magazine: Proceeding westward 
from the Lrish coast the ocean bed deepens very 
gradually; for the first 230 miles the gradient is 
but six feet to the mile. In the next twenty 
miles the fall is over 9,000 feet, and so precip- 
itous is the descent that in many places depths 
of 1,200 to 1,600 fathoms are ‘encountered in 
very close proximity to the 100 fathom line. 
With the depth of 1,800 to 2.000 fathoms the 
sea bed becomes .a_slightly undulating plain 
1.200 miles wide. 
Atlantic is 200 miles:or so northward of the 
Island of St. Thomas, where soundings of 3,875 
ces ay were obtained, or nearly four miles in 
depth.
